A Bill to consolidate and amend the law relating to Criminal Procedure. 

Be It enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-first Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

CHAPTER I 

PaZLIAnWABYt 

1. (I) This Act may be called the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1970, 

(2) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and 

Kashmir, the State of Nagaland and the Tribal Areas in the State of 
Assam. 

(3) It shall come into force in the Union territories on the 1st day 
of January, 1971, and in a State on such day, not later than the 1st day 
of July, 1971, as the Government of that State may, by notification

2. In this Code, unless the context otherwise requires,_ 

(o) "bailable offence” means an offence which Is shown as bail¬ 
able in the First Schedule, or which Is made bailable by any other 
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l«w for the time being In force; and “non-ballable ofEence” meang 
any other offence; 

(b) "charge” includes any head of charge when the charge 
contains more heads than one; 

(c) “cognizable ofEence” means an offence for, and “cognizable 
case” means a case in, which a police officer, within or without the 
metropolitan areas, may, in accordance with the First Schedule or 
under any law for the time being in force, arrest without warrant; 

(d) "complaint” means the allegation made orally or in writing 
to a Magistrate, with a view to his taking action under this Code, 
that some person, whether known or unknown, has committed an 
offence, but it does not include a police report.

(Hi) in relation to any other Union territory, the highest 
court of criminal appeal for that territory other than the Supreme 
Court of India; 

(f) "India” means the territories to which this Code extends; 

(g) “Inquiry” means every inquiry (other than a trial) con¬ 
ducted under this Code by a Magistrate or Court; 

(h) "investigation” includes all the proceedings imder this Code 
for the collection of evidence conducted by a police officer or by any 
person (other than a Magistrate) who is authorised by a Magistrate 
in this behalf; 

(i) "judicial proceeding” includes any proceeding in the course 
of which evidence is or may be legally taken on oath; 

(j) “local jurisdiction”, in relation to a Court or Magistrate, 
means the local area within which the Court or Magistrate may 
exercise all or any of its or his powers under this Code, and where 
such local area adjoins the sea, includes the territorial waters; 

(k) “non-cognizable offence” means an offence for, and "non- 
cognizable case” means a case in, which a police officer, within or 
without a metropolitan area, may not arrest without warrant; 

(l) "notification" means a notification published in the Official 
Gazette; 

(m) “offence” means any act or omission made punishable by any 
law for the time being in force and includes any act In respect of 
which a complaint may be made under section 20 of the Cattle- 
trespass Act, 1871; 

(n) “officer In charge of a police station” Includes, when the 
officer in charge of the police station is absent from the station-house

(q) “police report” means a report forwarded by a police officer 
to a Magistrate under sub-section (2) of section 176; 

(r) “police station” means any post or place declared generally 
or specially by the State Government, to be a police station, and 
includes any local area specified by the State Government in this 
behalf; 

(s) “prescribed” means prescribed by rules made under this Code; 

(t) “Public Prosecutor” means any person appointed under 
section 26, and includes any person acting under the directions of a 
Public Prosecutor; 

(u) “sub-division” means a sub-division of a district; 

(v) “summons-case” means a case relating to an offence, and not 
being a warrant-case; 

(w) "warrant-case” means a case relating to an offence punish¬ 
able with death, imprisonment for life or imprisonment for a term 
exceeding two years; 

(x) words and expressions used herein and not defined but 
defined in the Indian Penal Code have the meanings respectively 
assigned to them in that Code.

4. (I) All offences under the Indian Penal Code shall be investigated.

(2) All offences under any other law shall be investigated, inquired 
into, tried, and otherwise dealt with according to the same provisions, 
but subject to any enactment for the time being in force regulating the 
manner or place of investigating, inquiring Into, trying or otherwise 
dealing with such offences. 

5. Nothing contained in this Code shall', in the absence of a specific 
provision to the contrary, affect any special or local law for the time 
being in force, or any special jurisdiction or power conferred, or any 
special form of procedure prescribed, by any other law for the time 
being in force. 


CHAPTER II 

Constitution of Criminal Courts and offices 

0. Besides the High Courts and the Courts constituted under any law, 
otlier than this Code, there shall be in every State the following classes 
of Criminal Courts, namely: — 

(i) Courts of Session; 

(ii) Judicial Magistrates of the first class; 

(iii) Judicial Magistrates of the second class; 

(iv) Executive Magistrates; 

(u) in addition, in every State having a metropolitan area. Metro¬ 
politan Magistrates. 

7, (1) Every State shall be a sessions division or shall consist of 
sessions divisions; and every sessions division shall, for the purposes of 
this Code, be a district or consist of districts; 

Provided that every metropolitan area shall, for the said purposes, 
be a separate sessions division and district. 

(2) The State Government may, after consultation with the High 
Court, alter the limits or the number of such divisions and districts. 

(3) The State Government may, after consultation with the High 
Court, divide any district into sub-divisions and may alter the limits or 
the number of such sub-divisions. 

(4) The sessions divisions, districts and sub-divisions existing In a 
State at the commencement, therein, of this Code, shall be deemed to have 
been formed under this section.

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8. (J) The State Government may, by notification, declare that, as 
from such date as may be specified in the notification, any area in the 
State comprising a city or town whose population exceeds one million 
shall be a metropolitan area for the purposes of this Code, 

(2) As from the commencement of this Code, each of the Presidency- 
towns of Bombay, Calcutta and Madras and the city of Ahmedabad shall 
be deemed to be declared under sub-section (I) to be a metropolitan 
area. 

(3) The State Government may, by notification, extend, reduce or alter 
the limits of, a metropolitan area but the reduction'or alteration shall not 
be SO' made as to reduce the population of such area to less than one 
million. 


9. (1) The State Government shall establish a Court of Session for 
every sessions division. 

(2) Every Court of Session shall be presided over by a Judge, to be 
appointed by the High Court. 

(3) The High Court may also appoint Additional Sessions Judges and 
Assistant Sessions Judges to exercise jurisdiction in a Court of Session. 

(4) The Sessions Judge of one sessions division may be appointed by 
the High Court to be also an Additional Sessions Judge of another divi¬ 
sion, and in such case he may sit for the disposal of cases at such place 
or places in other division as the High Court may direct. 

(5) Where the office of the Sessions Judge is vacant, the High Court 
may make arrangements for the disposal of any urgent application which 
is, or may be, made or pending before such Court of Session by an Ad¬ 
ditional or Assistant Sessions Judge, or, if there be no Additional or As¬ 
sistant Sessions Judge, by a Chief Judicial Magistrate, in the sessions 
division; and every such Judge or Magistrate shall be deemed to have 
jurisdiction to deal with any such application. 

Explanation .—In this section, and in sections 11, 12, 17 and 18, “ap¬

12. (1) In every district (not being a metropolitan area), the High 
Court shall appoint a Judicial Magistrate of the first class to be the Chief 
Judicial Magistrate. 

(2) The High Court may appoint any Judicial Magistrate of the first 
class to be an Additional Chief Judicial Magistrate, and such Magistrate 
shall have all or any of the powers of a Chief Judicial Magistrate under 
this Code or under any other law for the time being in force as the High 
Court may direct. 

(3) (a) The High Court may designate any Judicial Magistrate of the 
first class in any sub-division as the Sub-divisional Judicial Magistrate 
and relieve him of the responsibilities specified in this section as occasion 
requires. 

(b) Every Sub-divisional Judicial Magistrate shall have, and exercise, 
such powers of supervision and control over the work of the Judicial 
Magistrates of the second class in the sub-division as the High Court 
may, by general or special order, specify in this behalf. 

13. (1) The High Court may confer upon any person who holds or has 
held any judicial post under the Union or a State or possesses such other 
qualifications as the High Court may, by rules made by it, specify, all 
or any of the powers conferred or conferrable by or under this Code on 
a Judicial Magistrate of the first class or of the second class, in respect 
to particular cases or to particular classes of cases or to cases generally, 
In any district not being a metropolitan area. 

(2) Such Magistrates shall be called Special Judicial Magistrates and 
shall be appointed'for such term as the High Court may, by general or 
special order, direct. 

14. (1) Subject to the control of the High Court, the Chief Judicial 
Magistrate may, from time to time, define the local limits of the areas 
within which the Magistrates appointed under section 11 or under section 
13 may exercise all or any of the powers with which they may respec¬ 
tively be invested under this Code. 

(2) Except as otherwise provided by such definition, the. jurisdiction 
and powers of every such Magistrate shall extend throughout the district. 

15. (1) Subject to the control of the High Court, the Chief Judicial 
Magistrate may direct any two or more Special Judicial Magistrates of 
the same class to sit together as a Bench for trying cases and 
every such Bench shall, for the purposes of this Code, be deemed to 
be a Judicial Magistrate of that class. 
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( 2 ) Subject to the control of the High Court, the Chief Judicial Mag¬ 
istrate may make rules for the guidance of such Benches as respects— 

(a) the classes of cases to be tried; 

(b) the times and places of sitting; 

(c) the constitution of the Bench for conducting trials; 

(d) the mode of settling differences of opinion which may arise 
between the Magistrates in session. 

16. (1) Every Chief Judicial Magistrate shall be subordinate to the 
Sessions Judge; and every other Judicial Magistrate shall, subject to the 
general control of the Sessions Judge, be subordinate to the Chief Judicial 
Magistrate. 

(2) The Chief Judicial Magistrate may, from time to time, make rules 
or give special orders consistent with this Code as to the distribution of 
business among such Magistrates. 

17. (i) In every metropolitan area, there shall be established as many 
Courts of Metropolitan Magistrates, and at such places, as the State Gov¬ 
ernment may, after consultation with the High Court, by notification, 
specify. 

(2) The presiding officers of such Courts shall be appointed by the 
High Court. 

18. (I) The High Court shall appoint a Metropolitan Magistrate to be 
the Chief Metropolitan Magistrate for the metropolitan area, 

(2) The High Court may appoint any Metropolitan Magistrate to be an 
Additional Chief Metropolitan Magistrate, and such Magistrate shall have 
all or any of the powers of a Chief Metropolitan Magistrate under this 
Code or under any other law for the time being in force as the High 
Court may direct. 


19. (I) The High Court may confer upon any person who holds or has 
held any judicial post under the Union or a State or posse.sses such other 
qualifications as the High Court may, by rules made by it, specify, all 
Or any of the powers conferred or conferrable. by or under this Code on 
a Metropolitan Magistrate in respect to particular cases or to particular 
classes of cases or to cases generally, in any metropolitan area. 

(2) Such Magistrates .shall be called Special Metropolitan Magistrates 
and shall be appointed for such term as the High Court may by general 
order direct. 

20. (I) Subject to the control of the High Court, the Chief Metropoli¬ 
tan Magistrate may direct any two or more Special Metropolitan Magis¬ 
trates to sit together as a Bench for trying cases and every such Bench 
shall, for the purposes of this Code, be deemed to be a Metropolitan 
Magistrate. 

(2) Subject to the control of the High Court, the Chief Metropolitan 
Magistrate may make rules for the guidance of such Benches as resp'^cts— 

(a) the classes of cases to be tried; 
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(b) the times and places of sitting; 

(c) the constitution of the Bench for conducting trials; 

(d) the mode of settling differences of opinion which may arise 

between the Magistrates in session. 

21. (I) All Metropolitan Magistrates, other than the Additional Chief 
Metropolitan Magistrates, shall be subordinate to the Chief Metropolitan 
Magistrate. 

(2) The High Court may, for the purposes of this Code, define the 
extent of the subordination, if any, of the Additional Chief Metropolitan 
Magistrates to the Chief Metropolitan Magistrate. 

(3) The Chief Metropolitan Magistrate may, from time to time, make 
rules or give special orders consistent with this Code as to the distribu¬ 
tion of business among the Metropolitan Magistrates and as to the allo¬ 
cation of business to an Additional Chief Metropolitan Magistrate. 

22. (7) In every district outside the Metropolitan areas, the State Gov¬ 
ernment may appoint as many persons as it thinks fit to be Executive 
Magistrates and shall appoint one of them to be the District Magistrate. 

(2) The State Government may appoint any Executive Magistrate to 
be an Additional District Magistrate, and such Magistrate shall have all 
or any of the powers of a District Magistrate under this Code or under 
any other law for the time being in force. 

(3) The State Government may place an Executive Magistrate in 
charge of a sub-division and may relieve him of the charge as occasion re¬ 
quires; and the Magistrate so placed in charge of a sub-division shall be 
called Sub-divisional Magistrate. 

(4) Nothing in this section shall preclude the State Government 
from conferring, under any law for the time being in force, on a Com¬ 
missioner of Police, all or any of the powers of an Executive Magistrate. 

23. (1) Subject to the control of the State Government, the District 
Magistrate may, from time to time, define the local limits of the areas 
within which the Executive Magistrates may exercise all or any of the 
powers with which they may be invested under this Code. 

(2) Except as otherwise provided by such definition, the jurisdiction 
and powers of every such Magistrate shall extend throughout the district. 

24. (1) All Executive Magistrates, other than the Additional District 
Magistrate, shall be subordinate to the District Magistrate, and every Exe¬ 
cutive Magistrate (other than the Sub-divisional Magistrate) exercising 
powers in a sub-division shall also be subordinate to the Sub-divisional 
Magistrate, subject, however, to the general control of the District Mag¬ 
istrate. 

(2) The District Magistrate may, from time to time, make rules or give 
special orders consistent with this Code as to the distribution of business 
among the Executive Magistrates subordinate to him and as to the allo¬ 
cation of business to an Additional District Magistrate. 
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25. (I) In virtue of their respective offices, Sessions Judges, Chief Justices 
Metropolitan Magistrates, Chief Judicial Magistrates and District Magis- 
trates are Justices of the Peace within and for the whole of the State in 
which they are serving. 

(2) The State Government may, by notification, appoint any person 
resident in the State, being a citizen of India, to be a Justice of the Peace 
within and for the local area specified in the notification. 

26. (1) For every district the State Government shall appoint a Public Public 
Prosecutor and may also appoint one or more Additional Public Prosecu- 

tors for the district. 

(2) The State Government shall not appoint a person as a Public Pro¬ 
secutor or an Additional Public Prosecutor unless— 

(i) such person has been recommended for such appointment by 
the District Magistrate of the district for which he is propos. d to be 
so appointed; 

(ii) the High Court has been consulted with regard to the 
appointment of such person. 

(3) A person shall only be eligible to be appointed a Public Prosecutor 
or an Additional Public Prosecutor under sub-section (I) if he has been 
for not less than seven years an advocate, 

(4) The Central Government or the State Government may appoint, 
for the purposes of any case or class of cases, an advocate of not less than 
ten years’ standing as a Special Public Prosecutor. 

27. (I) The State Government shall appoint in every district one or 
more Assistant Public Prosecutors for conducting prosecutions in the 
Courts of Magistrates. 

(2) No' police officer shall be eligible to be appointed as Assistant Pub¬ 
lic Prosecutor under sub-section (/). 

(3) Where no Assistant Public Prosecutor appointed under sub-section 
(1) is available for the purposes of any particular case, the District Magis¬ 
trate may appoint any other person to be the Assistant Public Prosecutor 
in charge of that case;

(a) if he has taken any part in the investigation into the offence

CHAPTER III 

PowEH OF Courts and offices 

28. Subject to the other provisions of this Code,— Courtts by

(a) any offence under the Indian Penal Code may be tried by offences 
the High Court or by the Court of Session or by any other Court 

by which such offence is shown in the First Schedule to be triable; 

(b) any offence under any other law shall, when any Court is 
mentioned in this behalf in such law, be tried bv such Court and when

29. Any offence not punishable with death or imprisonment for life,

of the Reformatory Schools Act, 1897, or under other similar law provid- a of 1897. 
ing for the custody, trial or punishment of youthful offenders. 

30. (1) A High Court may pass any sentence authorised by law. 

(2) A Sessions Judge or Additional Sessions Judge may pass any 
sentence authorised by law; but any sentence of death passed by any such 
Judge shall be subject to confirmation by the High Court. 

(3) An Assistant Sessions Judge may pass any sentence authorised 
by law except a sentence of death or of Imprisonment for life or of im¬ 
prisonment for a term exceeding ten years. 

31. (1) The Court of a Chief Judicial Magistrate may pass any sentence 
authorised by law except a sentence of death or of imprisonment for life 
or of imprisonment for a term exceeding seven years. 

(2) The Court of a Magistrate of the first class may pass a sentence 
of imprisonment for a term not exceeding three years, including such 
solitary confinement as is authorised by law, or of fine not exceeding five 
thousand rupees, or of both. 

(3) The Court of a Magistrate of the second class may pass a sentence 
of imprisonment for a term not exceeding one year, including such soli¬ 
tary confinement as is authorised by law, or of fine not exceeding one 
thousand rupees, or of both. 

32. (I) The Court of a Magistrate may award such term of imprison- 
nent in default of payment of fine as is authorised by law: 

Provided that the term— 

(a) is not in excess of the powers of the Court of Magistrate 
under section 31; 

(b) shall not, where imprisonment has been awarded as part of 
the substantive sentence, exceed one-fourth of the term of imprison¬ 
ment which the Court of the Masdstrate is competent to inflict as 
punishment for the offence otherwise than as imprisonment in default 
of payment of the fine. 

(2) The imprisonment awarded under this section may be in addition 
to a substantive sentence of imprisonment for the maximum term award- 
able by the Court of the Magistrate under section 31. 

33. (1) When a person is convicted at one trial of two or more offences, 
the Court may, subject to the provisions of section 71 of the Indian Penal 

Code, sentence him for such offences, to the several punishments pres- 45 of 1860.

ments when consisting of imprisonment to commence the one after fhe 
expiration of the other in such order as the Court may direct, unless the 
Court directs that such punishments shall run concurrently.

(5) Subject to such rules as may be made by the State Government, 
a Justice of the Peace for local area may, when so requested in writing 
by a police officer investigating an offence committed within that area, 
record any statement made by a person in respect of whom an offence 
affecting the human body is believed to have been committed, being a 
statement relating to the circumstances of the offence or of the transac¬ 
tion which resulted in the offence and every such statement shall be re¬ 
corded in the manner hereinafter prescribed for recording the evidence of 
a witneis in the trial of a warrant-case. 


(6) A Justice of the Peace for any local area, not being a legal prac¬ 
titioner, may, in accordance with such rules as may be made by the State 
Government— 


(a) issue a certificate as to the identity of any person residing 
'thin such area, or 

(b) verify any document brought before him by any such pei- 
son, or 

(c) attest any such document required by or under any law foi 
the time being in force to be attested by a Magistrate, 

and until the contrary is proved, any certificate so issued shall be pre¬ 
sumed to be correct, any document so verified shall be deemed to be duly 
verified, and any document so attested shall be deemed to have been 
duly attested by a Magistrate,

Power of Courts and offices 

28. Subject to the other provisions of this Code, — Courtts by 

which 

(a) any offence under the Indian Penal Code may be tried by offences 
the High Court or by the Court of Session or by any other Court 
by which such offence is shown in the First Schedule to be triable; 


(b) any offence under any other law shall, when any Court is 
mentioned in this behalf in such law. be tried bv such Court and when 
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no Court is so mentioned it may be tried by the High Court or by any 
Court by which such offence is shown in the First Schedule to be 
triable. 

29. Any offence not punishable with death or imprisonment for life, 
committed by any person who at the date when he appears or is brought 
before the Court is under the age of fifteen years, may be tried by the 
Court of a Chief Judicial Magistrate, or by the Court of any Magistrate 
of the first class specially empowered under sub-section ( 2 ) of section 8 

of the Reformatory Schools Act, 1897, or under other similar law provid- g gf 1097 . 
Ing for the custody, trial or punishment of youthful offenders. 

30. (1) A High Court may pass any sentence authorised by law. 

(2) A Sessions Judge or Additional Sessions Judge may pass any 
sentence authorised by law; but any sentence of death passed by any such 
Judge shall be subject to confirmation by the High Court. 

(3) An Assistant Sessions Judge may pass any sentence authorised 
by law except a sentence of death or of imprisonment for life or of Im¬ 
prisonment for a term exceeding ten years. 

31. ( 1 ) The Court of a Chief Judicial Magistrate may pass any sentence 
authorised by law except a sentence of death or of imprisonment for life 
or of imprisonment for a term exceeding seven years. 

( 2 ) The Court of a Magistrate of the first class may pass a sentence 
of imprisonment for a term not exceeding three years, including such 
solitary confinement as is authorised by law, or of fine not exceeding five 
thousand rupees, or of both.

(b) in tile prevention or suppress-on of a breach of the peace; or 

(c) in the prevention oi any injury attempted to be committed 
to any railway, canal, telegraph or public property. 

41. When a warrant is directed to a person other than a police officer, 
any other person may aid in the execution of such warrant, if the person 
to whom the warrant is directed be near at hand and acting in the execu¬ 
tion of the warrant. 
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42. {1) (a) Every person, aware of the commission of, or of the intention Public 
of any other person to commit, any oflence punishable under any of the 
following sections of the Indian Penal Code, namely, 121, 121A, 122, 123, 

124, 124A, 125, 126, 130, 143, 144, 145, 147, 148, 161 to 165A (both inclusive); certain 
302, 303, 304, 382, 392 to 399 (both inclusive!, 402, 431 to 439 (both inclu- offences, 
sive), 449, 450 and 456 to 460 (both inclusive) shall, in the absence of rea¬ 
sonable excuse, the burden of proving which shall lie upon the person so 
aware, forthwith give information to the nearest Magistrate or poUce offi¬ 
cer of such commission or intention.

43. (1) Every membei of a village panchayat, other than a judicial

(b) the resort to any place within, or the passage through, such 
village of any person whom he knows, or reasonably suspects to be 
a thug, robber, escaped convict or proclaimed offender; 
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(c) the commission of, or intention to commit, in or near such 

village any non-bailable offence or any offence punishable under sec¬ 
tion 143, 144, 145, 147, or 148 of the Indian Penal Code; 45 of laeo, 

(d) the occurrence m or near such village of any sudden or un¬ 
natural death or of any death under suspicious circumstances or the 
discovery in or near such village of any corpse or part of a corpse, 
in circumstances which lead to a reasonable suspicion that such a death 
has occurred or the disappearance from such village of any person in 
circumstances wiiich lead to a reasonable suspicion that a non-bail- 
able offence has been committed in respect of such person; 

(e) the commission of, or intention to commit, at any place out 
of India near such village any act which, if committed in India, would 
be an offence punishable under any of the following sections of the 

Indian Penal Code, namely, 231 to 238 (both inclusive), 302, 304, 382, 450 !i860. 
392 to 399 (both inclusive), 402, 435, 436, 449, 460, 457 to 460 (both 
inclusive), 489A. 489B, 489C and 489D; 

(/) any matter likely to affect the maintenance of order or the 
prevention of crime or the safety of person or property respecting 
which the District Magistrate, by general or special order made with 
ihe previous sanction of the State Government, has directed him to 
communicate information. 

(2) In this section,— 

(i) “village” includes village-lands; 

(ii) the expression “proclaimed offender” includes any person 
proclaimed as an offender by any Court or authority in Jammu and 
Kashmir, Nagaland or the Tribal Areas of Assam in respect of any 
act which if committed in the territories to which this Code extends, 
would be punishable under any of the following sections of the Indian 

Penal Code, namely, 302, 304, 382, 392 to 399 (both inclusive), 402, 45oli860. 
435, 436, 450, 457 to 460 (both inclusive) and 499. 

(3) Subject to rules in this behalf to he made by the State Govern¬ 
ment, the District Magistrate or Sub-divisional Magistrate may, from time 
to time, appoint one or more persons with his or their consent to perform 
the duties of a village headman under this section whether a village head¬ 
man has or has not been appointed for that village under any other law, 

CHAPTER V 

Arrest of persons 

44. (1) Any police ohicer may, without an order from a Magistrate 
and without a warrant, arrest any person— 

(a) who has been concerned in any cognizable offence, or against 
whom a reasonable complaint has been made, or credible Information 
has been received, or a reasonable suspicion exists, of his having been 
so concerned; or 

(b) who has in his possession without lawful excuse, the burden 
of proving which excuse shall lie on such person, any implement of 
house-breaking; or 

(c) who has been proclaimed as an offender either under this 
Code or by order of the State Government; or 

(d) in whose possession anything is found which may reasonably 
be suspected to be stolen property and who may reasonably be sus¬ 
pected of having committed an offence with reference to such thing; 
or 
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(e) who obstructs a police officer while in the execution of his 
duty, or who has escaped, or attempts to escape, from lawful custody; 
or 


(/) who is reasonably suspected of being a deserter from the 
Indian Army, Navy or Air Force; or 

(g) who has been concerned in, or against whom a reasonable 
complaint has been made, or credible information has been received, 
or a reasonable suspicion exists, of his having been concerned in, any 
act committed at any place out of India which, if committed in India, 
would have been punishable as an offence, and for which he is, under 
any law relating to extradition, or otherwise, liable to be appre¬ 
hended or detained in custody in India; or 

(h) who, being a released convict, commits a breach of any rule 
made under sub-section (5) of section 364; or 

(i) for whose arrest any requi'^ition, whether written or oral, has 
been received from another police officer, provided that the requisi¬ 
tion specified the person to be arrested and the offence or other cause 
for which the arrest is to be made and it appears therefrom that the 
person might lawfully be arrested without a warrant by the officer 
who issued the requisition. 

(2) Any officer in charge of a police station may, in like manner, 
a 1 rest or cause to be arrested any person,— 

(a) who, within the limits of such station, is found taking pre¬ 
cautions to conceal his presence, under circumstances which afford 
reason to believe that he is taking such precautions with a view to 
committing a cognizable offence; or 

(b) who, within the limits of such station, has no ostensible 
means of subsistence, or who cannot give a satisfactory account of 
himself; or 

(c) who, is by repute, an habitual robber, house-breaker or thief, 
or an habitual receiver of stolen property knowing it to be stolen, or 
who, by repute, habitually commits extortion or in order to the com¬ 
mitting of extortion habitually puts or attempts to put persons in 
fear of injury, 

45. (1) When any person who in the presence of a police officer has 
committed or has been accused of commiting a non-cognizable offence 
refuses, on demand of such officer, to give his name and residence or 
gives a name or residence which such officer has reason to believe to be 
false", he may be arrested by such officer in order that his name or resi¬ 
dence may be ascertained. 


(2) When the true name and residence of such person have been as¬ 
certained, he shall be released on his executing a bond, with or ,without 
suretie.s. to appear before a Magistrate if so required'. 


Provided that, if such person is not resident in India, the bond shall 
be secured by a surety or sureties resident in India, 
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(3) Should the true name and residence of such person not be ascer¬ 
tained within twenty-four hours from the time of arrest or should he 
fail to execute the bond, or, if so required, to furnish sufficient sureties, 
he shall forthwith be forwarded to the nearest Magistrate having juris¬ 
diction. 

46. (1) Any private person may arrest or cause to be arrested any per¬ 
son who in his presence commits a non-baiiable and cognizable offence, 
or any proclaimed offender, and, without unnecessary delay, shall make 
over or cause to be made over any person so arrested to a police officer, 
or, in the absence of a police officer, take such person or cause him to be 
taken in custody to the nearest police station. 

(2) If there is reason to believe that such person comes under the pro¬ 
visions of section 44, a police officer shall re-arrest him. 

(3) If there is reason to believe that he has committed a non-cogniz- 
able offence, and he refuses on the demand of a police officer to give his 
name and residence, or gives a name or residence which such officer has 
reason to believe to be false, he shall be dealt with under the provisions 
of section 45; but if there is no sufficient reason to believe that he has 
committed any offence, he shall be at once released. 

47. (1) When any offence is committed in the presence of a Magis¬ 
trate within his local jurisdiction, he may himself arrest or order any 
person to arrest the offender, and may thereupon, subject to the provi¬ 
sions herein contained as to bail, commit the offender to custody. 

(2) Any Magistrate may at any time arrest or direct the arrest, in 
his presence, within his local jurisdiction, of any person for whose arrest 
he is competent at the time and in the circumstances to Issue a warrant- 

48. (1) In making an arrest the police officer or other person making 
the same shall actually touch or confine the body of the person to be 
arrested, unless there be a submission to the custody by word or action. 

(2) If fiUch person forcibly resists the endeavour to arrest him, or 
attempts to evade the arrest, such police officer or other person may 
use all means necessary to effect the arrest. 

(3) Nothfng in this section gives a right to cause the death of a per¬ 
son who is not accused of an offence punishable with death or with im¬ 
prisonment for life. 

49. (I) If any person acting under a warrant of arrest, or any police 
officer having authority to arrest, has reason to believe that the person 
to be arrested has entered into, or fs within, any place, any person re¬ 
siding in, or being in charge of, such place shall, on demand of such per¬ 
son acting as aforesaid or such police officer, allow him free ingress 
thereto, and afford all reasonable facilities for a search therein. 

(2) If ingress to such place cannot be obtained under sub-section (1), 
It shall be lawful in any case for a person acting under a warrant and in 
any case in which a warrant may issue, but cannot be obtained without 
affording the person to be arrested an opportunity of escape, for a police 
officer to enter such place and search therein, and in order to effect an 
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enirance into such place, to oreak open any outer or inner door or win¬ 
dow of any house or pl^ce, whether that of the person to be arrested or 
of any other person, if after notification of his authority and purpose, 
and demand of admittance duly made, he cannot otherwise obtain ad¬ 
mittance: 

Pi'ovided that, if any such place is an apartment in the actual occu- 
tiancj' of a female (not being the person to be arrested) who, according 
to custom, does not appear in public, such person or police officer shall, 
before entering such apartment, give notice to such female that she is 
at liberty to withdraw and shall ajlford her every reasonable facility for 
withdrawing, and may then break open the apartmant and enter it. 

(i) Any police officer or other person authorised to make an arrest 
may break open any outer or inner door or window of any house or place 
in order to liberate himself or any other person who, having lawfully 
entered for the purpose of making an arrest, is detained therein. 

50. A police officer may, for the purpose of arresting without warrant 
any person whom he is authorised to arrest under this Chapter, pursue 
such person into any place in India. 


51. The person arrested shall not be subjected to more restraint than 
is necessary to prevent his escape, 

52. (1) Every police officer or other person arresting any person with¬ 
out warrant shall communicate to him full particulars of the offence for 
which he is arrested or other grounds for such arrest 

(2) Where a police officer arrests without warrant any person other 
than a person accused of a non-bailable offence, he shall inform the per,- 
son arrested that he is entitled to be released on bail and that he may 
arrange for sureties to offer bail on his behalf. 

53. (1) Whenever a person is arrested by a police officer under a war¬ 
rant which does not provide for the taking of bail, or under a warrant 
which provides for the taking of bail but the person arrested cannot fur¬ 
nish bail, and 

whenever a person is arrested without warrant, or by a private person 
under a warrant, and cannot legally be admitted to bail, or is unable to 
furnish bail, 

the officer making the arrest or, when the arrest is made by a private 
person, the police officer to whom he makes over the person arrested, 
may search such person, and place in safe custody all articles, other 
than necessary wearing-apparel, found upon him, 

(2) Whenever it is necessary to cause a female to be searched, the 
search shall be made by another female with strict regard to decency. 

54 . The officer or other person making any arrest under this Code 
may take from the person arrested any offensive weapons which he hau 
about his person, and shall deliver all weapons so taken to the Court 
or officer before which or whom the officer or person making the arrest 
is required by this Code to produce the person arrested. 
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55. (I) When a person is arrested on a charge of committing an off¬ 
ence oi such a nature and alleged to have been committed under such 
circumstances that there are reasonable grounds for believing that an 
examination of his person will afford evidence as to the commission of 
the offence, it shall be lawful for a registered medical practitioner, act¬ 
ing at the request of a police officer not below the rank of sub-inspector, 
and for any person acting in good faith in his aid and under his direc¬ 
tion, to make such an examination of the person arrested as is reason¬ 
ably necessary in order to ascertain the facts which may afford such 
evidence, and to use such force as is reasonably necessary for that pur¬ 
pose. 

(2) Whenever the person of a female is to be examined under this 
section, the examination shall be made only by, or under the supervision 
of, a female registered medical practitioner. 

Explanation .—In this section, “registered medical practitioner” means 
a medical practitioner who possesses any recognized medical qualifica¬ 
tion as defined in clause (h) of section 2 of the Indian Medical Council 

Act, 1956, and whose name has been entered in a State Medical Register. 102 of 

1958. 

56. (1) When any officer in charge of a police station or any pohce 
officer making an investigation under Chapter XII requires any officer 
subordinate to him to arrest without a warrant (otherwise than in his 
prej!"^nce) any person who may lawfully be arrested without a warrant, 
he shall deliver to the officer required to make the arrest an order in 
writing, specifying the person to be arrested and the offence or other 
cause for which the arrest is to be made and the officer so required shall, 
before making the arrest, notify to the person to be arrested the subs¬ 
tance of the order and, if so required by such person, shall show him the 
order. 

(2) Nothing in sub-section (I) shall affect the power of a police offi¬ 
cer to arrest a person under section 44. 

57. A police officer making an arrest without warrant shall, without 
tmnecessary delay and subject to the provisions herein contained as to 
bail, take or send the persrni arrested before a Magistrate having juris¬ 
diction in the case, or before the officer in charge of a police station. 


58. No police officer shall detain in custody a person arrested without 
warrant for a longer period than under all the circumstances of the case 
is reasonable, and such period shall not, in the absence of a special order 
of a Magistrate under section 170, exceed twenty-four hours exclusive 
of the time necessary for the journey from the place of arrest to the 
Magistrate’s Court. 

59, Officers in charge of police stations shall report to the District 
Magistrate, or, if he so directs, to the Sub-divisional Magistrate, the 
cases of all persons arrested without warrant, within the limits of their 
respective stations, whether such persons have been admitted to bail or 
otherwise. 
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60. No person who has been arrested by a police officer shall be dis¬ 
charged except on his own bond, or on bail, or under the special order 
of a Magistrate. 

61. (i) If a person in lawful custody escapes or is rescued, the person 
from whose custody he escaped or was rescued may immediately punsue 
and arrest him in any place in India. 

(2) The provisions of section 49 shall apply to arrests under sub¬ 
section (I) although the person making any suoh arrest is not acting 
under a warrant and is not a police officer having authority to arrest. 

CHAPTER VI 

Processes to compel appearance 
A.— Summons 

62. Every summons issued by a Court under this Code shall be in 
writing, in duplicate, signed by the presiding officer of such Court (or 
m the case of a Bench of Magistrates, by any Member of such Bench), 
or by such other officer as the High Court may, from time to time, by 
rule direct, and shall bear "the seal of the Court. 

63. (1) Every summons shall be served by a police officer, or subject 
to such rules as the State Government may make in this behalf, by 
an officer of the Court issuing it or other public servant. 

(2) The summons shall, if practicable, be served personally on the 
person summoned, by delivering or tendering to him one of the dupli¬ 
cates of the summons. 

(3) Every person on whom a summons is so served shall, if so requir¬ 
ed by the serving officer, sign a receipt therefor on the back of the other 
duplicate. 

64. Service of a summons on a corporation may be effected by serving 
it on the secretary, local manager or other principal officer of the corpo¬ 
ration, or by letter sent by registered post, addressed to the chief officer 
of the corporation in India, in which case the service shall be deemed to 
have been effected when the letter would arrive in ordinary course of 
post. 

Eocplanation. —In this section “corporation” means an incorporated 
company or other body corporate and includes a society registered under 
the Societies Registration Act, 1860. 

65. Where the person summoned cannot by the exercise of due dili¬ 
gence be found, the summons may be served by leaving one of the dup¬ 
licates for him with some adult male member of his family residing with 
him, and the person with whom the summons is so left shall, if so re¬ 
quired by the serving officer, sign a receipt therefor on the back of the 
other duplicate. 

Explanation.—A servant is not a member of the family within the 
meaning of this section. 

66. If service cannot by the exercise of due diligence be effected as 
Provided in section 63, section 64 or section 65, the serving officer shall 
affix one of the duplicates of the summons to some conspicuous part of 
the house or homestead in which the person summoned ordinarily re¬ 
sides; and thereupon the Court, after making such inquiries as it thinks 
fit, may either declare that the summons has been duly served or order 
fresh service In such manner as it considers proper. 
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67. (1) Where the person summoned is in the active service of the 
Government or of a Railway Company, the Court issuing the summons 
shall ordinarily send it m duplicate to the head of the office in which 
such person is employed; and such head shall thereupon cause the sum¬ 
mons to be served in the manner provided by section 63, and shall return 
it to the Court under his signature with the endorsement required by 
that section. 

(2) Such signature shall be evidence of due service, 

68. When a Court desires that a summons issued by it shall be served 
at any place outside its local jurisdiction, it shall ordinarily send such 
summons in duplicate to a Magistrate witliin whose local jurisdiction the 
person summoned resides, or is, to be there served. 

69. (1) When a summons issued by a Court is served outside its local 
jurisdiction, and hi any case where the officer who has served a summons 
is not present at the hearing of the case, an affidavit, purporting to be 
made before a Magistrate, that such summons has been served, and a 
duplicate of the summons purporting to be endorsed (in the manner 
provided by section 63 or section 65) by the person to whom it was deli* 
vered or tendered or with whom it was left, shall be admissible in evi¬ 
dence, and the statements made therein shall be deemed to be correct 
unless and until the contrary is proved. 

(2) The affidavit mentioned in this section may be attached to the 
duplicate of the summons and returned to the Court. 

70. (I) Notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding sections 
of this Chapter, a Court issuing a summons to a witness may, in addition 
to and simultaneously with the issue of such summons, direct a copy of 
the summons to be served by registered post addressed to the witness 
at the place where he ordinarily resides or carries on business or per¬ 
sonally works for gain. 

(2) When an acknowledgment purporting to be signed by the witness 
or an endorsement purporting to be made by a postal employee that the 
witness refused to take delivery of the summons has been received, the 
Court issuing the summons may declare that the summons has been duly 
served. 


B .—Warrant of arrest 

71. (1) Every warrant of arrest issued by a Court under this Code 
shall be in writing, signed by the presiding officer (or in the case of a 
Bench of Magistrates, by any member of such Bench) and shall bear the 

seal ©f the Court. 

(2) Every such warrant shall remain in force until it Is cancelled by 
the Court which issued it, or until it is executed. 

72. (1) Any Court Issuing a warrant for the arrest of any person may 
in its discretion direct by endorsement on the warrant that, if such per¬ 
son executes a bond with sufficient sureties for his attendance before the 
Court at a specified time and thereafter until otherwise directed by the 
Court, the officer to whom the warrant is directed shall take such secu¬ 
rity and shall release such person from custody. 
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(2) The endorsement shall state— 

(a) the number of sureties; 

(b) the amount in which they and the person for whose arrest 
the warrant is issued, are to be respectively bound; 

(c) the time at.which he is to attend before the Court, 

(3) Whenever security is taken under this section the officer to whom 
the warrant is directed shall forward the bond to the Court. 

73. (1) A warrant of arrest shall ordinarily be directed to one or more 
police officers; but the Court issuing such a warrant may, if its imme¬ 
diate execution is necessary and no police officer is immediately avail¬ 
able, direct it to any other person or persons, and such person or persons 
which he is required by lav/ to produce such person. 

(2) When a warrant is directed to more officers or persons than one, 
it may be executed by all, or by any one or more of them. 

74. (1) The Chief Judicial Magistrate or a Judicial Magistrate of the 
first class may direct a warrant to any landholder, farmer or manager 
of land within his local jurisdiction for the arrest of any escaped convict, 
proclaimed offender or of any person who is accused of a non-bailable 
offence and is evading arrest. 

(2) Such landholder, farmer or manager shall acknowledge in writ¬ 
ing the receipt of the warrant, and shall execute it if the person for 
whose arrest it wa.s issued, is in, or enters on, his land or farm, or the 
land under his charge, 

(3) When the person against whom such warrant is issued is arrest¬ 
ed, he shall be made over with the warrant to the nearest police officer, 
who shall cause him to be taken before a Magistrate having jurisdic¬ 
tion In the case, unless security Is taken under section 72. 

75. A warrant directed to any police officer may also be executed by 
any other police officer whose name is endorsed upon the warrant by 
the officer to whom It is directed or endorsed. 

76. The police officer or other person executing a warrant of arrest 
shall notify the substance thereof to tb • person +o be arrested, and, if 
so required, shall show him the warrant 


77. The police officer or other person executing a warrant of arrest 
shall (subject to the provisions of section 72 as to security) without 
unnecessary delay bring the person arrested before the Court before 
which he is required by law to produce such person. 


7flL A warrant of arrest may be executed at any place in India. 
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79. When a warrant is to be executed outside the local jurisdiction 
of the Court Issuing it, such Court may, instead of directing the war¬ 
rant to a police ofQcer within Its jurisdiction, forward it by post or other¬ 
wise to any Magistrate or District Superintendent of Police or Commis¬ 
sioner of Police within the local limits of whose jurisdiction it is to be 
executed; and the Magistrate or District Superiri,tendent or Commissioner 
shall endorse his name thereon, and if practicable, cause it to be exe¬ 
cuted in the manner hereinbefore provided, 

80. (1) When a warrant directed to a police officer is to be executed 
beyond the local jurisdiction of the Court issuing the same, he shall 
ordinarily take it for endorsement either to a Magistrate or to a police 
officer not below the rank of an officer in charge of a police station, 
within the local limits whose jurisdiction the warrant is to be executed. 

(2) Such Magistrate or police officer shall endorse his name thereon 
and such endorsement shall be sufficient authority to the police officer 
to whom the warrant la directed to execute the same, and the local 
police shall, if so required, assist such officer in executing such warrant. 

(3) Whenever there Is reason to believe that the delay occasioned 
by obtaining the endorsement of the Magistrate or police officer within 
whose local jurisdiction the warrant is to be executed will prevent such 
execution, the police officer to whom it is directed may execute the same 
without such endorsement in any place beyond the local jurisdiction of 
the Court which issued it. 

81. When a warrant of arrest is executed outside the district in which 
it was issued, the person arrested shall, unless the Court which Issued 
the warrant is within thirty kilometres of the place of arrest or is nearer 
than the Magistrate or District Superintendent of Police or Commis¬ 
sioner of Police within the local limits of whose jurisdiction the arrest 
was made, or unless security is taken under section 72, be taken before 
such Magistrate or District Superintendent or Commissioner. 

82. (1) The Magistrate or District Superintendent of Police or Com¬ 
missioner of Police shall, if the person arrested appears to be the Person 
intended by the Court which issued the warrant, direct his removal in 
custody to such Court: 

Provided that, if the offence is bailable, and such person is ready and 
willing to give bail to the satisfaction of such Magistrate, District Sup¬ 
erintendent or Commissioner, or a direction has been endorsed under 
section 72 on the warrant and such person is ready and willing to give 
the security reoulred bv such direction, the Magistrate, District Super¬ 
intendent or Commissioner shall take such bail or security, as the case 
may be, and forward the bond to the Court which issued the warrant. 

(2) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to preyent a police officer 
from taking security under section 72. 

C .—Proclamation and attachment 

88. (1) If any Court has reason to believe (whether after taking evi¬ 
dence or notl that any person against whom a warrant has been issued 
by it has absconded or Is concealing himself so that such warrant cannot 
be executed, such Court may publish a written proclamation requiring 
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him to appear at a specified place and at a specified time not less than 
tliirty days from the date of publishing such proclamation. 

(3) The proclamation shall be published as follows;—- 

(i) (a) it shall be publicly read in some conspicuous place of 
the town or village in which such person ordinarily resides; 

(b) it shall be affixed to some conspicuous part of the house or 
homestead in which such person ordinarily resides or to some con¬ 
spicuous place of such town or village; 

(c) a copy thereof shall be affixed to some conspicuous part of 
the Court-house; 

(ii) the Court may also, if It thinks fit, direct a copy of the pro¬ 
clamation to be published In a daily newspaper circulating In the 
place in which such person ordinarily resides. 

(3) A statement in writing by the Court issuing the proclamation to 
the effect that the proclamation was duly published on a specified day, 
In the manner specified in clause (i) of sub-section (2), shall be con¬ 
clusive evidence that the requirements of this section have been com¬ 
plied with, and that the proclamation was published on such day. 

84. (1) The Court Issuing a proclamation under section 83 may at any 
time order the attachment of any property, movable or immovable, or 
both, belonging to the proclaimed person. 

(2) Such order shall authorise the attachment of any property belong¬ 
ing to such person within the district in which it is made; and it shall 
authorise the attachment of any property belonging to such person with¬ 
out such district when endorsed by the District Magistrate within whose 
district such property is situate. 

f.9) If the property ordered to be attached is a debt or other movable 
property, the attachment under this section shall be made— 

(a) by seizure; or 

(b) by the appointment of a receiver; or 

(c) by an order in writing prohibiting the delivery of such pro¬ 
perty to the proclaimed person or to any one on hi.s behalf; or 

(d) by all or any two of such methods, as the Court thinks fit. 

(4) If the property ordered to be attached is immovable, the attach¬ 
ment under this section shall, in the case of land paying revenue to the 
State Government, be made through the Collector of the district In 
which the land is situate, and in all other cases— 

(a) by taking possession; or 

(b) by the appointment of a receiver; or 

(c) by an order In writing prohibiting the payment of rent o 
delivery of property to the proclaimed person or to any one on his 
behalf; or 

(d) by all or any two of such methods, as the Court thinks fit. 
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(5) If the property ordered to be attached consists of live-stock or 
is of a perishable nature, the Court may, if it thinks it expedient, order 
immediate sale thereof, and in such case the proceeds of the sale shall 
abide " e order of the Court. 

(C' 'ihe powers, duties and liabilities of a receiver appointed under 
this section shall be the same as those of a receiver appointed under the 
Code of Civil Procedure, 1908. 

85. (?) If any claim is preferred to, or objection made to the attach¬ 
ment of, any property attached under section 84 within six months from 
the date of such attachment, by any person other than the proclaimed 
person, on the ground that the claimant or objector has an interest in 
such property, and that such interest is not liable to attachment under 
section 84, the claim or objection shall be inquired into, and may be 
allowed or disallowed in whole or in part; 

Provided that any claim preferred or objection made within the 
period allowed by this sub-section may, in the event of the death of the 
claimant or objector, be continued by his legal representative. 

(2) Claims or objections under sub-section (i) may be preferred or 
made in the Court by which the order of attachment is Issued, or, if the 
claim or objection is in respect of property attached under an order 
endorsed under sub-section (2) of section 84, in the Court of the Chief 
Judicial Magistrate. 

(3) Every such claim or objection shall be inquired into by the Court 
In which it is preferred or made: 

Provided that, if it Is preferred or made In the Court of a Chief Judi¬ 
cial Magistrate, he may make It over for disposal to any Magistrate 
subordinate to him. 

(4) Any person whose claim or objection has been disallowed In 
whole or ha part by an order under sub-section (i) may, within a period 
of one year from the date of such order, institute a suit to establish the 
right which he claims in respect of the property in dispute; but subject 
to the result of such suit, if any, the order shall bef conclusive. 

86. (/) If the proclaimed person appears within the time specified 
in the proclamation, the Court shall make an order releasing the pro¬ 
perty from the attachment. 

(2) If the proclaimed person does not appear within the time speci¬ 
fied in the proclamation, the property under attachment shall be at the 
disposal of the State Government; but It shall not be sold until the 
expiration of six months from the date of the attachment and until any 
claim preferred or objection made under section 85 has been disposed 
of under that section, unless it is subject to speedy and natural decay, 
or the Court considers that the sale would be for the benefit of the 
owner; in either of which cases the Court may cause it to be sold when¬ 
ever it thinks fit, 

(3) If, within two years from the date of the attachment, any person 
whose property is or has been at the disposal of the State Government, 
pnder sub-section (2), appears voluntarily or is apprehended and brought 
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before the Court by whose order the property was attached, or the Court 
to which such Court is subordinate, and proves to the satisfaction oi 
such Court that he did not abscond or conceal himselt for the purpose 
of avoiding execution of the warrant, and that he had not such notice 
of the proclamation as to enable him to attend within the time specified 
therein, such property, or, if the same has been sold, the net proceeds 
of the sale, or, if part only thereof has been sold, the net proceeds of 
the sale and the residue of the property, shall, after satisfying therefrom 
all costs incurred in consequence of the attachment, be delivered to him. 

D .—Other rules regarding processes 

87. A Court may, in any case in which it is empowered by this Code 
to issue a summons for the appearance of any person, issue, after record¬ 
ing its reasons in writing, a warrant for his arrest— 

(a) if, either before the issue of such summons, or after the 
issue of the same but before the time fixed for his appejirance, the 
Court sees reason to believe that he has absconded or will not obey 
the summons; or 

(b) if at such time he fails to appear and the summons is prov¬ 
ed to have been duly served in time to admit of his appearing in 
accordance therewith and no reasonable excuse is offered for such 
failure. 

88. When any person for whose appearance or arrest the officer presid¬ 
ing in any Court is empowered to issue a summons or warrant, is present 
in such Court, such officer may require such person to execute a bond, 
with or without sureties, for his appearance in such Court, or any other 
Court to which the case may be transferred for trial. 

89. When any person who is bound by any bond taken under this 
Code to appear before a Court, does not appear, the officer presiding in 
such Court may issue a warrant directing that such person be arrested 
and produced before him. 

90. The provisions contained in this Chapter relating to a summons 
and warrant, and their issue, service and execution, shall, so far as may 
be, apply to every summons and every warrant of arrest issued under 
this Code. 


CHAPTER VII 

Processes to compel the production of things 
A .—Summons to produce 

91. (I) Whenever any Court or any officer in charge of a policy 
station considers that the production of any document or other thing is 
necessary or desirable for the purposes of any investigation, inquiry, trial 
or othar proceeding under this Code by or before such Court or officer, 
such Court may Issue a summons, or sueh officer a written order, to the 
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person in whose possession or power such document or thing is believed 
to be, requiring him to attend and produce it, or to produce it, at the 
time and place stated in the summons or order. 

(2) Any person required under this section merely to produce a 
document or other thing shall be deemed to have compiled with the 
requisition if he causes such document or thing to be produced instead 
of attending personally to produce the same. 

(3) Nothing in this section shall be deemed— 

(a) to affect sections 123 and 124 of the Indian Evidence Act, 

1872, or the Bankers’ Books Evidence Act, 1891, or 

(b) to apply to a letter, postcard, telegram or other docu¬ 
ment or any parcel or thing in the custody of the postal or telegraph 

authority. 

92. (1) If any document, parcel or thing in the custody of a postal or 
telegraph authority is, in the opinion of the Chief Judicial Magistrate, 
Court of Session or High Court wanted for the purpose of any investi¬ 
gation, inquiry, trial or other proceeding under this Code, such Magis¬ 
trate or Court may require the postal or telegraph authority, as the 
case may be, to deliver the document, parcel or thing to such person as 
the Magistrate or Court directs. 

(2) If any such document, parcel or thing is, in the opinion of any 
other Magistrate, or of any Commissioner of Police or District Superin¬ 
tendent of Police, wanted foi any such purpose, he may require the postal 
or telegraph authority, as the case may be, to cause search to be made for 
and to detain such document, parcel or thing pending the order of a 
Chief Judicial Magistrate or Court under sub-section (1). 

B. — Search-V)arrant8 

93. (I) (a) Where any Court has reason to believe that a i^erson to 
whom a summons or order under section 91 or a requisition under sub¬ 
section (1) of section 92 has been, or might be, addressed, will not or 
would not produce the document or thing as required by such summons 
or requisition, or 

(b) where such document or thing is not known to the Court to be 
in the possession of any person, or 

(c) where the Court considers that the purposes of any inquiry, trial 
or other proceeding under this Code will be served by a general search 
or inspection, 

It may issue a search-warrant; and the person to whom such waitant 
is directed, may search or inspect in accordance therewith and the pro¬ 
visions hereuiafter contained. 

(2) The Court may, if it thinks fit, specify in the warrant the parti¬ 
cular place or part thereof to which only the search or inspection shall 
>-^xtciid; and the person chaiged with the execution of such warrant ahull 
then search or inspect only the place or part so specified. 

(3) Nothing contained in this section shall authorise any Magistrate 
other than a District Magistrate or Chief Judicial Magistrate to grant 
fl warrant to search for a document, parcel or other thing m the custody 
of the postal or telegraph authority.

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94. (7) If a District Magistrate, Sub-divisional Magistrate or Magis¬

(2) The objectionable articles to which this section applies are— 

(a) counterfeit coin;

Act, 1889, or brought into India in contravention of any notification 
for the time being in force under section 11 of the Customs Act, 
1962; 

(c) counterfeit stamps; 

(d) forged documents; 

(c) false seals; 

(/) obscene objects referred to in section 292 of the Indian 
Penal Code; 

in.struments or materdals used for the production of any of 
the articles mentioned above. 

95. (7) Where— 

(a) any newspaper, or book, or 

(b) any document, 

wherever printed, appears to the State Government to contain any 
seditious nr obscene matter or any matter whieh promotes or i.") intended 
Lo promote feelings of enmity or hatred between different claises of the 
cil.izens of India or which is deliberately and maliciously intended to 
uulragc tbi^ ifjl'gions^ feelings of any such cla rs by insulting tl o religion 
or the religious beliefs of that class, that is to say, any matter the pub- 
lication of which is punishable under .section 124A or section 153A or 
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section 292 or section 293 or section 295A of the Indian Penal Code, the 1®®®' 
State Government may, by notification, stating the grounds of its opinion, 
declare every copy of the issue of the newspaper containing such matter,

(3) No order passed or action taken under this section shall be called 
in question in any Court otherwise than in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of section 96. 
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96. (1) Any person having any interest in any newspaper, book or 
other document, in respect of which an order of forfeiture has been made 
under section 99, may, within two months from the date of such order, 
apply to the High Court to set aside such order on the ground that the 
issue of the newspaper, or the book or other document, in .respect of 
which the order was made, did not contain any such matter ai is refer* 
red to in sub-section (1) of section 95. 
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(2) Every such application shall, where the High Court consists of 
three or more Judges, be heard and determined by a Special Bench of 
the High Court compo.sed of three Judges and where the H.gh Court 
consists of less than three Judges, such Special Bench shall be composed 
of all the Judges of that High Court. 

(3) On the hearing of any such application with reference to any 
newspaper, any copy of such newspaper may be given in evidence in 
aid of the proof of the nature or tendency of the words, signs or visible 
representations contained in such newspaper, in respect of which the 
order of forfeiture was made. 

(4) The High Court shall, if it is not satisfied that the issue of the 
newspaper, or the book or other document, in respect of which the ap¬ 
plication has been made, contained any such matter as is refeired to in 
sub-section (I) of section 95, set aside the order of forfeiture. 

(5) Where there is a difference of opinion among the Judges form¬ 
ing the Special Bench, the decision shall be hi accordance with the 
opinion of the majority of those Judges. 

97. If any District Magistrate, Sub-divisional Magistrate or Magistrate 
of the first class has reason to believe that any person is confined imder 
such circi-imstances that the confinement amounts to an offence, he may 
i.ssLie 9 .'■.earch-warrant, and the person to whom such warrant is directed 
may search for the person so confined; and such search shall be made 
in accordance therewith, and the person, if found, shall be immediately 
taken before a Magistrate, who shall make such order as in the circum- 
■itanoes of the case seems proper. 
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98. Upon complaint made on oath of the abduction or unlawful deten¬ 
tion of a woman, or a female child under the age of eighteen years, for 
any unlawful purpose, a District Magistrate, Sub-divisional Magistrate 
( r Magistrate of the firrt class may make an order for the immediate 
restoration of such woman to her liberty, or of such female child to her 
husband, parent, guardian or other person having the lawful charge of 
such child, and. may compel compliance with such order, using such 
force as may be necessary. 

C .—General -provisions relating to searches 

99. The provisions of sections 41, 71, 73, 75, 78, 79, and 80 shall, so 
far as may be, apply to all search-warrants issued under section 93, 
section 94, section 95 or section 97. 

100. (f) Whenever any place liable to search or inspection under this 
Chapter is closed, any person residing in, or being in, charge of, such 
place, shall, on demand of the officer or other person executing the war¬ 
rant, and on production of the warrant, allow him free ingress thereto, 
and afford all reasonable facilities for a search therein. 

(2) If ingress into such place cannot be so obtained, the officer or 
other person executing the warrant may proceed in the manner provid¬ 
ed by sub-section (2) of section 49. 

(3) Where any person in or about such place is reasonably suspected 
of concealing about his person any article for which search should be 
made, such person may be searched and if such person is a woman, the 
search shall be made by another woman with strict regard to decency. 

101. (1) Before making a search under this Chapter, the officer or 
other person about to make it shall call upon two or more respectable 
inhabitants of the locality in which the place to be searched Is situate 
to attend and witness the search and may issue an order in writing to 
them or any of them so to do. 

(2) The search shall he made in their presence, and a list of all things 
seized in the course of such search and of the places in which they are 
respectively found shall be prepared by such officer or other person and 
signed by such witnesses; but no person witnessing a search under this 
section shall be required to attend the Court as a witness of the search 
unless specially summoned by It. 

(3) The occupant of the place searched, or some person in his behalf, 
shall, in every instance, be permitted to attend during the search, and 
a copy of the list prepared under this section, signed by the said wit¬ 
nesses, shall be delivered to such occupant or person. 

(4) When any person is searched under sub-section (3) of section 
100, a list of all things taken possession of shall he prepared, and a copy 
thereof shall be delivered to such person. 

(5) An> person who, without reasonable cause, refuses or neglects 
to attend and witness a search under this section, when called upon to 
do so by an order in writing delivered or tendered to him, shall be 
deemed to have committed an offence under section 187 of the Indian 

45 of 1860, Penal Code. 
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102. When, in the execution of a search-warrant at any place beyond 
the local juris'diction of the Court which issued the same, any of the 
things for which search is made, are found, such things, together with 
the list of the same prepared under the provisions hereinafter contained, 
shall be immediately taken before the Court issuing the warrant, unless 
such place is nearer to the Magistrate having jurisdiction therein than 
to such Court, in which case the list and things shall be immediately 
taken before such Magistrate; and, unless there be good cause to the 
contrary, such Magistrate shall make an order authorizing them to he 
taken to such Court. 

D .—Miscellaneous 

103. (1) Any police oiRcer may seize any property which may be 
alleged or suspected to have been stolen, or which may be found under 
circumstances which create suspicion of the commission of any offence. 

(2) Such police officer, if subordinate to the officer in charge of a 
police station, shall forthwith report the seizure to that officer. 

104. Any Magistrate may direct a search to be made in his presence 
of any place for the search of which he ig competent to issue a search- 
warrant. 


105. Any Court may, if it thinks fit, impound any document or thing 
produced before it under this Code. 


106. (?) Where a Court in the territories to which this Code extends 
(hereafter in this section referred to as the said territories) desires 

that— 


(a) a summons to an accused person, or 

(h) a warrant for the arrest of an accused person, or 

(c) a summons to any person requiring him to attend and pro¬ 
duce a document or other thing, or to produce it, or 

(d) a search-warrant, 


issued by it shall be served or executed at any place within the local 
jurisdiction of a Court in any State or area in India outside the said 
territories, it may send such summons or warrant in duplicate by post 
or otherwise, to the presiding officer of that Court fo be served or exe¬ 
cuted; and where any summons referred to in clause (ct) or clause (c) 
has been so served, the provisions of section 69 shall apply in relation to 
such summons as if the presiding officer of the Court to whom it is sent 
were a Magistrate in the said territories. 

(2) Where a Court in the said territories has received for service or 
execution— 

(a) a summons to an accused person, or 

(b) a warrant for the arrest of an accused person, or 
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(c) a summons to any person requiring him to attend and pro* 
duce a document or other thing or to produce it, or 

(d) a search-warrant, 

issued by a Court in any State or area in India outside the said terri¬ 
tories, it shall cause the same to be served or executed as if it were a 
summons or warrant received by it from another Court in the said ter¬ 
ritories for service or execution within its local jurisdiction; and where— 

(i) a warrant of arrest has been executed, the person arrested 
shall, so far as possible, be dealt with in accordance with the pro¬ 
cedure prescribed by sections 81 and 82, 

(ii) a search-warrant has been executed, the things found In 
the search shall, so far as possible, be dealt with in accordance with 
the procedure prescribed by section 102. 


CHAPTER VIII 


Secubity for keeping the peace and for good behaviour 


107. (I) When a Court of Session or the Court of a Magistrate of the 
first class convicts a person of any of the offences specified in sub-section 

(2) or of abetting any such offence and is of opinion that it is necessary 
to take security from such person for keeping the peace, the Court may, 
at the time of passing sentence on such person, order him to execute 
a bond, with or without sureties, for keeping the peace ior such period, 
not exceeding three years, as it thinks fit. 
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(2) The offences referred to in sub-section (1) are- 

fa) any offence punishable under Chapter VIII of the Indian 
Penal Code, other than an offence punishable under section 153A or 
section 154 thereof; 


(b) any offence which consists of, or includes, assault or using 
criminal force or committing mischief; 

(c) any offence of criminal intimidation; 

(d) any other offence which caused, or was intended or known 
to be likely to cause, a breach of the peace. 

(3) If the conviction is set aside on appeal or otherwise, the bond 
so executed shall become void. 


(4) An order under this section may also be made by an Appellate 
Court or by the High Court when exercising its powers of revision. 


108. (1) When an Executive Magistrate receives Information that Security 
any person is likely to commit a breach of the peace or disturb the pub- for 
lie tranquihty or to do any wrongful act that may probably occasion 
a breach of the peace or disturb the public tranquillity and is of opinion other 
that there is sufficient ground for proceeding, he may, in the manner cases, 
hereinafter provided, require such person to show cause why he should 
not be ordered to execute a bond, with or without sureties, for keeping 
the peace for such period, not exceeding one year, as the Magistrate 
thinks fit. 
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(2) Proceedings under this section may be taken before any Execu¬ 
tive Magistrate when either the place where the breach of the peace 
or disturbance is apprehended is within his local jurisdiction or there is 
within such jurisdiction a person who is likely to commit a breach of 
the peace or disturb the public tranquillity or to do any wrongful act as 
aforesaid beyond such jurisdiction. 

109. (i) When a Magistrate of the first class receives information 
that there is within his local jurisdiction any person who, within or 
without such jurisdiction, 

(i) either orally or in writing or in any other manner, inten¬ 
tionally disseminates or attempts to disseminate or abets the dis¬ 
semination of,— 

(a) any matter the publication of which is punishable under 
section 124A. or section 153A or section 295A of the Indian Penal 
Code, or 

(b) any matter concerning a Judge which amounts to crimi¬ 
nal intimidation or defamation under the Indian Penal Code, 46 of 1 B 60 . 

(ii) makes, produces, publishes or keeps for sale, imports, ex¬ 
ports, conveys, sells, lets to hire, distributes, publicly exhibits or in 
any other manner puts into circulation any obscene matter such as 

is referred to in section 292 of the Indian Penal Code, 46 of 1860. 

and the Magistrate is of opinion that there is sufficient ground for pro¬ 
ceeding, the Magistrate may, in the manner hereinafter provided, require 
such person to show cause why he should not be ordered to execute a 
bond, with or without sureties, for his good behaviour for such iwriod, 
not exceeding one year, aa the Magistrate thinks fit. 

(2) No proceedings shall be taken under this section against the 
editor, proprietor, printer or publisher of any publication registered 
under, and edited, printed and published In conformity with, the rules 
laid down in the Press and Registration of Books Act, 1867, with refer- 25 of 1867. 
ence to any matter contained in such pubheation except by the order 
or rmder the authority of the State Government or some officer em¬ 
powered by the State Government in this behalf. 

110. When a Magistrate of the first class receives information— 

(a) that there is within his local jurisdiction a person taking 
precautions to conceal his presence and that there is reason to believe 
that he is doing so with a view to committing an offence, or 

(b) that there is within his local jurisdiction a person who has 
no ostensible means of subsistence or cannot g^ve a satisfactory 
account of himself, 

the Magistrate may, in the manner hereinafter provided, require Buch 
person to show cause why he should not be ordered to execute a bond, 
with sureties, for his good behaviour for such period, not exceeding one 
year, as the Magistrate thinks fit. 

111. When a Magistrate of the first class receives Information that 
there is within his local jurisdiction a person who— 

(a) is by habit a robber, house-breaker, thief, or forger, or 
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(b) Is by habit a receiver of stolen property knowing the same 
to have been stolen, or 

(c) habitually protects or harbours thieves, or aids in the con¬ 
cealment or disposal of stolen property, or 

(d) habitually commits, or attempts to commit, or abets the 
commission of, the offence of kidnapping, abduction, extortion, cheat¬ 
ing or mischief, or any offence punishable under Chapter XII of the 
Indian Penal Code, or under section 489A, section 489B, section 
489C or section 489D of that Code, or 

(e) habitually commits, or attempts to commit, OT abets the 
commission of, offences, involving a breach of the peace, or 

(/) is so desperate and dangerous as to render his being at 
large without security hazardous to the community, 

such Magistrate may, in the manner hereinafter provided, require such 
person to show cause why he should not be ordered to execute a bond, 
with sureties, for his good behaviour for such period, not exceeding 
three years, as the Magistrate thinks fit. 

112 . When a Magistrate acting under section 108, section 109, section 
110 or section 111 deems it necessary to require any person to show 
cause under such section, he shall make an order in writing, setting 
forth the substance of the information received, the amount of the bond 
to be executed, the term for which it is to be in force, and the number, 
character and class of sureties (if any) required. 

113 . If the person in respect of whom such order is made is present 
in Court, it shall be read over to him or, if he so desires, the substance 
thereof shall be explained to him. 

114 . If such person is not present in Court, the Magistrate shall issue 
a summons requiring him to appear, or, when such person is in custody, 
a warrant directing the officer in whose custody hei is, to bring him 
before the Court: 

Provided that whenever it appears to such Magistrate, upon the 
report of a police officer or upon other information (the substance of 
which report or information shall be recorded by the Magistrate), that 
there is reason to fear the commission of a breach of the peace, and that 
such breach of the peace cannot be prevented otherwise than by the 
immediate arrest of such person, the Magistrate may at any time issue 
a warrant for his arrest. 

115 . Eveiy summons or warrant issued under section 114 shall be 
accompanied by a copy of the order made under section 112, and such 
copy shall be delivered by the officer serving or executing such summons 
or warrant to the person served with, or arrested under, the same. 


116 . The Magistrate may, if he sees sufficient cause, dispense with 
the personal attendance of any person called upon to show cause why 
he should not be ordered to execute a bond for keeping the peace, and 
may permit him to appear by a pleader. 
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117. (I) When an order under section 112 has been read or explained 
under section 113 to a person present in Court, or when any person 
appears or is brought before a Magistrate in compliance with, or in execu¬ 
tion of, a summons or warrant, issued under section 114, the Magistrate 
shall proceed to inquire into the truth of the information upon which 
action has been taken, and to take such further evidence as may appear 
necessary. 

(2) Such inquiry shall be made, as nearly as may be practicable, hi 
the manner hereinafter prescribed for conducting trials and recording 
evidence in summons cases. 

(3) Pending the completion of the inquiry under sub-section (I) 
the Magistrate, if he considers that immediate measures are necessary 
for the prevention of a breach of the peace or disturbance of the public 
tranquillity or the commission of any offence or for the public safety, 
may, for reasons to be recorded in writing, direct the person in respect 
of whom the order under section 112. has been made to execute a bond, 
with or without sureties, for keeping the peace or maintaining good 
behaviour until the conclusion of the inquiry, and may detain him in 
custody until such bond is executed or, in default of execution, until the 
inquiry is concluded; 

Provided that— 

(a) no person against whom proceedings are not being taken 
under section 109, section 110, or section 111 shall be directed to 
execute a bond for maintaining good behaviour; 

(b) the conditions of such bond, whether as to the amount 
thereof or as to the provision of sureties or the number thereof or 
the pecuniary extent of their liability, shall not be more onerous 
than those specified in the order under section 112. 

(4) For the purposes of this section the fact that a person is an habi¬ 
tual offender or is so desperate and dangerous as to render his being at 
large without security hazardous to the community may be proved by 
evidence of general repute or otherwise. 

(5) Where two or more persons have been associated together in the 
matter under inquiry, they may be dealt with in the same or separate 
Inquiries as the Magistrate shall think just. 

118. (I) If, upon such inquiry, it is proved that it is necessary for 
keeping the peace or rpaintaining good behaviour, as the case may be, 
that the person in respect of whom the inquiry is made should execute 
a bond, with or without sureties, the Magistrate shall make an order 
accordingly: 

Provided that— 

(a) no person shall be ordered to give security of a nature dif¬ 
ferent from, or of an amount larger than, or for a period longer 
than, that specified in the ordet made under section 112; 

(b) the amount of every bond shall be fixed with due regard 
to the circumstances of the case and shall not be excessive; 
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(c) when the person in respect of whom the Inquiry is made 

is a minor, the bond shall be executed only by his sureties. 

(2) Every order made under this section shall contain the point or 
points for determination, the decision thereon and reasons for the 
decision. 

119. If, on an inquiry under section 117, it is not proved that It is 
necessary for keeping the peace or maintaining good behaviour, as the 
case may he, that the person in respect of whom the inquiry is made, 
should execute a bond, the Magistrate shall make an entry on the record 
to that effect, and if such person is in custody only for the purposes of 
the inquiry, shall release him, or, if such person is not in custody, shall 
discharge him. 

120. (1) If any person, in respect of whom an order requiring security 
is made under section 107 or section 118, is, at the time such order is 
made, sentenced to, or undergoing a sentence of, imprisonment, the 
period for which such security is required shall commence on the ex¬ 
piration of such sentence. 

(2) In other cases such period shall commence on the date of such 
order unless the Magistrate, for sufficient reason, fixes a later date. 

121. The bond to be executed by any such person shall bind him to 
keep the peace or to be of good behaviour, as the case may be, and in the 
latter case the commission or attempt to commit, or the abetment 
of, any offence puniishable with imprisonment, wherever It may be com¬ 
mitted, is a breach of the bond. 

122. (1) A Magistrate may refuse to accept any surety offered, or 
may reject any surety previously accepted by him or his predecessor, 
under this Chapter on the ground that such surety is an unfit person for 
the purposes of the bond: 

Provided that, before so refusing to accept or rejecting any such 
surety, he shall either himself hold an inquiry on oath into the fitness 
of the surety, or cause such Inquiry to be held and a report to be made 
thereon by a Magistrate subordinate to him. 

(2) Such Magistrate shall, before holding the inquiry, give reasonable 
notice to the surety and to the person by whom the surety was offered 
and shall, in making the inquiry, record the substance of the evidence 
adduced before him. 

(3) If the Magistrate is satisfied, after considering the evidence so 
adduced either before him or before a Magistrate deputed under sub¬ 
section (/), and the report of such Magistrate (if any), that the surety 
is an unfit person for the purposes of the bond, he shall make an order 
refusing to accept or rejecting, as the case may be, such surety and 
recording his reasons for so doing: 

Provided that, before making an order rejecting any surety who has 
previously been accepted, the Magistrate shall issue his summons or 
warrant, as he thinks fit, and cause the person for whom the surety is 
bound to appear or to be brought before him. 
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123, (f) If any person ordered to give security under section 107 or 
section 118 does not give such security on or before the date on which 
the period for which such security is to be given commences, he shall, 
except in the case next hereinafter mentioned, be committed to prison, 
or, if he is already in prison, be detained in prison until such period 
expires or until within such period he gives the security to the Court 
or Magistrate who made the order requiring it. 

(2) When such person has been ordered by a Magistrate to give 
security for a period exceeding one year, such Magistrate shall, if such 
person does not give such security as aforesaid, issue a warrant directing 
him to be detained in prison pending the orders of the Sessions Judge 
or, if such Magistrate is a Metropolitan Magistrate, pending the orders 
of the High Court; and the proceedings shall be laid, as soon as con¬ 
veniently may be, before such Court. 

(3) Such Court, after examihing such proceedings and requiring 
from the Magistrate any further information or evidence which it thinks 
necessary, may pass such order on the case as it thinks fit: 

Provided that the period (if any) for which any person is imprison¬ 
ed for failure to give security shall not exceed three years. 

(4) If security has been required in the course of the same pro¬ 
ceedings from two or more persons in respect of any one of whom the 
proceedings are referred to the Sessions Judge or the High Court under 
sub-section (2), such reference shall also include the case of any other 
of such persons who has been ordered to give security, and the provisions 
of sub-section (2) and (3) shall, in that event, apply to the case of such 
other person also, except that the period (if any) for which he may be 
imprisoned, shall not exceed the Period foT which he was ordered to 
give securitjs* 

(5) A Sessions Judge may in his discretion transfer any proceedings 
laid before him under sub-section (2) or sub-section (4) to an Addi¬ 
tional Sessions Judge or Assistant Sessions Judge and upon such transfer 
such Additional Sessions Judge or Assistant Sessions Judge may exer¬ 
cise the powers of a Sessions Judge under this section in respect of such 
proceedings. 

(6) If the security is tendered to the officer in charge of the jail, he 
shall forthwith refer the matter to the Court or Magistrate who made 
the order, and shall await the orders of such Court or Magistrate. 

(7) Imprisonment for failure to give security for keeping the peace 
shall be simple. 

(3) Imprisonment for failure to give security for good behaviour 
shall, where the proceedings have been taken under section 109, be 
simple, and, where the proceedings have been taken under section HO 
or section 111, be rigorous or simple as the Court or Magistrate in each 
case directs. 

124. (I) Whenever the District Magistrate is of opinion that any 
person imprisoned for failing to give security under this Chapter may 
be released without hazard to the community or to any other person, 
he may order such person to be discharged. 
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(2) Whenever any person has been imprisoned for failing to give 
security under this Chapter, the 'District Magistrate may, unless the 
order has been made by the High Court or the Court of Session, maice 
an order reducing the amount of the security or the number of sureties 
or the time for which security has been required. 

(3) An order under sub-section (I) may direct the discharge of such 
person either without conditions or upon any conditions which such 
person accepts: 

Provided that any condition imposed shall cease to be operative 
when the period for which such person was ordered to give security has 
expired. 

(4) The State Government may prescribe the conditions upon which 
a conditional discharge may be made. 

(5) If any condition upon which any person has been discharg¬ 
ed is, in the opinion of the Districc Magistrate by whom the order of 
discharge was made or of his successor, not fulfilled, he may cancel the 
same. 

(6) When a conditional order of discharge has been cancelled under 
sub-section (5), such person may be arrested by any police officer with¬ 
out warrant, and shall thereupon be produced before the District 
Magistrate. 

(7) Unless such person then gives security in accordance with the 
terms of the original order for the unexpired portion of the term for 
which he was in the first instance committed or ordered to be detained 
(such portion being deemed to be a period equal to the period between 
the date of the breach of the conditions of discharge and the date on 
which, except for such conditional discharge, he would have been en¬ 
titled to release), the District Magistrate may remand such person to 
prison to undergo such unexpired portion. 

(5) A person remanded to' prison under sub-section (7) shall, subject 
to the provisions of section 1211, be released at any time on giving secu¬ 
rity in accordance with the terms of the original order for the unexpired 
portion aforesaid to the Court or Magistrate by whom such order was 
made, or to its or his successor. 

125. The District Magistrate may at any time, for sufficient reasons, 
to be recorded in writing, cancel any bond for keeping the peace or for 
good behaviour executed under this Chapter by order of any Court in 
his district other than the High Court or the Court of Session. 

126. (1) Any surety for the peaceable conduct or good behaviour of 
another person ordered to execute a bond under this Chapter may at 
any time apply to the Court making such order to cancel the bond. 

(2) On such application being made, the Court shall issue a summons 
or warrant, as it thinks fit, requiring the person for whom such surety 
is bound to appear or to be brought before it. 


127. (I) When a person for whose appearance a summons or warrant 
has been issued under the proviso to sub-section (.9) of section 122 or 
under sub-section (2) of section 126, appears or is brought before the 
Magistrate or Court, the Magistrate or Court shall cancel the bond exe- 
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cuted by such person and shall order such person to give, for the un¬ 
expired portion of the term of such bond, fresh security of the same 
description as the original security. 

(2) Every such order shall, for the purposes of sections 121 to 124 
(both inclusive), be deemed to be an order made under section 107 or 
section 118, as the case may be. 

CHAPTER IX 

Maintenance of wives and childhen 

128. (f) If any person having sufficient means neglects or refuses 
to maintain his wife or his legitimate or illegitimate child of any age, 
unable to maintain itself, whether the child be married or unmarried, 
a Magistrate of the first class may, upon proof of such neglect or refusal, 
order such person to make a monthly allowance for the maintenance of 
his wife or such child, at such monthly rate, not exceeding five hundred 
rupees, in the whole, as such Magistrate thinks fit, and to pay the same 
to such person as the Magistrate from time to time directs. 

(2) Such allowance shall be payable from the date of the order, or, 
if so ordered, from the date of the application for maintenance. 

(3) If any person so ordered fails without sufficient cause to comply 
with the order, any such Magistrate may, for everj^ breach of the order, 
issue a warrant for levying the amovmt due in thu m inner hereinbefore 
provided for levying fines, and may sentence such person, for the whole 
or any part of each month’s allowance remaining unpaid alter* the execu¬ 
tion of the warrant, to imprisonment for a term which may extend to 
one month or until payment il sooner made: 

Provided that no warrant shall be issued for the recovery of any 
amount due imder this section unless application be made to the Court 
to levy such amount within a period of one year from the date on which 
it became due; 

Provided further that, if such person offers to maintain his wife on 
condition of her living with him, and she refuses to live with him, such 
Magistrate may consider any grounds of refusal stated by her, and may 
make an order under this section notwithstanding such offer, if he is 
satisfied that there is just ground for so doing. 

Explanation.— a husband has contracted marriage with another 
woman or keeps a mistress, it shall be considered to be just ground for 
his wife’s refusal to live with him. 

(4) No wife shall be entitied to receive an allowance from her hus¬ 
band under this section if she is living in adultery, or if, without any 
sufficient reason, she refuses to live with her husband, or if they are living 
separately by mutual consent. 

(5) On proof that any wife in whose favour an order has been made 
under this section is living in adultery, or that without sufficient reason 
she refuses to live with her husband, or that she has been lawfully 
divorced by her husband otherwise than by a decree or order of a Court 
having jurisdiction in the matter, or that they are living separately be 
mutual consent, the Magistrate shall cancel the order. 
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129. (/) Proceedings under section 128 may be taken against any 
person in any district— 

(a) where he is, or 

(b) where he or his wife resides, or 

(c) whether he last resided with his wife, or as the case may 

^e, with the mother of the illegitimate child. 

(2) All evidence in such proceedings shall be taken in the presence 
of the husband or father, as the case may be, or, when his personal 
attendance is dispensed with, in the presence of his pleader, and shall 
be recorded in the manner, prescribed for summons-cases: 

Provided that if the Magistrate is satisfied that he is wilfully avoid¬ 
ing service, or wilfully neglects to attend the Court, the Magistrate 
may proceed to hear and determine the case ex parte and any order so 
made may be set aside for good cause shown on an application made 
within three months from the date thereof, 

(3) The Court in dealing with applications under section 128 shall 
have power to make such order as to costs as may be just. 

130. (1) On proof of a change in the circumstances of any person, 
receiving under section 128 a monthly allowance, or ordered under the 
same section to pay a monthly allowance to his wife or child, the Magis¬ 
trate may make such alteration in the allowance as he thinks fit; 

Provided that if he increases the allowance, the monthly rate of five 
hundred rupees In the whole be not exceeded, 

(2) Where it appears to the Magistrate that, in consequence of any 
decision of a competent Civil Court, any order made under section 128 
should be cancelled or varied, he shall cancel the order or, as the case 
may be, vary the same accordingly. 

131. A copy of the order of mainteinance shall be given without pay¬ 
ment to the person in whose favour it is made, or to his guardian, iJf 
any, or to the person to whom the allowance is to he paid; and such 
order may be enforced by any Magistrate in any place where the person 
against whom it is made may be, on such Magistrate being satisfied a» 
to the identity of the parties and the non-payment of the allowance due, 

CHAPTER X 

Maintenance of public order and tranquillity 
A .—Unlawful assemblies 

132. (1) Any Executive Magistrate or officer in charge of a police 
station may command any unlawful assembly, or any assembly of five 
or more persons likely to cause a disturbance of the public peace, to 
disperse; and it shall thereupon be the duty of the members of such 
assembly to dispense accordingly. 

(2) If, upon being so commanded, any such assembly does not dis¬ 
perse, or if, without being so commanded, it conducts itself in such a 
manner as to show a determination not to disperse, any Executive 
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Magistrate or officer in charge of a police station may proceed to dis¬ 
perse such assembly by force, and may require the assistance of any 
male person, not being an officer or member of the armed forces and 
acting as such, for the purpose of dispersing such assembly, and, if 
necessary, arresting and confining the persons who form part of it, in 
order to disperse such assembly or that they may be punished according 
to law, 

133. (1) If any such assembly cannot be otherwise dispersed, and 
if it is necessary for the public security that It should be dispersed, the 
Executive Magistrate of the highest rank who is present may cause it 
to be dispersed by the armed forces. 

(2) Such Magistrate may require any officer in command of any 
group of persons belonging to the armed forces to disperse the assembly 
with the help of the armed forces under his command, and to arrest and 
confine such persons forming part of it as the Magistrate may direct, or 
as it may be necessary to arrest and confine in order to disperse the 
assembly or to have them punished according to law. 

(3) Every such officer of the armed forces shall obey such requisi¬ 
tion in such manner as he thinks fit, but in so doing he shall use as 
little force, and do as little injury to person and property, as may be 
consistent with dispersing the assembly and arresting and detaining such 
persons. 

134. When the public security is manifestly endangered by any such 
assembly and no Executive Magistrate can be communicated with, any 
commissioned or gazetted officer of the armed forces may disperse such 
assembly with the help of the armed forces under his command, and 
may arrest and confine any persons forming part of it. in order to dis¬ 
perse such assembly] or that they may be punished according to law; 
but if while he is acting under this section, it becomes practicable for 
him to communicate with an Executive Magistrate, he shall do so, .and 
shall thenceforward obey the instructions of the Magistrate, as to whe¬ 
ther he shall or shall not continue such action. 

135. (1) No prosecution against any person for any act purporting 
to be done under section 132, section 133 or section 134 shall be institut¬ 
ed in any Criminal Court except— 

(a) with the sanction of the Central Government where such 

person Is an officer or member of the armed forces; 

(b) with the sanction of the State Government m any other 

case. 

(2) (a) No Executive Magistrate or police officer acting under any of 
the said sections in good faith; 

(b) no person doing any act in good faith in compliance with a requi¬ 
sition under section 132 or section 133; 

(c) no officer of the armed forces acting under section 134 in good 
faith; 
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(d) no member of the armed forces doing any act in obedience to any 
order which he was bound to obey, 


shall be deemed to have thereby committed an offence. 


(3) In this section and the preceding sections of this Chapter,— 

(a) the expression “armed forces’’ means the military, naval 
and air forces, operating as land forces and includes ,any other 
armed forces of the Union so operating; 

(b) “officer”, in relation to the armed forces, means a person 
commissioned, gazetted or in pay as an officer of the armed forces 
and includes a junior commissioned officer, a warrant officer, a petty 
officer, a non-commissioned officer and a non-gazetted officer; 

(c) “member”, in relation to the armed forces, means a person 
in the armed forces other than an officer. 


B .—Public nuisances 


136. (1) Whenever a District Magistrate or a Sub-divisional Magistrate Condi- 
or an Executive Magistrate specially empowered in this behalf by the order for 
State Government, on receiving the police report or other information removal 
and on taking such evidence (if any) as he thinks fit, considers— nuisanre 


(a) that any unlawful obstruction or nuisance should be remov¬ 
ed from any public place or from any way, river or channel which 
is or may be lawfully used by the public; or 


(b) that the conduct of any trade or occupation, or the keeping 
of any goods or merchandise, is injurious to the health or physical 
comfort of the commimity, and that in consequence such trade or 
occupation should be prohibited or regulated or such goods or mer¬ 
chandise should be removed or the keeping thereof regulated; or 

(c) that the construction of any building, or, the disposal of 
any substance, as likely to occasion conflagration or explosion, should 
be prevented or stopped; or 


(d) that any building, tent or structure, or any tree is in such 
a condition that it is likely to fall and thereby cause injury to per¬ 
sons living or carrying on business in the neighbourhood or passing 
by, and that in consequence the removal, repair or support of such 
building, tent or structure, or the removal or support of such tree, 
Is necessary; or 

(c) that any tank, well or excavation adjacent to any such way 
or public place should be fenced in such manner as to prevent danger 
arising to the public; or 


(/) that any dangerous animal should be destroyed, confined 
or otherwise disposed of, 


such Magistrate may make a conditional order requiring the person 
causing such obstruction or nuisance, or carrying on such trade or occu¬ 
pation, or keeping any such goods or merchandise, or owning, possessing 
or controlling such building, tent, structure, substance, tank, weU or 
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excavation, or owning or possessing such animal or tree, within a time 
to be fixed in the order— 

(i) to remove such obstruction or nuisance; or 

(it) to desist from carrying on, or to remove or regulate in such 
manner as may be directed, such trade or occupation, or to remove 
such goods or merchandise, or to regulate the keeping thereof in 
such manner as may be directed; or 

(hi) to prevent or stop the construction of such building, or to 
alter the disposal of such substance; or 

{iv) to remove, repair or support such building, tent or struc¬ 
ture, or to remove or support such trees; or 

(u) to fence such tank, well or excavation; or 

(vi) to destroy, confine or dispose of such dangerous animal in 
the manner provided in the said order; 

or, if he objects so to do, to appear before himself or some other Exe¬ 
cutive Magistrate subordinate to him at a time and place to be hxed by 
the order, and show cause, in the manner iiereinafter provided, why the 
order should not be made absolute. 

(2) No order duly made by a Magistrate under this section shall be 
called in question in any Civil Court. 

Explanation .—A “public place” includes also property belonging to 
the State, camping grounds and grounds left unoccupied for sanitary or 
recreative purposes, 

137. (I) The order shall, if practicable, be served on the person against 
whom it is made, in the manner herein provided for service of a sum¬ 
mons. 

(2) If such order cannot be so served, it shall be notified by proclama¬ 
tion, published in such manner as the State Government may, by rule, 
direct, and a copy thereof shall be stuck up at such place or places as may 
be fittest for conveying the information to such person. 

138. The person against whom such order is made shall— 

(a) perform, within the time and in the manner specified in the 
order, the act directed thereby; or 

(b) appear in accordance with such order and show cause against 
the same. 

139. If such person does not perform such act or appear and show 
cause, he shall be liable to the penalty prescribed in that behalf in section 

188 of the Indian Penal Code, and the order shall be made absolute. 45 of 1850. 

140. (1) Where an order is made under section 136 for the purpose of 
preventing obstruction, nuisance, or danger to the public in the use of any 
way, river, channel or place, the Magistrate shall, on the appearance before 
him of the person against whom the order was made, question him as to 
whether he denies the existence of any public right In respect of the way, 
river, channel or place, and If he does so, the Magistrate shall, before 
proceeding under section 141, Inquire into the matter. 
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(2) If in such inquiry the Magistrate finds that there is any reliable 
evidence in support of such denial, he shall stay the proceedings until 
the matter ol the existence of such right has been decided by a competent 
Civil Court; and, if he finds that there is no such evidence, he shall pro¬ 
ceed as laid down in section 141. 

(3) A person who has, on being questioned by the Magistrate under 
sub-section (1), failed to deny the existence of a public right of the nature 
itierein referred to, or who, having made such denial, has failed to adduce 
reliable evidence in support thereof, shall not in the subsequent proceed¬ 
ings be permitted to make any such denial, 

141. (1) If the person against whom an order under section 136 is 
made appears and shows cause against the order, the Magistrate shall take 
evidence in the matter as in a summons-case. 

(2) If the Magistrate is satisfied that the order, either as originally 
made or subject to such modification as he considers necessary, is reason¬ 
able and proper, the order shall be made absolute without modification 
or, as the case may be, with such modification. 

(3) If the Magistrate is not so satisfied, no further proceedings shall 
be taken in the case. 

142. (1) The Magistrate may, for the purposes of an inquiry under 
section 140 or section 141— 

(a) direct a local investigation to be made by such person as he 

thinks fit; or 

(b) summon and examine an expert. 

(2) Where the Magistrate directs a local investigation by any person 
under .sub-section (1), the Magistrate may— 

(a) furnish such person with such written instructions as may 

seem necessary for his guidance; 

(b) declare by whom the whole or any part of the necessary 

expenses of the local investigation shall be paid. 

(3) The report of such person may be read as evidence in the case. 

(4) Where the Magistrate summons and examines an expert under 
sub-secti(m (I), the Magistrate may direct by whom the costs of such 
summoning and examination shall be paid. 

143. (I) When an order has been made absolute under section 139 or 
section 141, the Magistrate shall give notice of the same to the person 
against whom the order was made, and shall further require him to per¬ 
form the act directed by the order within a time to be fixed in the notice, 
and inform him that, in case of disobedience, he will be liable to the pen- 

45 of 1860. alty provided by section 188 of the Indian Penal Code. 

(2) If such act is not performed within the time fixed, the Magistrate 
may cause it to be performed, and may recover the costs of performing 
it, either by the sale of any building, goods or other property removed by 
his order, or by the distress and sale of any other movable property of 
such person within or without such Magistrate’s local jurisdiction and if 
such other property is without such jurisdiction, the order shall authorise 
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its attachment and sale when endorsed by the Magistrate within whose 
local jurisdiction the property to be attached is found. 

(3) No suit shall lie in respect of anything done in good faith under 
this section. 

144. (1) If a Magistrate making an order under section 136 considers 
that immediate measures should be taken to prevent imminent danger or 
injury of a serious kind to the public, he may issue such an injunction 
to the person against whom the order was made, as is required to obviate 
or prevent such danger or injupy pending the determination of the matter. 

(2) In default of such person forthwith obeying such injunction, the 
Magistrate may himself use, or cause to be used, such means as he thinks 
fit to obviate such danger or to prevent such injury. 

(3) No suit shall lie in respect of anything done in good faith by a 
Magistrate under this section. 

145. A District Magistrate or Sub-divisional Magistrate, or any other 
Executive Magistrate empowered by the State Government or the Dis¬ 
trict Magistrate in this behalf, may order any person not to repeat or 
continue a public nuisance, as defined in the Indian Penal Code, or any 45 of 1860. 
special or local law. 


C —Disputes as to immovable property 

146. (1) Whenever an Executive Magistrate is satisfied from a police 
report or upon other information that a dispute likely to cause a 
breach of the peace exists concerning any land or water or the boundar¬ 
ies thereof, within his local jurisdiction, he shall make an order in writing, 
stating the grounds of his being so satisfied, and requiring the parties 
concerned in such dispute to attend his Court in person or by pleader, on 
a specified date and time, and to put in written statements of their res¬ 
pective claims as respects the fact of actual possession of the subject of 
dispute. 

(2) For the purposes of this section, the expression ‘‘land or water” 
includes buildings, markets, fisheries, crops or other produce of land, and 
the rents or profits of any such property. 

(3) A copy of the order shall be served in the manner provided by this 
Code for the service of a summons upon such person or persons as the 
Magistrate may direct, and at least one copy shall be published by being 
affixed to some conspicuous place at or near the subject of dispute. 

(4) The Magistrate shall then, without reference to the merits or the 
claims of any of the parties to a right to possess the subject of dispute, 
peruse the statements so put in, hear the parties, receive all such evidence 
as may be produced by them, take such further evidence, if any, as he 
thinks necessary, and, if possible, decide whether any and which of the 
parties was, at the date of the order made tay him under sub-section (1), 
in possession of the subject of dispute: 
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Provided that if it appears to the Magistrate that any party 
has been forcibly and wrongfully dispossessed within two months next 
before the date on which the police report or other informa- 
tion»was received by the Magistrate, or after that date and before the date 
of his order under sub-section (1), he may treat the party so dispossessed 
as if that party had been in possession on the date of his order under 
sub-section (1). 

(5) Nothing in this section shall preclude any party so required to 
attend, or any other person interested, from showing that no such dispute 
as aforesaid exists or has existed; and in such case the Magistrate shall 
cancel his said order, and all further proceedings thereon shall be stayed, 
but, subject to such cancellation, the order of the Magistrate under sub¬ 
section (1) shall he final. 

(6) (a) If the Magistrate decides that one of the parties was, or should 
under the proviso to sub-section (4) be treated as being, in such possession 
of the said subject, he shall issue an order declaring such party to be enti¬ 
tled to possession thereof until evicted therefrom in due course of law, 
and forbidding all disturbance of such possession until such eviction; and 
when he proceeds under the proviso to sub-section (4), may restore to 
possession the party forcibly and wrongfully dispossessed. 

(b) The order made under this sub-section shall be served and pub¬ 
lished in manner laid doKvn in sub-section (3). 

(7) When any party to any such proceeding dies, the Magistrate may 
cause the legal representative of the deceased party to be made a party to 
the proceeding and shall thereupon continue the inquiry, and if any ques¬ 
tion arises as to who the legal representative of a deceased party for the 
purposes of such proceeding is, all persons claiming to be representatives 
of the deceased party shall be made parties thereto, 

(S) If the Magistrate is of opinion that any crop or other produce of 
the property, the subject of dispute in a proceeding under this section 
pending before him, is subject to speedy and natural decay, he may make 
an order for the proper custody or sale of such property, and, upon the 
completion of the inquiry, shall make such order for the disposal of such 
prolperty, or the sale-pi'oceeds thereof, as he thinks fit. 

(9) The Magistrate may, if he thinks fit, at any stage of the proceed¬ 
ings under this section, on the application of either party, issue a sum¬ 
mons to any witness directing him to attend or to produce any document 
or thing. 

(10) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to be in derogation of the 
powers of the Magistrate to proceed under section 108. 
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147. (1) If the Magistrate at any time after making the order under 
sub-section (I) of section 146 considers the case to be one of emergency, 
or if he decides that none of the parties was then in such possession as 
is referred to in section 146, or if he is unable to satisfy himself ^ to 
which of them was then in such possession of the subject of dispute, he 
may attach the subject of dispute until a competent court has determined 
the rights of the parties thereto with regard to the person entitled to the 
possession thereof: 


Provided that such Magistrate may withdraw the attachment at any 
time if he is satisfied that there is no longer any likelihood of breach of 
the peace with regard to the subject of dispute, 

(2) When the Magistrate attaches the subject of dispute, he may, if 
no receiver in relation to such subject of dispute has been appointed by 
any Civil Court, make such arrangements as he considers proper for look¬ 
ing after the property or if he thinks fit, appoint a receiver thereof, who 
shall have, subject to the control of the Magistrate, all the powers of a 
receiver appointed under the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908: 

Provided that in the event of a receiver being subsequently appointed 
in relation to the subject of dispute by any Civil Court, the Magistrate— 

(a) shall order the receiver appointed by him to hand over the 
possession of the subject of dispute to the receiver appointed by the 
Civil Court and shall thereafter discharge the receiver appointed by 
him; 


(b) make such other incidental or consequential orders as mav 
be just. 

148.(1) Whenever an Executive Magistrate is satisfied from the police 
report or upon other information, that a dispute likely to cause 
a breach of the peace exists regarding any alleged right of user of any 
land or water within his local jurisdiction, whether such right be claimed 
as an easement or otherwise, he shall make an order in writing, stating 
the grounds of his being so satisfied and requiring the parties concerned 
in such dispute to attend his Court in person or by pleader on a specified 
date and time and to put in written statements of their respective claims. 

Explanation—The expression “land or water” has the meaning given 
to it in sub-section (2) of section 146. 


5 of 1908, 
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(2) The Magistrate shall then persue the statements so put in, hear 
the parties, receive all such evidence as may be produced by them respec¬ 
tively, consider the effect of such evidence, take such further evidence, if 
any, as he thinks necessary and, if possible, decide whether such right 
exis1;p; and the provisions of section 146 shall, so far as may be, apply 
in the case of such inquiry. 

(3) If it appears to such Magistrate that such rights exist, he may make 
an order prohibiting any interference with the exercise of such right, 
including, in a proper case, an order for the removal of any obstruction 
in the exercise of any such right: 

Provided that no such order shall be made where the right is exercis¬ 
able at all times of the year, unless such right has been exercised within 
three months next before the receipt under sub-section (l) of the police 
report or other information leading to the institution of the 
inquiry, or where the right is exercisable only at particular seasons or on 
particular occasions, unless the right has been exercised during the last 
of such seasons or on the last of such occasions before such receipt. 

149. When in any proceedings commenced under sub-section (1) of Converti- 
section 146 the Magistrate finds that the dispute is as regards an alleged billty of 
right of user of land or wtaer, he may, after recording his reasons, con- proceed- 
tinue with the proceedings as if they had been commenced under sub- 
section (1) of section 148; 

and when in any proceedings commenced under sub-section (1) of 
section 148 the Magistrate finds that the dispute should be dealt with 
under section 146, he may, after recording his reasons, continue with the 
proceedings as if they had been commenced under sub-section (1) of 
section 146. 

150. (J) Whenever a local inquiry is necessary for the purposes of sec- Local 
tion 146, section 147 or section 148, a District Magistrate or Sub-divisional Inquiry. 
Magistrate may depute any Magistrate subordinate to him to make the 
inquiry, and may furnish him with such written instructions as may seem 
necessary for his guidance, and may declare by whom the whole or any 

part of the necessary expenses of the inquiry shall be paid, 

(2) The report of the person so deputed may be read as evidence in 
the case. 

(3) When any costs have been incurred by any party to a proceeding 
under section 146, section 147 or section 148, the Magistrate passing a deci¬ 
sion may direct by whom such costs shall be paid, whether by such party 
or by any other party to the proceeding, and whether in whole or in part 
or proportion and sucn costs may include any expenses incurred in respect 
of witnesses, and of pleaders' fees, which the Court may consider reason¬ 
able. 

D.— Urgent cases of nuisance or apprehended danger 

151. (1) In cases where, in the opinion of a District Magistrate, a Sub- Powers to 
divisional Magistrate or any other Executive Magistrate specially empow- 

ered by the State Government in this behalf, there is sulficient ground for uj.ggnt 
proceeding under this section and immediate prevention or speedy remedy cases of 
is desirable, such Magistrate may, by a written order stating the material nuisance 
facts of the case and served in the manner provided by section 137, direct appre- 
any person to abstain from a certain act or to take certain order with 
certain property in his possession or under his management, if such 
Magistrate considers that such direction is likely to prevent, or tends to 
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prevent, obstruction, annoyance or injury to any person lawfully employ¬ 
ed, or danger to human life, health or safety, or a disturbance of the 
pubhc tranquilhty, or a riot, or an affray. 

(2 ) An order under this section may, in cases of emergency or in .cases 
where the circumstances do not admit of the serving in due tune of a notice 
upon the person against whom the order Is directed, be passed ex parte. 

(3) An order under this section may bd directed to a particular indivi¬ 
dual, or to persons residing in a particular place or area, or to the public 
generally when frequenting or visiting a particular place or area. 

(4) No order under this section shall remain in force for more than two 
months from the making thereof: 

Provided that, if the State Government considers it necessary so to do 
for preventing danger to human life, health or safety or for preventing a 
riot or any affray, it may, by notification, direct that an order made by 
a Magistrate under this section shall remain in force for such further 
period not exceeding six months from the date on which the order 
made by the Magistrate would have, but for such order, expired, as it 
may specify in the said notification. 

(5) Any Magistrate may, either on his own motion or on the applica¬ 
tion of any person aggrieved, rescind or alter any order made under this 
section, by himself or any Magistrate subordinate to him or by his prede¬ 
cessor in office. 

(6) The State Government may, either on its own motion or on the ap¬ 
plication of any person aggrieved, rescind or alter any order made by it 
under the proviso to sub-section (4). 

(7) Where an application under sub-section (5) or sub-section (6) is 
received, the Magistrate, or the State Government, as the case may be, 
shall afford to the applicant an early opportunity of appearing before him 
or it either in person or by pleader and showing cause against the order; 
and if the Magistrate or the State Government, as the case may be, rejects 
the application wholly or in part, he or it shall record in writing the rea¬ 
sons for so doing. 
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CHAPTER XI 

Preventive action op the police 

152. Every police officer may interpose for the purpose of preventing, 
and shall, to the best of his ability, prevent, the commission of any cogniz¬ 
able offence. 

153. Every police officer receiving information of a design to commit 
any cognizable offence shall communicate such information to the police 
officer to whom he is subordinate, and to any other officer whose duty it Is 
to prevent or take cognizance of the commission of any such offence. 


154. A police officer knowing of a design to commit any cognizable 
offence may arrest, without orders from a Magistrate and without a war¬ 
rant, the person so designing, if It appears to such officer that the com¬ 
mission of the offence cannot be otherwise prevented. 
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155. A police officer may of his own authority Interpose to prevent any 
Injury attempted to be committed in his view to any public property, mov¬ 
able or Immovable, or the removal or injury of any public landmark or 
buoy or other mark used for navigation. 

'156. (1) Any officer in charge of a police station may, without a warrant, 
enter any place within the limits of such station for the purpose of inspect¬ 
ing or searching for any weights or measures or instruments for weighing, 
used or kept therein, whenever he has rea-son to believe that there are In 
such place any weights, measures or instruments for weighing which are 
false. 

(2) If he finds in such place any weights, measures or instruments for 
weighing which are false, he may seize the same, and shall forthwith give 
Information of such seizure to a Magistrate having Jurisdiction. 

CHAPTER XII 

Information to the police and their powers to investigate 

157. (1) When information is given to an officer in charge of a police 
station of the commission within the limits of such station of a non- 
cognizable offence, he shall enter the substance of the information in a 
book to be kept by such officer in such form as the State Government 
may prescribe in this behalf, and refer the informant to the Magistrate. 

(2) No police officer shall investigate a non-cognlzable case without 
the order of a Magistrate having power to try such case or commit the 
case for trial. 

(3) Any police officer receiving such order may exercise the same 
powers in respect of the investigation (except the power to arrest with¬ 
out warrant) as an officer in charge of a police station may exercise in 
a cognizable case. 

(4) Where a case relates to two or more offences of which at least 
one is cognizable, the case shall be deemed to be a cognizable case, not¬ 
withstanding that the other offences are non-cognizable. 

158. (I) Every information relating to the commission of a cognizable 
offence, if given orally to an officer In charge of a police station, shall 
be reduced to writing by him or under his direction, and be read over 
to the informant: and every such information, whether given In writing 
or reduced to writing as aforesaid, shall be signed by the person giving 
it, and the substance thereof shall be entered in a book to be kept by 
such officer in such form as the State Government may prescribe In 
this behalf. 

(2) A copy of the information as recorded under snb-sectlon (I) shall 
he given forthwith,, free of cost, to the informant. 

159. (I) Any officer In charge of a police station may, xvithout the 
order of a Magistrate, investigate any cognizable case which a Gourt 
having .jurisdiction over the local area within the limits of such station 
would have power to inquire into or try under the provisions of Chap¬ 
ter XHI, 
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(2) No proceeding of a police officer in any such case shall at any 
stage be called in question on the ground that the case was one which 
such officer was not empowered under this section to investigate. 

(3) Any Magistrate empowered under section 191 may order such an 
investigation as above-mentioned. 

IGO. (1) If, from information received or otherwise, an officer In 
charge of a police station has reason to suspect the commission of an 
offence which he is empowered under section 159 to Investigate, he shall 
forthwith send a report of the same to a Magistrate empowered to take 
cognizance of such offence upon a police report and shall proceed in 
person, or shall depute one of his subordinate officers not being below 
such rank as the State Government may, by general or special order, 
prescribe in this behalf to proceed, to the spot, to investigate the facts 
and circumstances of the case, and, if necessary, to take measures for 
the discovery and arrest of the offender: 

Provided that— 

(a) when information as to the commission of any such offence is 
given against any person by name and the case is not of a serious 
nature, the officer in charge of a police station need not proceed in 
person or depute a subordinate officer to make an investigation on 
the spot; 

(b) if it appears to the officer in charge of a police station that 
there is no sufficient ground for entering on an investigation, he 
shall not investigate the case. 

(2) In each of the cases mentioned in clauses (a) and (b) ot the 
proviso to sub-section (1), the officer in charge of the police station shall 
state in his said report his reasons for not fully complying with the re¬ 
quirements of that sub-section, and, in the case mentioned in clause (b) 
of the said proviso, the officer shall also forthwith notify to the informant, 
if any, in such manner as may be prescribed by the State Government, the 
fact that he will not investigate the case or cause it to be investigated. 

161- (I) Every report sent to a Magistrate under section 160 shall, if 
the State Government so directs, be submitted through such superior 
officer of police as the State Government, by general or special order, 
appoints in that behalf. 

(2) Such superior officer may give such instructions to the officer in 
charge of the police station as he thinks fit, and shall, after recording 
such instructions on such report, transmit the same without delay to the 
Magistrate. 

162- Such Magistrate, on receiving such report, may direct an inves¬ 
tigation, or, if he thinks fit, at once proceed, or depute any Magistrate 
subordinate to him to proceed, to hold a preliminary inquiry into, or 
otherwise to dispose of, the case in the maimer provided in this Code. 


163. (I) Any police officer making an investigation under this Chap¬ 
ter may, by order in writing, require the attendance before himself of 
any person being within the limits of his own or any adjoining station 
who, from the Information given or otherwise, appears to be acquainted 
with the circumstances of the case; and such person shall attend as so 
required; 
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Provided that no male person under the age of fifteen years or woman 
shall be required to attend at any place other than the place in which 
such male person or woman resides. 

(2) Subject to any rules made by the State Government, the reason¬ 
able expenses of every person, attending under sub-section (1) at any 
place other than his residence, shall be paid to him by the police. 

164. (1) Any police officer making an investigation under this Chap¬ 
ter, or any police officer not below such rank as the State Government 
may, by general or special order, prescribe in this behalf, acting on the 
requisition of such officer, may examine orally any person supposed to 
be acquainted with the facts and circumstances of the case. 

(2) Such person shall be bound to answer truly all questions relat¬ 
ing to such case put to him by such officer, other than questions the 
answers to which would have a tendency to expose him to a criminal 
charge or to a penalty or forfeiture. 

(3) The police officer may reduce into writing any statement made to 
him in the course of an examination under this section; and if he does 
so, he shall make a separate and true record of the statement of each 
such person whose statement he records, and where the person can 
read the statement so recorded, obtain his signature thereon after he 
has read it- 

165. (I) No statement made by any person to a police officer in the 
course of an Investigation under this Chapter, no record thereof, whe¬ 
ther in a police diary or otherwise, and no part of such statement or re¬ 
cord, shall be used for any purpose, save as hereinafter provided, at any 
inquiry or trial in respect of any offence under investigation at the time 
when such statement was made: 

Provided that when any witness is called for the prosecution in such 
inquiry or trial whose statement has been reduced into writing as afore¬ 
said, any part of his statement, if duly proved, may be used by the accus¬ 
ed, and with the permission of the Court, by the prosecution, to contra¬ 
dict such witness in the manner provided by section 145 of the Indian 
Evidence Act, 1872; and when any part of such statement is so used, any 
part thereof may also be used in the re-examination of such witness, but 
lor the purpose only of explaining any matter referred to in his cross- 
examination, 

(2) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to apply to any state¬ 
ment falling within the provisions of clause (1) of section 32 of the 
Indian Evidence Act, 1872, or to affect the provisions of section 27 of that 
Act. 

166. (1) No police officer or other person in authority shall offer or 
make, or cause to be offered or made, any such inducement, threat or 
promise as is mentioned in section 24 of the Indian Evidence Act, 1872. 

(2) But no police officer or other person shall prevent, by any cau¬ 
tion or otherwise, any person from making In the course of any investi¬ 
gation under this Chapter any statement which he may be disposed tq 
make of his own free will: 
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Provided that nothing In this sub-section shall affect the provision* 
of sub-section (3) of section 167. 

167. (!) Any Metropolitan Magistrate or Judicial Magistrate may, 
whether or not he has jurisdiction in the case, record any confession or 
statement made to him in the course of an investigation imder this Chap¬ 
ter or under any other law for the time being in force, or dt any time 
afterwards before the commencement of the inquiry or trial. 

(2) The Magistrate shall, before recording any such confession, ex¬ 
plain to the person making it that he is not bound to make a confession 
and that, if he does so, it may be used as evidence against him; and the 
Magistrate shall not record any such confession unless, upon questioning 
the person making it, he has reason to believe that it Is being made 
volimtarlly. 

(3) Any such confession shall be recorded in the manner provided in 
section 288 for recording the examination of an accused person and shall 
be signed by the person making the confession; and the Magistrate shall 
make a memorandum at the foot of such record to the following effect: — 

“I have explained to (name) that he is not bound to make a con¬ 
fession and that, if he does so, any confession he may make 
may be used as evidence against him and I believe that this 
confession was voluntarily made. It was taken in my pre¬ 
sence and hearing, and was read over to the person making 
it and admitted by him to be correct, and it contains a full 
and true account of the statement made by him. 

(Signed) A, B. 

Magistrate”. 

(4) Any statement (other than a confession) made under sub-section 
(I) shall be recorded in such manner hereinafter provided for the record¬ 
ing of evidence as is, in the opinion of the Magistrate, best fitted to the 
circumstances of the case; and the Magistrate shall have power to ad¬ 
minister oath to the person whose statement is so recorded. 

(5) The Magistrate recording a confession or statement under this 
section shall forward it to the Magistrate by whom the case is to be in¬ 
quired into or tried. 


168. (7) Whenever an officer in charge of a police station or a police 
officer making an Investigation has reasonable grounds for believing that 
anything necessary for the purposes of an investigation into any offence 
which he is authorised to investigate may be found in any place within 
the limits of the police station of which he is in charge, or to which he 
Is attached, and that such thing cannot in his opinion be otherwise ob¬ 
tained without undue delay, such officer may, after recording in writing 
the grounds of his belief and specifying in such writing, so far as possible, 
the thing for which search is to be made, search, or cause search to be 
mkdo, for srich thing in any place within the limitg of such station- 
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(2) A police officer proceeding under sub-section (1), shall, if prac¬ 
ticable, conduct the search in person. 

(3) If he is unable to conduct the search in person, and there is no 
other person competent to make the search present at the time, he may, 
after recording in writing his reasons for so doing, require any officer 
subordinate to him to make the search, and he shall deliver to such 
subordinate officer an order in writing, specifying the place to be search¬ 
ed, and so far as possible, the thing for which search is to be made; 
and such subordinate officer may thereupon search for such thing In such 
place. 

(4) The provisions of this Code as to search-warrants and the gene¬ 
ral provisions as to searches contained in section 100 and section 101 
shall, so far as may be, apply to a search made under this section. 

(5) Copies of any record made under sub-section (I) or sub-section 

(i) shall forthwith be sent to the nearest Magistrate empowered to take 
cognizance of the oifence, and the owner or occupier of the place search¬ 
ed shall, on application, be furnished, free of cost, with a copy of the 
same by the Magistrate. 

169. (I) An officer in charge of a police station or a police officer not when 
being below the rank of sub-inspector making an Investigation may re- 
quire an officer in charge of another police station, whether in the same poUco 
or a different district, to cause a search to be made in any place, in any station 
case in which the former officer might cause such search to be made, mayro- 
within the limits of his own station. 

another 
to issue 

(2) Such officer, on being so required, shall proceed according to the search- 
provisions of section 168, and shall forward the thing foimd, if any, to warrant, 
the officer at whose request the search was made. 

(3) Whenever there is reason to believe that the delay occasioned by 
requiring an officer in charge of another police station to cause a search 
to be made under sub-section (1) might result in evidence of the com¬ 
mission of an offence being concealed or destroyed, it shall be lawful for 
an officer in charge of a police station or a police officer making any in¬ 
vestigation vmder this Chapter to search, or cause to be searched, any 
place in the limits of another police station In accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of section 168, as if such place were within the limits of his own 
station. 

(4) Any officer conducting a search under sub-section (3) shall forth¬ 
with send notice of the search to the officer in charge of the police station 
within the limits of which such place is situate, and shall also send with 
such notice a copy of the list (if any) prepared under section 101, and 
shall also send to the nearest Magistrate empowered to take cognizance 
of the offence, copies of the records referred to in sub-sections (1) and (3) 
of section 168. 

(5) The owner or occupier of the place searched shall, on application, 
be furnished free of cost with a copy of any record sent to the Magistrata 
under sub-section (4). 
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170. (i) Whenever any person is arrested and detained in custody, and 
it appears that the investigation cannot be completed within the period 
of twenty-four hours fixed by section 58, and there are grounds for 
believing that the accusation or information is well-founded, the officer 
in charge of the police station or the police officer making the investiga¬ 
tion, if he is not below the rank of sub-inspector, shall forthwith transmit 
to the nearest Judicial Magistrate a copy of the entries in the diary herein¬ 
after prescribed relating to the case, and shall at the same time forward 
the accused to such Magistrate- 


(3) The Magistrate to whom an accused per.son Is forwarded under 
this section may, whether he has or has not jurisdiction to try the case, 
from time to time, authorise the detention of the accused in such custody 
as such Magistrate thinks fit, or a term not exceeding fifteen days in the 
whole; and if he has no jurisdiction to try the case or commit it for trial, 
and considers further detention unnecessary, he may order the accused 
to be forwarded to a Magistrate having such jurisdiction;

(a) the Magistrate may extend the term beyond the period of 
fifteen days If he Is satisfied that adequate grounds exist for doing so; 

(b) no Magistrate shall authorise detention in any custody under 
this section unless the accused is produced before him; 

(c) no Magistrate of the second class, not specially empowered 
in this behalf by the High Court, shall authorise detention in the cus¬ 
tody of the police. 

(3) A Magistrate authorising under this section detention in the cus¬ 
tody of the police shall record his reasons for so doing. 

(4) Any Magistrate other than the Chief Judicial Magistrate making 
such order shall forward a copy of his order, with his reasons for making 
It, to the Chief Judicial Magistrate. 

171. When any subordinate police officer has made any investigation 
under this Chapter, he shall report the result of such investigation to the 
officer in charge of the police station. 


172. If, upon an investigation under this Chapter, It appears to the 
officer in charge of the police station that there Is not sufficient evidence 
or reasonable ground of suspicion to justify the forwarding of the, accused 
to a Magistrate, such officer shall. If such person is in custody, release 
him on his executing a bond, with or without sureties, as such officer 
may direct, to appear, if and when so required, before a Magistrate 
empowered to take cognizance of the offence on a police report, and to try 
the accused or commit him for trial. 
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173. (1) If, upon an investigation under this Chapter, it appears to Cases to 
the officer in charge of the police station that there is sufficient evidence jyjggjg. 
or reasonable ground as aforesaid, such officer shall forward the accused trate 
under custody to a Magistrate empowered to take cognizance of the when 
offence upon a police report and to try the accused or commit him for 
trial, or, if the offence is bailable and the accused is able to givd security, 
shall take security from him for his appearance before such Magistrate 
on a day fixed and for his attendance from day to day before such 
Magistrate until otherwise directed. 


(2) When the officer in charge of a police station forwards an accused 
person to a Magistrate or takes security for his appearance before such 
Magistrate under this section, he shall send to such Magistrate any 
weapon or other article which it may be necessary to produce before 
him, and shall require the complainant (if any) and so many of the 
persons who appear to such officer to be acquainted with the circum¬ 
stances of the case as he may thin k nesessary, to execute a bond to 
appear before the Magistrate as thereby directed and prosecute or give 
evidence (as the case may be) in the matter of the charge against the 
accused. 


(3) If the Court of the Chief Judicial Magistrate is mentioned in the 
bond, such Court shall be held to include any Court to which such 
Magistrate may refer the case for inquiry or trial, provided reasonable 
notice of such reference is given to. such complainant or persons. 

(4) The officer in whose presence the bond is executed shall deliver 
a copy thereof to one of the persons' who executed it, and shall then send 
to the Magistrate the original with his report. 


174. No complainant or witness on his way to the Court of the Magis¬ 
trate shall be required to accompany a police officer, or shall be subjected 
to unnecessary restraint or inconvenience, or required to give any 
security for his appearance other than his own bond; 

Pro'vided that, if any complainant or witness refuses to attend or to 
execute a bond as directed in section 173, the officer in charge of the 
police station may forward him in custody to the Magistrate, who may 
detain him In custody until he executes such bond, or until the hearing 
of the case is completed. 
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175. (1) Every police officer making an investigation under this Diary of 
Chapter shall day by day enter his proceedings in the investigation in a proceed- 
diary, setting forth the time at which the information reached him, mgs in 
the time at which he began and closed his investigation, the place or 
places visited by him, and a statement of the circumstances ascertained 
through his investigation. 


(2) Any Criminal Court may send for the police diaries of a case 
under inquiry or trial in such Court, and may use such diaries, not as 
evidence in the case, but to aid it in such inquiry or trial. 


(3) Neither the accused nor his agents shall be entitled to call for 
such diaries, nor shall he or they be entitled to see them merely because 
they are referred to by the Court; but, if they are used by the police 
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officer who made them to refresh his memory, or if the Court uses them 
for the purpose of contradicting such police officer, the provisions of sec¬ 
tion 161 or section 145, as the case may be, of the Indian Evidence Act, 

1872, shall apply. 

170. (I) Every investigation under this Chapter shall be completed 1 of 1872. 
without unnecessary delay. 

(2) (i) As soon as it is completed, the officer in charge of the police 
station shall forward to a Magistrate empowered to take cognizance of 
the offence on a police report, a report in the form prescribed by the 
State Government, stating— 

(a) the names of the parties; 

(b) the nature of the information; 

(c) the names of the persons who appear to be acquainted with the 
circumstances of the case; 

(d) whether any offence appears to have been committed and, if so, 
by whom; 

(e) whether the accused has been arrested; 

(f) whether he has been released on his bond and, if so, whether 
with or without sureties; 

(p) whether he has been forwarded in custody under section 173. 

(it) The officer shall also communicate, in such manner as may be pres¬ 
cribed by the State Government, the action taken by him to the person, 
if any, by whom the information relating to the commission of the offence 
was first given. 

(3) Where a superior officer of police has been appointed under 
section 161, the report shall, in any case in which the State Government 
by general or special order so directs, be submitted through that officer, 
and he may, pending the orders of the Magistrate, direct the officer in 
charge of the police station to make further investigation. 

(4) Whenever it appears from a report forwarded under this section 
that the accused has been released on his bond, the Magistrate shall make 
such order for the dischargie of such bond or otherwise as he thinks fit. 

(5) When such report is in respect of a case to which section 173 
applies, the police officer shall forward to the Magistrate along with the 
report.— 

(a) all documents or relevant extracts thereof on which the prose¬ 
cution proposes to rely other than those already sent to the Magistrate 
during investigation; 

(b) the statements recorded under section 164 of all the persons 
whom the prosecution proposes to examine as its witnesses. 

(6) If the police officer is of opinion that any part of any such state¬ 
ment is not relevant to the subject-matter of the proceedings or that its 
disclosure to the accused is not essential in the interests of justice and is 
inexpedient in the public interest, he shall indicate that part of the 
statement and append a note requesting the Magistrate to exclude that 
part from the copies to be granted to the accused and stating his reasons 
for making such request and thereupon the Magistrate may pass such 
orders as he thinks fit, and if he so directs, a copy of the part so excluded 
or such portion thereof, as he thinks proper, shall be furnished to the 
accused. 
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(7) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to preclude further inves¬ 
tigation In respect of an offence after a report under sub-section (2) has 
been forwarded to the Magistrate and, where upon such investigation, the 
officer in charge of the police station obtains further evidence, oral or 
documentary, he shall forward to the Magistrate a further report or 
reports regarding such evidence in the form prescribed; and the provi¬ 
sions of sub-sections (2) to (6) shall, as far as may be, apply in relation 
to such report or reports as they apply in relation to a report forwarded 
under sub-section (2). 

177. (1) When the officer in charge of a police station or some other Police to 
police officer specially empowered by the State Government in that 

behalf receives information that a person has committed suicide, or has report on 
been killed by another or by an animal or by machinery or by an suicide, 
accident, or has died under circumstances raising a reasonable suspicion 
that some other person has committed an offence, he shall immediately 
give intimation thereof to the nearest Executive Magistrate empowered 
to hold inquests, and, unless otherwise directed by any rule prescribed 
by the State Government, or by any general or special order of the Dis¬ 
trict or Sub-divisional Magistrate, shall proceed to the place where the 
body of such deceased person is, and there, in the presence of two or 
more respectable inhabitants of the neighbourhood, shall make an 
investigation, and draw up a report of the apparent cause of death, des¬ 
cribing such wounds, fractures, bruises, and other marks of injury as 
may be found on the body, and stating in what manner, or by what 
weapon or instrument (if any), such marks appear to have been inflicted. 

(2) The report shall be signed by such police officer and other persons, 
or by so many of them as concur therein, and shall be forthwith for¬ 
warded to the District Magistrate or the Sub-divisional Magistrate. 

(3) When there is' any doubt regarding the cause of death, or when 
for any other reason the police ollicer considers it expedient so to do, 
he shall, subject to such rules as the State Government may prescribe 
in this behalf, forward the body, with a view to its being examined, to 
the nearest Civil Surgeon, or other qualified medical man appointed 
in this behalf by the State Government, if the state of the weather and 
the distance admit of its being so forwarded without risk of such putrefac¬ 
tion on the road as would render such examination useless. 

(4) The following Magistrates are empowered to hold inquests, 
namely, any District Magistrate or Sub-divisional Magistrate and any 
other Executive Magistrate specially empowered in this behalf by the 
State Government or the District Magistrate. 

178. (1) A police officer proceeding imder section 177 may, by order Power to 
in writing, summon two or more persons as aforesaid for the purpose summon 
of the said invesiigation, and any olncr per.=on who appears to be 
acquainted with the facts of the case and every person so summoned shall 

be botmd to attend and to answer truly all questions other than ques¬ 
tions the answers to which would have a tendency to expose him to a 
criminal charge or to a penalty or forfeiture. 

(2) If the facts do not disclose a cognizable offence to which section 
173 applies, such persons shall not be required by the police officer to 
attend a Magistrate’s Court. 
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179. (1) When any person dies while in the custody of the police, the 
nearest Magistrate empowered to hold inquests shall, and in any other 
case mentioned in sub section (1) of section 177, any Magistrate so em¬ 
powered may hold an inquiry into the cause of death either instead of, 
or in addition to, the investigation held by the police officer; and if he 
does so, he shall have all the powers in conducting it which he would 
have in holding an inquiry into an offence. 

(2) The Magistrate holding such an inquiry shall record the evidence 
taken by him in connection therewith in any manner hereinafter pres¬ 
cribed according to the circumstances of the case. 

(3) Whenever such Magistrate considers it expedient to make an 
examination of the dead body of any person who has been already inter¬ 
red, in order to discover the cause of his death, the Magistrate may 
cause the body to be disinterred and examined. 

(4) Where an inquiry is to be held under this section, the Magistrate 
shall, wherever practicable, inform the relatives of the deceased whose 
names and addresses are known, and shall allow them to remain present 
at the Inquiry. 

Eocplanation .—In this section, the expression “relative” means parents, 
children, brothers, sisters and spouse. 

CHAPTER XIII 

Jurisdiction op the Criminal Courts in inquiries and trials 

180. Every offence shall ordinarily be inquired into and tried by a 
Court within whose local jurisdiction it was committed. 


181. (a) When it is uncertain in which of .several local areas an offence 
was committed, or 

(b) where an offence is committed partly in one local area and partly 
in another, or 

(c) where an offence is a continuing one, and continues to be commit¬ 
ted in more local areas than one, or 

(d) where it consists of several acts done in different local areas, 

it may be inquired into or tried, by a Court having. Jurisdiction over 
any of such local areas. 


182. When an act is an offence by reason of anything which has been 
done and of a cohseqUence which has ensued, the -offence may be inquired 
into or tried by a Court within whose local jurisdiction such thing has 
been done or such consequence has ensued. 
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183. When an act is an offence by reason of its relation to any other act Place ot 
which is also an offence or which would be an offence if the doer were trial 
capable of committing an offence, the first^mentioned offence may be 
inquired into or tried by a Court within whose local jurisdiction either Q^fenceby 
act was done. reason of 

relation 
to other 
offence. 


184. (1) Any offence of being a thug, or murder committed by a thug, 

of dacoity, of dacoity with murder, of belonging to a gang of dacoits, or of trial in 

escaping from custody, may be inquired into or tried by a Court within case of 

whose local jurisdiction the offence was committed or the accused person certain 
, , , * offence*. 

IS found. 


(2) Any offence of kidnapping or abduction of a person may be inquired 
into or tried by a Court within whose local jurisdiction the person was 
kidnapped or abducted or was conveyed or concealed or detained. 

(3) Any offence of theft, extortion or robbery may be inquired into 
or tried by a Court within whose local jurisdiction the offence was com¬ 
mitted or the stolen property which is the subject of the offence was 
possessed by any person committing it or by any person who received or 
retained such property knowing or having reason to believe it to be 
stolen property. 


(4) Any offence of criminal misappropriation or of criminal breach 
of trust may be inquired into or tried by a Court within whose local 
jurisdiction the offence was committed or any part of the property which 
is the subject of the offence was received or retained, or was required 
to be returned or accounted for, by the accused person. 

(5) Any offence which includes the possession of stolen property 
may be inquired into or tried by a Court within whose local jurisdiction 
the offence was committed or the stolen property was possessed by any 
person who received or retained it knowing or having reason to believe 
it to be stolen property. 


(6) Any offence which includes cheating may, if the deception Is 
practised by means of letters or telecommunication messages, be inquired 
into cw tried by any Court within whose local jurisdiction such letters 
or messages were sent or were received; and any offence of cheating and 
dishonestly inducing delivery of property may be inquired into or tried 
by a Court within whose local jurisdiction the property was delivered 
by the person deceived or was received by the accused person. 

(7) Any offence punishable under section 494 or section 495 of the 
46 of 1860. Indian Penal Code may be Inquired into or tried by a Court within whose 

local jurisdiction the offence was committed or the offender last resided 
with his or her spouse by the first marriage. 


185. When an offence is committed whilst the person by or against Offence 
whom, or the thing in respect of which, the offence is committed Is in commlt- 
the course of performing a journey or voyage, the offence may be ted on 
Inquired into or tried by a Court through or into whose local jurisdiction iou™ey 
that person or thing passed in the course of that journey or voyage. orvoyag 
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186. Where— 

(u) the offences committed by any person are such that he may be 
charged with, and tried at one trial for, each such offence by virtue 
of the provisions of section 225, section 226 or section 227, or 

(b) the offence or offences committed by several persons are such 
that they may be charged with and tried together by virture of the 
provisions of section 229, 

the offences may be Inquired into or tried by any Court competent to 
inquire into or try any of the offences. 

187. Notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding provisions 
of this Chapter, the State Government may direct that any cases or 
class of cases committed for trial in any district may be tried in any 
sessions division; 

Provided that such direction is not repugnant to any direction 
previously issued by the High Court or the Supreme Court under the 
Constitution of India, or under this Code or any other law. 

188. Where two or more Courts have taken cognizance of the same 
offence and a question arises as to which of them ought to inquire into 
or try that offence, the question shall be decided— 

(a) if the Courts are subordinate to the same High Court, then by 
that High Court; 

(b) if the Courts are not subordinate to the same High Court, then 
by the High Court within the local limits of whose appellate criminal 
jurisdiction the proceedings were first commenced, 

and thereupon all other proceedings in respect of that offence shall be 
discontinued. 

189. (1) When a Magistrate of the first class sees reason to believe 
that any person within his local Jurisdiction has committed outside such 
jurisdiction (whether within or outside India) an offence which cannot, 
under the provisions of sections 180 to 187 (both inclusive), or any other 
law for the time being in force, be inquired into or tried within such juris¬ 
diction but is under some law for the time being in force triable in India, 
such Magistrate may inquire into the offenCe as if it had been committed 
within such local jurisdiction and compel such person in the manner 
hereinbefore provided to appear before him, and send such person to the 
Magistrate having jurisdiction to inquire into or try such offence, or, if 
such offence is bailable, take a bond with or without sureties for his 
appearance before such Magistrate. 

(2) When there are more Magistrates than one having such juris¬ 
diction and the Magistrate acting under this section cannot satisfy him¬ 
self as to the Magistrate to or before whom such person should be sent or 
bound to appear, the case shall be reported for the orders of the High 
Court. 

190. (1) When an offence Is committed outside India— 

(o) by a citizen of India, whether on the high seas or elsewhere; 
or

(2) When any offence alleged to have been committed in a territory 
outside India is being inquired into or tried under the provisions of 
sub-section (1), the Central Government may, if it thinks fit, direct that 
copies of depositions made or exhibits produced before a judicial officer 
In or for that territory or before a diplomatic or consular representative 
of India in or for that territory shall be received as evidence by the 
Court holding such inquiry or trial in any case in which such Court 
might issue a commission for taking evidence as to the matters to which 
such depositions or exhibits relate. 

CHAPTER XIV

204. (7) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Code, when any prosccu- 
offence falling under Chapter XXI of the Indian Penal Code Is alleged tionfor 
to have been committed against a person who, at the time of such com- defaiua- 
misslon, is the President of India, the Vice-President of India, the Governor 
of a State, the Administrator of a Union territory or a Minister of the dignlta-

Complaints to Magistrates 

205. A Magistrate taking cognizance of an offence on complaint shall 
examine upon oath the cdmplainant and the witnesses present, if any, 
and the substance of such examination shall be reduced to writing and 
shall be signed by the complainant and the witnesses, and also by the 
Magistrate: 

Provided that, when the complaint is made in writing, the Magistrate 
need not examine the complainant and the witnesses— 

(a) if a public servant acting or purporting to act in the discharge 
of his official duties or a Court has made the complaint; or 

(b) if the Magistrate makes over the case for inquiry or trial 
to another Magistrate under section 193: 

Provided further that if the Magistrate makes over the case to another 
Magistrate under section 193 after examining the complainant and the 
witnesses, the latter Magistrate need not re-examine them. 

206. If the complaint is made to a Magistrate who is not competent to 
take cognizance of the offence, he shall,— 

( 0 ) if the complaint Is in writing, return it for presentation to 
the proper Court with an endorsement to that effect; 

(b) if the complaint is not in writing, direct the complaihartt to 
the proper Court. 

207. (f) Any Magistrate, on receipt of a complaint of an offence which 
he is authorised to take cognizance or which has been made over to him 
under section 193, may, if he thinks fit, postpone the issue of process 
against the accused, and either inquire into the case himself or direct 
an investigation to be made by a police officer or by such other person 
as he thinks fit, for the purpose of deciding whether or not there is 
sufficient ground for proceeding:

Provided that if It appears to the Magistrate that the offence com¬ 
plained of is triable exclusively by the Court of Session, he shall call 
upon the complainant to produce all his witnesses and examine them on 
oath. 

(3) If an investigation under sub-section (1) is piade by a person not 
being a police officer, he shall have for that investigation all the powers 
conferred by this Code op an officer in charge of a police station except 
the power to arrest without warrant. 
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208. If, after considering the statements on oath (if any) of the com¬ 
plainant and of the witnesses and the result of the inquiry or investiga¬ 
tion (if any) under section 207, the Magistrate is of opinion that there 
is no sufficient ground for proceeding, he shall dismiss the complaint, and 
in every such case he shall briefly record his reasons for so doing. 

CHAPTER XVI 

Commencement of proceedings before Magistrates 

209. (1) If In the opinion of a Magistrate taking cognizance of an 
offence there is sufficient ground for proceeding, and the case appears 
to be— 

(a) a summons-case, he shaU issue his summons for the attend¬ 
ance of the accused, or 

(b) a warrant-case, he may issue a warrant, or, if he thinks fit, 
a summons, for causing the accused to be brought or to appear at a 
ceriain time befoie such Magistrate or (if he has no jurisdiction him¬ 
self) some other Magistrate having jurisdiction. 

(2) No summons or warrant shall be Issued against the accused imder 
sub-section (I) until a list of the prosecution witnesses has been filed. 

(3) In a proceeding instituted upon a complaint made in writing, every 
summons or warrant issued under sub-section (7) shall be accompanied 
by a copy of such complaint. 

(4) When by any law for the time being in force any process-fees or 
other fees are payable, no process shall be issued until the fees are paid 
and, if such fees are not paid within a reasonable time, the Magistrate 
may dismiss the complaint. 

(5) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to affect the provisions of 
section 87. 

2m. (I) Whenever a Magistrate Issues a summons, he may, if he sees 
reason so to do, dispense with the personal attendance of the accused 
and permit him to appear by his pleader, 

(2) But the Magistrate inquiring into or trying the case may, in his 
discretion, at any stage of the proceedings, direct the personal attendance 
of the accused, and, if necessary, enforce such attendance in the 
manner hereinbefore provided. 

211. (1) If, In the opinion of a Magistrate taking cognizance of a petty 
offence, the case may be summarily disposed of under section 268, the 
Magistrate may issue summons to the accused requiring him either to 
appear in person or by pleader before the Magistrate on a specified date, 
or if he desires to plead guilty to the charge without appearing before 
the Magistrate, to transmit before the specified date, by post or by 
messenger to the Magistrate, the said plea in writing and the amount of 
fine specified in the summons:

(2) For the purposes of this section, “petty offence” means any offence 
punishable only with fine not exceeding one thousand rupees, but does 
not Include any offence so punishable under the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939, 
or under any other law which provides for convicting the accused person

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Zl'it. In any case where the proceeding has been Instituted on a police 
report, the Magistrate shall without delay furnish to the accused, free of 
cost, a copy of each of the following:— 

(i) the police report; 

(ii) the first information report recorded under section 158; 

(Hi) the statements recorded under sub-section (4) of section 167 
of all persons whom the prose>cution proposes to examine as its 
witnesses, excluding therefrom any part in regard to which a request 
for such exclusion has been made by the police officer under sub¬ 
section (6) of section 176; 

(iu) the confessions and statements, if any, recorded under section 
167: 


(v) any other document or relevant extract thereof forwarded 
to the Magistrate with the police report under sub-section (5) of. 
section 176; 

Provided that the Magistrate may, after perusing any such part of 
a statement as is referred to in item (iii) and considering the 
reasons given by the police officer for the request, direct that a copy of 
that part of the statement or of such portion thereof as the Magistrate 
thinks proper, shall be furnished to the accused: 

Provided further that if the Magistrate is satisfied that any document 
referred to in item («) above is voluminous, he shall, instead of furnishing 
the accused with a copy thereof, direct that he will only be allowed to 
inspect it either personally or through pleader in Court: 

Provided also that where the police officer investigating the case 
finds it convenient to do so, he may furnish to the accused copies of all 
Or any of the documents referred to in items (i) to (v) and in that case, 
the Magistrate need not furnish copies of the documents so furnished. 

213. Where, in a case instituted on a complaint, it appears to the Magis¬ 
trate issuing process under section 209 that the offence is triable exclu¬ 
sively by the Court of Session, the Magistrate shall without delay furnish 
to the accused, free of cost, a copy of each of the following:— 

(i) the statements recorded under section 205 or section 207 of all 
persons examined by the Magistrate; 

(ii) the confessions and statements, if any, recorded under section 

167; 

(iii) any documents produced before the Magistrate on which the 
prosecution proposes to rely; 

Provided that if the Magistrate is satisfied that any sUch document is 
voluminous, he shall, instead of furnishing the accused with a copy 
thereof, direct that he will only be allowed to inspect it either personally 
or through pleader in Court. 
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214. When in a case instituted on a police report or on a complaint, the 
accused appears or is brought before the Magistrate and it appears to the 
Magistrate that the offence is triable exclusively by the Court of Session, 
he shall— 

(a) commit the case to the Court of Session; 

(b) if the accused is in custody, forward him to that Court, 
and, if he is not in custody, take bail from him for appearance before 
that Court; 

(c) send to that Court the record of the case and the documents 
and articles, if any, which are to be produced in evidence; 

(d) notify the Public Prosecutor of the commitment of the case 
to the Court of Session. 


CHAPTER XVII 
The Chahge 
A .—Form of charges 

215. (f) Every charge under this Code .shall state the offence with which 
the accused is charged. 

(2) If the law which creates the offence gives it any specific name, 
the offence may be described in the charge by that name only, 

(3) If the law which creates the offence does not give it any specific 
name, so much of the definition of the offence must be stated as to give 
the accused notice of the matter with which he is charged. 

(4) The law and section of the law against which the offence is said 
to have been committed shall be mentioned in the charge. 

(5) The fact that the charge is made is equivalent to a statement 
that every legal condition required by law to constitute the offence 
charged was fulfilled in the particular case. 

(6) The charge shall be written either in English or in the language 
of the Court. 

(7) If the accused, having been previously convicted of any offence, 
is liable, by reason of such previous conviction, to enhanced punishment, 
or to punishment of a different kind, for a subsequent offence, and it is 
intended to prove such previous conviction for the purpose of affecting 
the punishment which the Court may think fit to award for the subse¬ 
quent offence, the fact, date and place of the previous conviction shall 
be stated in the charge; and if such statement has been omitted, the Court 
may add it at any time before sentence is passed. 

Illustrations 

(a) A IS charged with the mui'der of B. This is equivalent to a statement 
that A’s act fell within the definition of murder given in sections 299 and 300 of 
the Indian Renal Code; that it did not fall within any of the general exceptions 
of the same Code; and that it did not fall within any of the five exceptions 
to section 300, or that, if it did fall within Exception 1, one or other of the three 
provisos to that exception applied to it. 
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(fa) A is charged, under section 320 of the Indian Penal Code, with voluntarily 45 of 1800. 
causing grievous hurt to B by means of an instrument for shooting. This is 
equivalent to a statement that the case was not provided for by section 336 of 
the Indian Penal Code, and that the general exceptions di;! not apply to It. 

(c) A is accused of murder, cheating, theft, extortion, adultery or criminal 
Intimidation, or using a false property-mark. The charge may state that A 
committed murder, or cheating, or theft, or extortion, or adultery, or criminal 
Intimidation, or that he used a false property-mark, without reference to the 
definitions of those crimes contained in the Indian Panel Code; but the sections 46 of 1800. 
under which the offence is punishable must, in each instance, be referred to in 
the charge. 


(d) A is charged, under section 184 of the Indian Penal Code, with inten- 40 of 1860. 
tionally obstructing a sale of property offered for sale by the lawful authority 
of a public servant. The charge should be in those words.

216. (1) The charge shall contain such particulars as to the time and 
place ol the alleged offence, and the person (if any) against whom, 
or the thing (if any) in respect of which, it was committed, as are reason¬ 
ably sufficient to give the accused notice of the matter with which he Is 
charged. 


(2) When the accused is charged with criminal breach of trust or 
dishonest misappropriation of money or other movable property, it shall 
be sufficient to specify the gross sura or, as the case may be, describe the 
movable property in respect of which the offence Is alleged to have been 
committed, and the dates between which the offence Is alleged to have 
been committed, without specifying particular items or exact dates, and 
the charge so framed shall be deemed to be a charge of one offence with¬ 
in the meaning of section 225: 


Provided that the time included between the first and last of such 
dates shall not exceed one year. 


When 
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217. When the nature of the case is such that the particulars men¬ 
tioned in sections 215 and 216 do not give the accused sufficient notice 
of the matter with which he is charged, the charge shall also contain 
such particulars of the manner in which the alleged offence was commit¬ 
ted as will be sufficient for that purpose. 

Illustrations 


(a) A is accused of the theft of a certain article at a certain time and place. 
The charge need not set out the manner in which the theft was effected. 

lb) A is accused ot cheating B at a given time and place. The charge must 
set out the manner in which A cheated B. 


(c) A is accused of giving false evidence at a given time and place. The 
charge must set out that portion of the evidence given by A which is alleged 
to be false. 

(d) A is accused of obstructing B, a public servant, in the discharge of his 
public functions at a given time and place. The charge must set out the manner 
in which A obstructed B in the discharge of his functions. 
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tel A Is accused of the murder of B at a given time and place. The charge 
need not state the manner in which A murdered B. 

(f) A is accused of disobeying a direction of the law with intent to save 
B from punishment. The charge must set out the disobedience charged and 
the law infringed. 

218. In every charge words used in describing an offence shall be 
deemed to have been used in the sense attached to them respectively 
by the law under which such offence is punishable. 


219. No error in stating either the offence or the particulars required 
to be stated in the charge, and no omission to state the offence or those 
particulars, shall be regarded at any stage of the case as material, unless 
the accused was in fact misled by such error or omission, and it has 
occasioned a failure of justice. 


Illustrations 


(a) A 13 charged under section 242 of the Indian Penal Code, with “having 
been in po.ssession of counterfeit coin, having known at the time when he became 
po.'^f^cs.sed thereof that such coin was counterfeit,’’ the word “fraudulently” being 
omitted in the charge. Unless it appears that A was in fact misled by this 
omission, the error shall not be regarded as material. 


(b) A is charged with cheating B, and the manner in which he cheated B is 
not set out In the charge, or is set out Incorrectly. A defends himself, calls 
witrie.s.ses and gives his own account of the transaction. The Court may infer 
from this that the omission to set out the manner of the cheating is not material. 


(c) A Is charged with ^cheating B, and the manner In which he cheated B 
is not set out in the charge. There were many transactions between A and B, 
and A had no means of knowing to which of them the charge referred, and 
ottered no defence. The Court may Infer from such facts that the omission to 
set out the manner of the cheating was. In the case, a material error. 


(d) A is charged with the murder of Khoda Bakah on the 21st January, 1882 
In fact, the murdered person’s name was Haider Baksh, and the date of the 
murder was the 20th January, 1882. A was never charged with any murder but 
one, and had heard the inquiry before the Magistrate, which referred exclusively 
to the case of Haidar Baksh. The Court may infer from these facts that A was 
not misled, and that the error in the charge was immaterial. 


(e) A was charged with murdering Haider Baksh on the 20th January, 1882, 
and Khoda Baksh (who tried to arrest him for that murder) on the 21st January, 
1882. When charged for the murder of Haidar Baksh, he was tried for the 
murder of Khoda Baksh, The witnesses present in his defence were witnesses 
in the case of Haidar Baksh. The Court may Infer from this that A was misieO, 
and that the error was material. 
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220. (1) Any Court may alter or add to any charge at any time before 
judgment is pronounced. 

(2) Every such alteration or addition shall be read and explained to 
the accused. 

221. (1) If the alteration or addition made under section 220 is such 
that proceeding immediately with the trial is not likely, in the opinion 
of the Court, to prejudice the accused in his defence or the prosecutor 
in the conduct of the case, the Court may, in, its discretion, after such 
alteration or addition has been made, proceed with the trial as if the 
altered or added charge had been the original charge. 

(2) If the alteration or addition is such that proceeding immediately 
with the trial Is likely, in the opinion of the Court, to prejudice the 
accused or the prosecutor as aforesaid, the Court may either direct a new 
trial or adjourn the trial for such period as may be necessary. 

222. If the offence stated in the altered or added charge is one for 
the prosecution of which previous sanction is necessary, the case shall 
not be proceeded with until such sanction is obtained, unless sanction 
has been already obtained for a prosecution on the same facts as those 
on which the altered or added charge is founded. 


223. Whenever a charge is altered or added to by the Court after 
the commencement of the trial, the prosecutor and the accused shall be 
allowed— 

(a) to recall or re-summon, and examine with reference to such 
alteration or addition, any witness who may have been examined, 
unless the Court, for reasons to be recorded in writing, considers 
that the prosecutor or the accused, as the case may be, desires to 
recall or re-examine such witness for the purpose of vexation or 
delay or for defeating the ends of justice; 

(b) also to call any further witness whom the Court may think 
to be material. 


B .—Joinder of charges 

224. For every distinct offence of which any person is accused there 
shall he a separate charge, and every such charge shall be tried separate¬ 
ly, except in the cases mentioned in sections 225, 226, 227 and 229: 

Provided that where the accused person, by an application in writing, 
so desires and the Magistrate is of opinion that such person is not likelv 
to he prejudiced thereby, the Magistrate may try together all the charges 
framed against such person. 


Illustration 

A Is accused of a theft on one occasion, and ot causing grievous hurt on 
another occasion. A must be separately charged and separately tried lor tb« 
theft and causing grievous hurt. 
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^5. (I) When a person is accused of more offences than one of the Three 
same kina committed within the space of twelve months from the first offences 
to the last of such offences, whether in respect of the same person or ^ same 
not, he may be charged with, and tried at one trial for, any number of 
them not exceeding three. year may 

be charg- 

(2) Offences are of the same kind when they are punishable with the ed loge- 
same amount of punishment under the same section of the Indian Penal ther. 
Code or of any special or local law; 


Provided that, for the purposes of this section, an offence punishable 
under section 379 of the Indian Penal Code shall be deemed to be an 
offence of the same kind as an offence punishable under section 380 of 
the said Code, and that an offence punishable under any section of the 
Indian Penal Code, or of any special or local law, shall be deemed to be 
an offence of the same kind as an attempt to commit such offence, when 
such an attempt is an offence. 

226. (1) If, in one series of acts so connected together as to form the Trial for 
same transaction, more offences than one are committed by the same 
person, he may be charged with, and tried at one trial for, every such 
offence. 


(2) When a person charged with one or more offences of criminal 
breach of trust or dishonest misappropriation of property as provided in 
sub-section (2) of section 216 or in sub-section (7) of section 225, is ac¬ 
cused of committing, for the purpose of facilitating or concealing the 
commission of that offence or those offences, one or more offences of 
falsification of accounts, he may be charged with, and tried at one trial 
for, every such offence. 

(3) If the acts alleged constitute an offence falling within two or 
more separate definitions of any law in force for the time being by 
which offences are defined or punished, the person accused of them may 
be charged with, and tried at one trial for, each of such offences. 

(4) If several acts, of which one or more than one would by itself 
or themselves constitute an offence, constitute when combined a different 
offence, the person accused of them may be charged with, and tried at 
one trial for the offence constituted by such acts when combined, and 
for any offence constituted by any one, or more, of such acts. 

(5) Nothing contained in this section shall affect section 71 of the 
Indian Penal Code. 


Illmtmtions to sub-section (I) 

(a) A rescues B, a person In lawful custody, and In so doing causes grievous 
hurt to C, a constable in whose custody B was. A may be charged with, and 
convicted of, offences under sections 225 and 333 of the Indian Penal Code. 

(b) A commits house-breaking by day with intent to cornmit adultery, and 
commits, in the house so entered, adultery with B’s wife. A may be separately 
charged with, and convicted of, offences under sections 454 and 497 of the Indian 
Penal Code. 
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tc) A entices B, the wife of C, away from C, with intent to commit adultery 
with B, and then commits adultery with her. A may be separately charged with, 
and convicted of, offences under sections 498 and 497 of the Indian Penal Code. 4a of 1860, 


Id) A has in his possession several seals, knowing them to be counterfeit and 
Intending to use them for the purpose of committing several forgeries punishable 
under section 466 of the Indian Penal Code. A may be separately charged with, 
and convicted of, the possession of each seal under section 473 of the Indian 46 of 1860. 
Penal Code. 


(e) With intent to cause injury to B, A institutes a criminal proceeding 
against him, knowing that there is no just or lawful grounds for such proceeding, 
and also falsely accuses B of having committed an offence, knowing that there 
IS no just or lawful ground for such charge. A may be separately charged with, 
and convicted of, tv o offences under section 211 of the Indian Penal Code. 45 of 1860. 


(/) A, with intent to cause Injury to B, falsely accuses him of having com¬ 
mitted an offence, knowing that there is no just or lawful ground for such charge. 
On the trial, A gives false evidence against B, intending thereby to cause B to 
be convicted of a capital offence. A may be separately charged with, and con¬ 
victed of, offences under sections 211 and 194 of the Indian Pena) Code. 


Ig) A, with six others, commits the offences of rioting, grievous hurt and 
assaulting a public servant endeavouring in the discharge of his duty as such to 
suppress the riot. A may be separately charged with, and convicted of, offences 
under sections 147, 325 and 152 of the Indian Penal Code. 


Gi) A threatens, B, C and D at the same time with injury to their persons 
with intent to cause alarm to them. A may be separately charged with, and 
convicted of, each of the three offences under section 506 of the Indian Penal 
Code, 45 of 1860. 


The separate charges referred to in Illustrations (a) to (h) respectively may 
be tried at the same time. 


IllustTations to sub-section (3j 

(t) A wrongfully strikes B with a cane. A may be separately charged with, 
and convicted of, offences under sections 352 and 323 of the Indian Penal Code. 


(j) Several stolen saks of corn are made over to A and B, who know they 
are stolen property, for the purpose of concealing them. A and B thereupon 
voluntarily assist each other to conceal the sacks at the bottom of a grain-pit. 

A and B may be separately charged with, and convicted of, offences under 
sections 411 and 414 of the Indian Penal Code. 45 of 1860. 


(Jc) A exposes her cnild with the knowledge that she is thereby likely to 
cause its death, The child dies in consequence of such exposure. A may be 
separately charged with, and convicted of, offences xmder sections 317 and 304 
of the Indian Penal Code. 45 of 1800. 
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<0 A dishonestly uses a forged document as genuine evidence, in order to 
convict B, a public servant, of an offence under section 167 of the Indian Penal 
L'odt'. A may be separately charged with, and convicted of, offences under 
sections 471 (read with section 466) and 196 of the same Code. 

Illustration to sub-section (4) 

iin) A commits robbery on B, and In doing so voluntarily cau.scs hurt to 
l.itn. A may be separately charged with, and convicted of, offences under scclions 
823, ,'192 and 394 of the Indian Penal Code. 

227. (1) If a single act or series of acts is of such a nature that it is 
doubtful which of several offences the facts which can be proved will 
constitute, the accused may be charged with having committed all or offence 
any of such offences, and any number of such charges may be tried at has been 
once; or he may be charged in the alternative with having committed 
some one of the said offences. 


(2) If in such a case the accused is charged with one offence, and 
it appears in evidence that he committed a different offence for which 
he might have been charged under the provisions of sub-section (1), 
he may be convicted of the offence which he is shown to have committed, 
although he was not charged with it. 

Illustrations 

( 0 ) A is accused of an act which may amount to theft, or receiving .stolen 
property, or criminal breach of trust or cheating. He may be charged with theft, 
receiving stolen property, criminal breach of tmst and cheating, or he may be 
charged with having committed theft, or receiving stolen property, or criminal 
breach of trust or cheating. 

(b) In the case mentioned, A is only charged with theft. It appears that he 
committed the offence of criminal breach of trust, or that of receiving stolen 
goods. He may be convicted of criminal breach of trust or of receiving stolen 
goods (as the case may be), though he was not charged ■with such offence. 


(c) A states on oath before the Magistrate that he saw B hit C with a club. 

Before the Sessions Court A states on oath that B never hit C. A may be charged 
In the alternative and convicted of intentionally giving false evidence, although 
It cannot be proved which of these contradictory statements was false. 

228. (1) When a person is charged with an offence consisting of several When 
particulars, a combination of some only of which constitutes a complete 
minor offence, and such combination is proved, but the remaining parti- included 
culars are not proved, he may be convicted of the minor offence, though offence 
he was not charged with it. charged. 


(2) When a person is charged with an offence and facts are proved 
which reduce it to a minor offence, he may be convicted of the minor 
offence, although he is not charged with it. 

(3) When a person is charged with an offence, he may be convicted 
of an attempt to commit such offence although the attempt is not 
separately charged. 
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(4) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to authorise a conviction 
of any minor offence where the conditions requisite for the initiation 
of proceedings in respect of that minor offence have not been satisfied. 

IlliLstrations 

(a) A is charged, under section 407 of the Indian Penal Code with criminal 45 of 1860. 
breach of trust in respect of property entrusted to him ns a carrier. It appears, 
that he did commit criminal breach of trust under section 406 in respect of the 
property, but that it was not entrusted to him as a carrier. He may be con¬ 
victed of criminal breach of trust under section 406. 


(b) A is charged, under section 325 of the Indian Penal Code, with causing 45 of 1860 
grievous hurt. He proves that he acted on grave and sudden provocation. He 
may be convicted under section 335 of that Code. 


229. The following persons may be charged and tried together, 
namely; — 

(a) persons accused of the same offence committed in the course 
of the same transaction; 

(d) persons accused of an offence and persons accused of 
abetment of, or attempt to commit, such offence; 

(c) persons accused of more than one offence of the same kind, 
within the meaning of section 225 committed by them jointly within 
the period of twelve months; 

(d) persons accused of, different offences committed in the 
course of the same transaction; 

(«) persons accused of an offence which includes theft, extor¬ 
tion, or criminal misappropriation, and persons accused of receiving 
or retaining, or assisting in the disposal or concealment of, property 
possession of which is alleged to have been transferred by any such 
offence committed by the first-named persons, or of abetment of or 
attempting to commit any such last-named offence; 

(f) persons accused of offences under sections 411 and 414 of 

the Indian Penal Code or either of those sections In respect of stolen 45 ^860. 

property the possession of which has been transferred by one 
offence; 

(g) persons accused of any offence under Chapter XII of the 

Indian Penal Code relating to counterfeit coin and persons accused 45 of I860, 
of any other offence under the said Chapter relating to the same 
coin, or of abetment of or attempting to commit any such offence; 
and the provisions contained in the former part of this Chapter shall, 
so far as may be, apply to all such charges: 

Provided that where a number of persons are charged with separate 
offences and such persons do not fall within any of the categories speci¬ 
fied in this section, the Magistrate may, if such persons by an application 
In writing, so desire, and if he is satisfied that such persons would not 
be prejudicially affected thereby, try all such persons together. 
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230- When a charge containing more heads than one is framed 
against the same person, and when a conviction has been had on one or 
more of them, the complainant, or the officer conducting the prosecution, 
may, with the consent of the Court, withdraw the remaining charge or 
charges, or the Court of its own accord may stay the inquiry into, or 
trial of, such charge or charges and such withdrawal shall have the effect 
of an acquittal on such charge or charges, unless the conviction be set 
aside, in which case the said Court (subject to the order of the Court 
setting aside the conviction) may proceed with the inquiry into or trial 
of the charge or charges so withdrawn. 

CHAPTER XVIII 
Trial before a Court of Session 

231. In every trial before a Court of Session the prosecution shall be 
conducted by a Public Prosecutor. 


232. When the accused appears or is brought before the Court In 
pursuance of a commitment of the case under section 214, the prosecutor 
shall open his case by describing the charge brought against the accused 
and stating by what evidence he proposes to prove the guilt of the 
accused. 

233. If, upon consideration of the record of the case and the docu¬ 
ments submitted therewith, and after hearing the submissions of the 
accused and the prosecution in this behalf, the Judge considers that 
there is not sufficient ground for proceeding against the accused, he 
shall discharge the accused and record his reasons for so doing. 

234. (1) If after such consideration and hearing as aforesaid, the 
Judge is of opinion that there is ground for presuming that the accused 
has committed an offence triable by the Court, he shall frame in writing 
a charge against the accused. 

(2) The charge shall then be read and explained to the accused, and he 
shall be asked whether he pleads guilty of the offence charged or claims 
to be tried. 

235. If the accused pleads guilty, the Judge shall record the plea and 
may, in his discretion, convict him thereon. 

236. If the accused refuses to plead, or does not plead, or claims to be 
tried or is not convicted under section 23.5. the Judge shall fix a date for 
the examination of witne'^ses, and may, on the application of the prose¬ 
cution, issue anv process for compelling the attendance of any witness 
or the production of any document or other thing. 

237. (I) On the date so fixed, the Judge shall proceed to take all 
such evidence as may be produced in support of the prosecution. 

(2) The Judge may, in his discretion, permit the cross-examination 
of any witness to be deferred xmtil any other witness or witnesses have 
been examined or recall any witness for further cross-examination. 

238. If, after taking the evidence for the prosecution, examining the 
accused and hearing the prosecution and the defence on the point, the 
Judge considers that there is no evidence that the accused committed 
the offence, the Judge shall record an order of acquittal. 
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2?!9, (I) Where the accused is not acquitted under section 238. he 
shall be called upon to enter on his defence and adduce any evidence 
he may have in support thereof. 

(2) If the accused puts in any written statement, the Judge shall 
file it with the record. 

(3) If the accused applies for the issue of any process for compelling 
the attendance of any witness or the production of any document or 
thing, the Judge shall issue such process unless he considers, for reasons 
to be recorded, that such application should be refused on the ground 
that it is made for the purpose of vexation or delay or dor defeating the 
ends of justice. 

240. When the examination of the witnesses (if any) for the defence 
is complete, the prosecutor shall sum up his case and the accused or his 
pleader shall be entitled to reply: 

Provided that where any point of law is raised by the accused or his 
pleader, the prosecution may, with the permission of the Judge, make 
hi.s submissions with regard to such point of law. 

241. (I) Thereafter, the Judge shall give a judgment in the case. 

(2) If the accused is convicted, the Judge shall, unless he proceeds 
in accordance with the provisions of section 368, hear the accused on 
the question of sentence, and then pass sentence on him according to 
law. 

242. In a case where a previous conviction Is charged under the pro¬ 
visions of sub-section (7) of section 215, and the accused does not admit 
that he has been previously convicted as alleged in the charge, the Judge 
may, after he has convicted the said accused under section 235 or sec¬ 
tion 241, take evidence in respect of the alleged previous conviction, and 
shall record a finding thereon: 

Provided that no such charge shall be read out by the Judge nor shall 
the accused be asked to plead thereto nor shall the previous conviction 
be referred to by the prosecution or in any evidence adduced by it, unless 
and until the accused has been convicted under section 235 or section 241. 

243. (1) A Court of Session taking cognizance of an offence under 
sub-section (7) of section 204 shall try the case under this Chapter as 
If it had been committed to it by a Magistrate taking cognizance of the 
offence upon a complaint: 

Provided that the person against whom the offence is alleged to have 
been committed shall, unless the Court, for reasons to be recor.ded, 
otherwise directs, be examined as a witness for the prosecution. 

(2) Every trial under this section shall be held in camera if either 
party thereto so desires or If the Court so thinks fit to do. 

(3) If, In any such case, the Court discharges or acquits all or any 
of the accused and is of opinion that there was no reasonable cause for 
making the accusation against them or any of them, it may, by its order 
of discharge or acquittal, direct the person against whom the offence 
was alleged to have been committed (other than the President, Vice- 
President or the Governor of a State or the Administrator of a Union 
territory) to show cause why he should not pay compensation to such 
accused or to each or any of such accused, when there are more than one. 

(4) The Court shall record and consider any cause which may be 
shown by the person so directed, and if It is satisfied that there was no 
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reasonable cause lor making the accusation, it may, for reasons to be 
recorded, make an order that compensation to such amount not exceeding 
one thousand rupees, as it may determine, be paid by such person to the 
accused or to each or any of them. 

(5) All compensation awarded under sub-section (4) shall be re¬ 
covered as if it were a fine. 

( 6 ) No person who has been directed to pay compensation under 
sub-section (4) shall, by reason of such order, be exempted from an^ 
civil or criminal liabdity In respect of the complaint made under this 
section: 

Provided that any amount paid to an accused person under this 
section shall be taken into account in awarding compensation to sucn 
person in any subsequent civil suit relating to the same matter. 

(7) The person who has been ordered under sub-section (4) to pay 
compensation may, in so far as the order relates to the payment of com¬ 
pensation, appeal from the order to the High Court. 

( 8 ) When an order for payment of compensation to an accused 
person is made, the compensation shall not be pald-lo him before the 
period allowed for the presentation of the appeal has elapsed, or, if an 
appeal is presented, before the appeal has been decided. 

CHAPTER XIX 

Trial of warrant-cases by Magistrates 
A —Cases instituted upon a police repor 

244. When, in any warrant-case instituted on a poUce report, me coenpU- 
accused appears or is brought before a Magistral# at the commence- ancewltn 
ment of the trial, the Magistrate shall satisfy himself that he has complied section 
with the provisions of section 212. 

245. If, upon considering the police report and the documents sent 'v^hen 
with it under section 176 and makin g such examination, if any, of the accused 
accused as the Magistrate thinks necessary and after giving the prose- 
cution and the accused an opportunity of being heard, the Magistrate 
considers the charge against the accused to be groundless, he shall dis¬ 
charge the accused, and record his reasons for so doing. 

246. (f) If, upon such consideration, examination, if any, and hear- seaming 
ing, the Magistrate is of opinion that there is ground for presuming oi charge, 
that the accused has committed an oSence triable imder this Chapter, 

which such Magistrate is competent to try and which, in his opinion, 
could be adequately punished by him, he shall frame in writing a charge 
against the accused. 

(2) The charge shall then be read and explained to the accused, and 
he shall be asked whether he pleads guilty of the offence charged or 
claims to be tried. 

247. If the accused pleads guilty, the Magistrate shall recora uio Convlc- 

plea and may, in his discretion, convict him thereon. tlonon 

plea of 
guilty. 

248. (1) If the accused refuses to plead or does not plead, or claims Evidence 
to be tried or the Magistrate does not convict the accused under section for prose- 
247, the Magistrate shall fix a date for the examination of witnesses. cution. 

( 2 ) The Magistrate may, on the application of the prosecution, issue 
a summons to any of its witnesses directing him to attend or to produce 
any document or other thing. 
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(3) On the date so fixed, the Magistrate shall proceed to take all 
such evidence as may be produced in support of the prosecution: 

Provided that the Magistrate may permit the cross-examination of 
any witness to-be deferred until any other witness or witnesses have 
been examined or recall any witness for further cross-examination. 

249. (1) The accused shall then be called upon to enter upon his def¬ 
ence and produce his evidence; and if the accused puts in any written 
statement, the Magistrate shall file it with the record. 

(2) If the accused, after he has entered upon his defence, applies 
to the Magistrate to issue any process for compelling the attendance of 
any witness for the purpose of examination or cross-examination, or the 
production of any document or other thing, the Magistrate shall issue 
such process unless he considers that such application should be refused 
on the ground that it is made for the purpose of vexation or delay or for 
defeating the ends of justice and such ground shall be recorded by him 
in writing: 

Provided that, when the accused has cross-examined or had the 
opportunity of cross-examining any witness before entering on his def¬ 
ence, the attendance of such witness shall not be compelled under tills 
section, unless the Magistrate is satisfied that it is necessary for the 
purposes of justice. 

(3) The Magistrate may, before summoning any witness on such 
application under sub-section (2), require that his reasonable expenses 
incurred in attending for the purposes of the trial be deposited in Court. 

B .—Cases instituted otherwise than on police report 

250. (1) When, in any warrant-case instituted otherwise than on a 
police report, the accused appears or is brought before a Magistrate, the 
Magistrate shall proceed to hear the prosecution and take all such evi¬ 
dence as may be produced in support of the prosecution. 

(2) The Magistrate may, on the application of the prosecution, issue 
a summons to any of its witnesses directing him to attend or to produce 
any document or other thing. 

251. (I) If, upon taking all the evidence referred to in section 250, 
the Magistrate considers, for reasons to be recorded, that no case against 
the accused has been made out which, if unrebutted, would warrant his 
conviction, the Magistrate shall discharge him. 

(2) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to preveut a Magistrate 
from discharging the accused at any previous stage of the case if, for 
reasons to be recorded by such Magistrate, he considers the charge to 
be groundless. 

252. (1) If, when such evidence has been taken, or at any previous 
stage of the case, the Magistrate is of opinion that there is ground for 
presuming that the accused has committed an offence triable under this 
Chapter, which such Magistrate is competent to try and which, in his 
opinion, could be adequately punished by him, he shall frame in writing 
a charge against the accused. 
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(2) The charge shall then be read and explained to the accused, and 
he shall be asked whether he pleads guilty or has any defence to make. 

263. 11 the accused pleads guilty, the Magistrate shall record the plea, 
and may, in his discretion, convict him thereon. 

254. (1) If the accused refuses to plead, or does not plead or claims 
to be tried or if the accused is not convicted under section 253, he shall 
be required to state, at the commencement of the next hearing of the 
case, or. If the Magistrate for reasons to be recorded in writing so thinks 
fit, forthwith, whether he wishes to cross-examine any, and, if so, which 
of the witnesses for the prosecution whose evidence has been taken. 

(2) If he says he does so wish, the witnesses named by him shall be 
recalled and, after cross-examination and re-examination (If any), they 
shall be discharged. 

(3) The evidence of any remaining witnesses for the prosecution 
shall next be taken, and, after cross-examination and re-examlnation 
(if any), they also shall be discharged. 

255. The accused shall then be called upon to enter upon his defence 
and produce his evidence; and the provisions of section 249 shall apply 
to the case. 

C.—Conclusion of trial 

256. (2) If, in any case under this Chapter in which a charge has 
been framed, the Magistrate finds the accused not guilty, he shall record 
an order of acquittal. 

(2) Where, in any case under this Chapter, the Magistrate finds the 
accused guilty, but does not proceed in accordance with the provisions 
of section 332 or section 368, he shall, after hearing the accused on the 
question of sentence, pass sentence upon him according to law. 

(3) Where, in any case under this Chapter, a previous conviction is 
charged under the provisions of sub-section (7) of section 215 and the 
accused does not admit that he has been previously convicted as alleged 
in the charge, the Magistrate may, after he has convicted the said ac¬ 
cused, take evidence in respect of the alleged previous conviction, and 
shall record a finding “thereon: 

Provided that no such charge shall be read out by the Magistrate nor 
shall the accused be asked to plead thereto nor shall the previous con¬ 
viction be referred to by the prosecution or in any evidence adduced by 
it, unless and vmtil the accused has been convicted under sub-section (2). 

257. When the proceedings have been instituted upon complaint, and 
upon any day fixed for the hearing of the case the complainant is absent, 
and the offence may be lawfully compounded or is not a cognizable, 
offence, the Magistrate may, in his discretion, notwithstanding anything 
hereinbefore contained, at any time before the charge has been framed, 
discharge the accused. 

258. (I) If, in any case instituted upon complaint or upon informa¬ 
tion given to a police officer or to a Magistrate, one or more persons is 
or are accused before a Magistrate of any offence triable by a Magistrate, 
and the Magistrate by whom the case is heard discharges or acquits all or 
any of the accused, and is of opinion that there was no reasonable ground 
for making the accusation against them or any of them, the Magistrate 
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may, by his order of discharge or acquittal, if the person upon whose 
complaint or Information the accusation was made is present, call upon 
him forthwith to show cause why he should not pay compensation to 
such accused or to each or any of such accused when there are more than 
one; or, if such person is not present, direct the issue of a summons to 
him to appear and show cause as aforesaid. 

(2) The Magistrate shall record and consider any cause which such 
complainant or Informant may show, and if he is satisfied that there 
was no reasonable ground for making the accusation, may, for reasons 
to be recorded, make an order that compensation to such amount not 
exceeding the amount of fine he Is empowered to impose, as he may 
determine, be paid by such complainant or informant to the accused or 
to each or any of them. 

(3) The Magistrate may, by the order directing payment of the com¬ 
pensation under sub-section (2), further order that, in default of pay¬ 
ment, the person ordered to pay such compensation shall undergo simple 
Imprisonment for a period not exceeding thirty days. 

(4) When any person is Imprisoned under sub-section (3), the provi¬ 
sions of sections 68 and 69 of the Indian Penal Code shall, so far as may 45 of I860, 
be, apply. 

(5) No person who has been directed to pay compensation under 
this section shall, by reason of such order, be exempted from any civil 
or criminal liability in respect of the complaint made or information 
given by him: 

Provided that any amount paid to an accused person under this 
section shall be taken into account in awarding compensation to such 
person in any subsequent civil suit relating to the same matter. 

(6) A complainant or informant who has been ordered under sub¬ 
section (2) by a Magistrate of the second class to pay compensation 
exceeding one hundred rupees, may appeal from the order, as if such com¬ 
plainant or informant had been convicted on a trial held by such 
Magistrate. 

(7) When an order for payment of -compensation to an accused per¬ 
son is made in a case which is subject to appeal* under sub-section (6), 
the compensation shall not be paid to him before the period allowed for 
the presentation of the appeal has elapsed, or, if an appeal is presented, 
before the appeal has been decided; and where such order is made in a 
case which is not so subject to appeal the compensation shall not be paid 
before the expiration of one month from the date of the order. 

(8) The provisions of this section apply to summons-cases as well as 
to warrant-cases. 


CHAPTER XX 

Trial of summons-cases by Magistrates 

259. When in a summons-case the accused appears or is brought 
before the Magistrate, the particulars of the offence of which he is ac¬ 
cused shall be stated to him, and he shall be asked whether he pleads 
guilty or has any defence to make, but it shall not be necessary to frame 
a formal charge. 
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260. If the accused pleads guilty, the Magistrate shall record the plea 
as nearly as possible in the words used by the accused and may, In his 
discretion, convict him thereon. 

261. (I) Where a summons has been Issued under section 211 and 
the accused desires to plead guilty to the charge without appearing 
before the Magistrate, he shall transmit to the Magistrate, by post or by 
messenger, a letter containing his plea and also the amount of fine speci¬ 
fied In the summons. 

(2) The Magistrate may thereupon convict the accused In his ab¬ 
sence on his plea of guilty and sentence him to pay the fine specified 
in the summons, and the amount transmitted by the accused shall be 
adjusted towards that fine. 

262. (I) If the Magistrate does not convict the accused under sec¬ 
tion 260 or section 261, the Magistrate shall proceed to hear the prose¬ 
cution and take all such evidence as may be produced in support of the 
prosecution, and also to hear the accused and take all such evidence as 
he produces In his defence. 

(2) The Magistrate may, if he thinks fit, on the application of the 
prosecution or the accused, issue a summons to any witness directing 
him to attend or to produce any document or other thing. 

(3) The Magistrate may, before summoning any witness on such 
application, require that his reasonable expenses Incurred in attending 
for the purposes of the trial be deposited In Court. 

263. (1) If the Magistrate, upon taking the evidence referred to In 
section 262 and such further evidence, If any, as he may, of hls own 
motion, cause to be produced, finds the accused not guilty, he shall record 
an order of acquittal. 

(2) Where the Magistrate does not proceed in accordance with the 
provisions of section 332 or section 366, he shall, if he finds the accused 
guilty, pass sentence upon him according to law. 

264. A Magistrate may, under section 260 or section 263, convict the 
accused of any offence triable under this Chapter, which from the facts 
admitted or proved he appears to have committed, whatever may be 
the nature of the complaint or summons, if the Magistrate is satisfied 
that the accused would not be prejudiced thereby. 

265. (I) If the summons has been issued on complaint, and upon the 
day appointed for the appearance of the accused, or any day subsequent 
thereto to which the hearing may be adjourned, the complainant does 
not appear, the Magistrate shall, notwithstanding anything hereinbefore 
contained, acquit the accused, unless for some reason he thinks It pro¬ 
per to adjourn the hearing of the case to some other day: 

Provided that where the complainant Is represented by a pleader 
or by the officer conducting the prosecution or where the Magistrate Is 
of opinion that the personal attendance of the complainant is not neces¬ 
sary, the Magistrate may dispense with his attendance and proceed with 
the case. 
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(2) The provisions of sub-section (7) shall, so far as may be; apply 
also to cases where the non-appearance of the complainant is due to 
his death. 

266. If a complainant, at any time before a final order is passed in 
any case under this Chapter, satisfies the Magistrate that there are suffi¬ 
cient grounds for permitting him to withdraw his complaint against the 
accused, or if there be more than one accused, against all or any of 
them, the Magistrate may permit him to withdraw the same, and shall 
thereupon acquit the accused against whom the complaint is so 
withdrawn. 

267. In any summons-case instituted otherwise than upon complaint, 
a Magistrate of the first class or, with the previous sanction of the Chief 
Judicial Magistrate, any other Judicial Magistrate, may, for reasons to 
be recorded by him, stop the proceedings at any stage without pro¬ 
nouncing any judgment either of acquittal or conviction, and may there¬ 
upon release the accused. 


CHAPTER XXI 
Summary trials 

268. (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Code— 

(a) any Chief Judicial Magistrate; 

(b) any Metropolitan Magistrate; 

(c) any Magistrate of the first class specially empowered in this 
behalf by the High Court: 

(d) any Bench of Magistrates invested with the powers of a 
Magistrate of the first class and specially empowered in this behalf 
by the High Court, 

may, if he or they think fit, try in a summary way all or any of the 
following offences; — 

(a) offences not punishable with death, Imprisonment for life 
or imprisonment for a term exceeding one year; 

(b) theft, under section 379, section 380 or section 381 of the 

Indian Penal Code, where the value of the property stolen does not 45 of 1860, 
exceed two hundred rupees; 

(c) dishonest misappropriation of property, under section 403 

cf the Indian Penal Code, where the value of the property riisappro- 45 of 1860, 
printed does ot exceed two hundred rupees; 

(d) receiving or retaining stolen property, under section 411 of 
the Indian Penal Code, where the value of the property does not 
exceed two hundred rupees; 

(c) assisting in the concealment or disposal of stolen property, 
under section 414 of the Indian Penal Code, where the value of such 46 of 1860. 
property does not exceed two hundred rupees; 

(f) mischief, under section 427 of the Indian Penal Code; 45 of 1860. 

(g) offences under sections 451, 453, 454 and 456 of the Indian 
Penal Code; 


40 of 1860. 
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(h) insult with intent to provoke a breach of the peace, under 
section 604, and criminal intimidation, under section 506 of the 
Indian Penal Code; 

(i) abetment of any of the foregoing offences; 

(j) an attempt to commit any of the foregoing offences, when 
such attempt is an offence; 

(k) any offence constituted by an act in respect of which a com¬ 
plaint may be made under section 20 of the Cattle-trespass Act, 1871. 

(2) When in the course of a summary trial it appears to the Magis¬ 
trate or Bench that the nature of the case is such that it is undesirable 
to try it summarily, the Magistrate or Bench shall recall any witnesses 
who may have been examined and proceed to re hear the case in the man¬ 
ner provided by this Code. 

269. The High Court may confer on any Bench of Magistrates invest¬ 
ed with the powers of a Magistrate of the second class power to try 
summarily all or any of the following offences, namely: — 

(a) offences against sections 277, 278, 279, 285, 286, 289, 290, 292, 
293, 294, 323, 334, 336, 341, 352, 358, 426, 447 and 504 of the Indian 
Penal Code; 

(b) offences against Mimiclpal Acts and the conservancy clauses 
of Police Acts which are punishable only with fine or with imprison¬ 
ment for a term not exceeding one month with or without fine; 

(c) abetment of any of the foregoing offences; 

(d) an attempt to commit any of the foregoing offences, when 
such attempt is an offence. 

270. (/) In trials under this Chapter, the procedure specified in this 
Code for the trial of summons-case shall be followed except as herein¬ 
after mentioned. 

(2) No sentence of Imprisonment for a term exceeding six months 
shall be passed in the case of any conviction under this Chapter. 


271. In every case tried summarily, the Magistrate or Bench of 
Magistrates shall enter, in such form as the State Government may 
direct, the following particulars, namely: — 

(a) the serial number of the case; 

(b) the date of the commission of the offence; 

(c) the date of the report or complaint; 

(d) the name of the complainant (if any); 

(e) the name, parentage and residence of the accused; 

(f) the offence complained of and the offence (if any) proved, 
and in cases coming under clause (b), (c), (d) or (e) of sub-section 
(1) of section 268, the value of the property in respect of which the 
offence has been committed; 

(ff) the plea of the accused and his examination (if any); 
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(h) the finding; 

(i) the sentence or other final order;. 

(j) the date on which proceedings tennlnated; 

and when the accused does not plead guilty, the Magistrate or Bench 
shall also record the substance of the evidence and a judgment contain¬ 
ing a brief statement of the reasons for the finding. 

272. (1) Every such record and judgment shall be written either in 
English or in the language of the Court. 

(2) The Chief Judicial Magistrate may authorise any Bench of 
Magistrates empowered to try offences summarily to prepare the afore¬ 
said record or judgment or both by means of an officer appointed In this 
behalf by the Chief Judicial Magistrate, and the record or judgment so 
prepared shall be signed by each member of the Bench taking part in 
the proceedings. 

(3) If no such authorisation be given, the record prepared by a 
member of the Bench and signed as aforesaid shall be the proper record. 

(4) If the Bench differ in opinion, any dissentient member may write 
a separate judgment. 


CHAPTER XXII 

Attendance of persons confined or detained in prisons 

273. In this Chapter,— 

(a) “detained" includes detained under any law providing for 
preventive detention; 

(b) “prison” Includes,— 

(i) any place which has been declared by the State Govern¬ 
ment, by general or special order, to be a subsidiary jail; 

(ii) any reformatory, Borstal institution or other institution 

of a like nature. 

274. (1) Whenever, in the course of an inquiry, trial or other pro¬ 
ceeding under this Code, it appears to a Criminal Court,— 

(a) that a person confined or detained in a prison should be 
brought before the Court for answering to a charge of an offence, or 

(b) that it is necessary for the ends of justice to examine such 
person as a witness, 

the Court may make an order requiring the officer in charge of the pri¬ 
son to produce such person before the Court for answering to the charge 
or, as the case may be, for giving evidence. 

(2) Where an order under sub-section (1) is made by a Magistrate 
of the second class, it shall not be forwarded to, or acted upon by, the 
officer in charge of the prison unless it is countersigned by the Chief 
Judicial Magistrate to whom such Magistrate is subordinate. 

(3) Every order submitted for countersigning imder sub-section (2) 
Rhnll be accompanied by a statement of the facts which, in the opinion 
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of the Magistrate, render the order necessary, and the Chief Judicial 
Magistrate to whom it is submitted may, after considering such state¬ 
ment, decline to countersign the order. 

275, (1) The State Government may, at any time, having re,gard to 
the matters specified in sub-section ( 2 ), by general or special order, 
direct that any person or class of persons shall not be removed from 
the prison in which he or they may be confined or detained, and there¬ 
upon, so long as the order remains in force, no order made under section 
274, whether before or after the order of the State Government, shall 
have effect in respect of such person or class of persons. 

(2) Before making an order under sub-section (i), the State Gov¬ 
ernment shall have regard to the following matters, namely: — 

(a) the nature of the offence for which, or the grounds on which, 
the person or class of persons has been ordered to be confined or 
detained in prison; 

(b) the likelihood of the disturbance of public order if the 
person or class of persons is allowed to be removed from the prison; 

(c) the public interest, generally. 

276. Where the person in respect of whom an order is made under 
section 274— 

(a) is by reason of sickness or infirmity unfit to be removed 
from the prison; or 

(b) is under committal for trial or under remand pending trial 
or pending a preliminary investigation; or 

(c) is in custody for a period which would expire before the 
expiration of the time required for complying with the order and 
for taking him back to the prison in which he is confined or detained; 
or 


(d) is a person to whom an order made by the State Govern¬ 
ment rmder section 275 applies, 

the officer in charge of the prison shall abstain from carrying out the 
Court’s order and shall send to the Court a statement of reasons for so 
abstaining: 

Provided that where the attendance of such person is required for 
giving evidence at a place not more than twenty-five kilometres distant 
from the prison, the officer in charge of the prison shall not so abstain 
for the reason mentioned in clause (b). 

277. Subject to the provisions of section 276, the officer in charge of 
the prison shall, upon delivery of an order made imder sub-section (f) 
of section 274 and duly countersigned, where necessary, under sub¬ 
section ( 2 ) thereof, cause the person named in the order to be taken to 
the Court in which his attendance is required, so as to be present there 
at the time mentioned in the order, and shall cause him to be kept in 
custody in or near the Court until he has been examined or until the 
Court authorises him to be taken back to the prison in which he was 
confined or detained. 
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378. The provisions of this Chapter shall be without prejudice to the 
pow'cr of the Court to issue under section 291 a commission for the 
examination, as a witness, of any person confined or detained in a prison,- 
and the provisions of Part B of Chapter XXIII shall apply in relation 
to the examination on commission of any such person in the prison as 
they apply in relation to the examination on commission of any other 
person. 

CHAPTER XXIII 
Evidence in inquiries and trials 
A.—Mode of taking and recording evidence 

279. The State Government may determine what, for purposes of this 
Code, shall be the language of each Court within the State other tlmii 
a High Court. 

280. Except as otherwise expressly provided, all evidence taken in 
the course oi the trial, shall be taken in the presence of the accused, or, 
when his personai attendance is dispensed with, in the presence of his 
pleader. 

381. {!) In all summons-cases tried before a Magistrate, in all in¬ 
quiries under sections 146 to 150 (both inclusive), and in all proceedings 
under section 455 otherwise than in the course of a Mai, the Magistrate 
shall, as the examination of each witness proceeds, make a memorandum 
of the substance of his evidence in the language of the Court or in 
English; 

Provided that if the Magistrate is unable to make such memorandum 
himsell, he shall, after recording the reason of his inability, cause such 
memorandum to be made in writing or from his dictation in open Court. 

(2) Such memorandum shall be signed by the Magistrate and shall 
form part of the record. 

282. (2) In all warrant-cases tried before a Magistrate the evidence 
of each witness shall, as his examination proceeds, be taken down in 
writing either by the Magistrate himself or, under his direction and 
superintendence, by an officer of the Court appointed by him in this 
behalf. 

(2) Such evidence shall ordinarily be taken down in the form of a 
narrative; but the Magistrate may, in his discretion take down, or cause 
to be taken down, any part of such evidence in the form of question and 
answer. 

(3) The evidence so taken down shall be signed by the Magistrate 
and shall form part of the record. 

289. (1) In all trials before a Court of Session, the evidence of each 
witness shall, as his examination proceeds, be taken down in writing 
eitlier by the presiding Judge himself or, under his direction and superin¬ 
tendence, by an officer of the Court appointed by him in this behalf. 

1 2) Such evidence shall ordinarily be taken down in the form ot 
question and answer; but the presiding Judge may, in his discretion, 
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take down or cause to be taken down, the whole or any part of such 
evidence in the form of a narrative. 

(5) The evidence so taken down shall be signed by the presiding 
Judge and shall form part of the record. 

284. In every case where evidence is taken down under section 282 
or section 283— 

(tt) if the witness gives evidence in the language of the Court, 
it shall be taken down in that language; 

(b) if he gives evidence in any other language, it may, if prac¬ 
ticable, be taken down in that language, and if it is not practicable 
to do so, a true translation of the evidence in the language of the 
Court shall be prepared as the examination of the witness pro¬ 
ceeds, signed by the Magistrate or presiding Judge, and shall form 
part of the record; 

(c) where under clause (b) evidence is taken down in a lan¬ 
guage other than the language of the Court, a true translation 
thereof in the language of the Court .shall be prepared as soon as 
practicable, signed by the Magistrate or presiding Judge and shall 
form part of the record: 

Provided that when under clause (b) evidence is taken down in Eng¬ 
lish and a translation thereof in the language of the Court is not reouired 
by any of the parties, the Court may dispense with such translation. 

285. (1) As the evidence of each witness taken under section 282 or Proce- 
section 283 is completed, it shall be read over to him in the presence of 

the accused, if in attendance, or of his pleader, if he appears by pleader, 
and shall, if necessary, be corrected. dence 

when com- 

(2) If the witness denies the correctness of any part of the evidence pleted. 
when the same Is read over to him, the Magistrate or presiding Judge 
may, instead of correcting the evidence, make a memorandum thereon 
of the objection made to it by the witness and shall add such remarks 
as he thinks necessary. 

(5) If the record of the evidence is in a language different from that 
in which it has been given and the witness does not understand that 
language, the record shall be interpreted to him In the language in which 
it was given, or in a language which he understands. 

286. (I) Whenever any evidence is given in a language not under¬ 
stood by the accused, and he is present in person, it shall be interpreted 
to him in open Court in a language understood by him. 

(2) If he appears by pleader and the evidence is given in a language 
other than the language of the Court, and not understood by the pleader, 
it shall be interpreted to such pleader in that language. 

(3) When documents are put for the purpose of formal proof, it shall 
be in the discretion of the Court to interpret as much thereof as appears 
necessary. 
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287. When a presiding Judge or Magistrate has recorded the evidence 
of a witness, he shall also record such remarks (If any) as he thinks 
material respecting the demeanour of such witness whilst under 
examination, 

288. (1) Whenever the accused is examined by a Metropolitan Magis¬ 
trate, the Magistrate shall make a memorandum of the substance of the 
examination of the accused In the language of the Court or in English 
and such memorandum shall be signed by the Magistrate and shall form 
part of the record. 

(2) Whenever the accused is examined by any Magistrate other 
than a Metropolitan Magistrate, or by a Court of Session, the whole of 
such examination, including every question put to him and every answer 
given by him, shall be recorded in full either by the Magistrate himself 
or under his direction and superintendence by an officer of the Court 
appointed by him in this behalf. 

(3) The record shall, if practicable, be in the language in which the 
accused is examined or, if that is not practicable, In the language of the 
Court. 

(4) The record shall be shown or read to the accused, or. If he does 
not understand the language in which it Is written, shall be interpreted 
to him in a language which he understands, and he shall be at liberty 
to explain or add to his answers. 

(5) It shall thereafter be signed by the accused and by the Magis¬ 
trate or presiding Judge, who shall certify under his own hand that the 
examination was taken in his presence and hearing and that the record 
contains a full and true account of the statement made by the accused. 

(6) Nothing In this section shall be deemed to apply to the exami¬ 
nation of an accused person in the course of a summary trial. 

289. When the services of an Interpreter are required by any Criminal 
Court for the interpretation of any evidence or statement, he shall be 
bound to state the true interpretation of such evidence or statement. 

290. Every High Court may, by general rule, prescribe the manner 
in which the evidence of witnesses and the examination of the accused 
shall be taken down in cases coming before it; and such evidence and 
examination shall be taken down in accordance with such rule. 

B .—Commissions ■for the examination of witnesses 

291. (1) Whenever, In the course of any inquiry, trial or other pro¬ 
ceeding under this Code, it appears to a Court that the examination of a 
witness Is necessary for the ends of justice, and that the attendance of 
such witness cannot be procured without an amount of delay, expense ot 
Inconvenience which, under the circumstances of the case, would be 
unreasonable, the Court may dispense with such attendance and may 
issue a commission for the examination of the vdtness in accordance v.dth 
the provisions of this Chapter: 

Provided that where the examination of the President or the Vice- 
President of India, or the Governor of a State as a witness Is necessary 
for the ends of justice, a commission shall be Issued for the examination 
of such a witness. 
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(2) The Court may, when Issuing a commission for the examination 
of a witness for the prosecution, direct that such amount as the Court 
considers reasonable to meet the expenses of the accused, including the 
pleader’s fees, he paid by the prosecution. 

292. (1) If the witness Is within the territories to which this Code 
extends, the commission shall be directed to the Chief Metropolitan 
Magistrate or Chief Judicial Magistrate, as the case may be, within whose 
local jurisdiction the witness is to be found. 

(2) If the witness is in India, but In a State or area to which this Code 
does not extend, the commission sh.all be directed to such Court or officer 
as the Central Government may, by notification, specify in this behalf. 

(3) If the witness is in a country or place outside India and arrange¬ 
ments have been made by the Central Government with the Government 
of such country or place for taking the evidence of witnesses in relation 
to criminal matters, the commission shall be issued in such form, directed 
to such Court or officer, and sent to such authority for transmission, as 
the Central Government may, by notification, prescribe in this behalf. 


293. Upon receipt of the commission, the Chief Metropolitan Magistrate 
or Chief Judicial Magistrate, or such Metropolitan or Judicial 
Magistrate as he may appoint in this behalf, shall summon the witness 
before him or proceed to the place where the witness is, and shall take 
down his evidence in the same manner, and may for this purpose exercise 
the same powers, as in trials of warrant-cases under this Code. 

294. (/) The parties to any proceeding under this Code in which a 
commission is issued may respectively forward any interrogatories in 
writing which the Court or Magistrate directing the commission may 
think relevant to the issue, and it shall be lawful for the Magistrate, 
Court or officer to whom the commission is directed, or to whom the duty 
of executing it is delegated, to examine the witness upon such interro¬ 
gatories. 

(2) Any such party may appear before such Magistrate, Court or 
officer by pleader, or if not In custody, in person, and may examine, 
cross-examine and re-examine (as the case may be) the said witness. 

295. (I) After any commission issued under section 291 has been duly 
executed, it shall be returned, together with the deposition of the "witness 
examined thereunder, to the Court or Magistrate issuing the commission; 
and the commission, the return thereto and the deposition shall be open 
at all reasonable times to inspection of the parties, and may, subject to 
all just exceptions, be read in evidence in the case by either party, and 
shall form part of the record. 

(2) Any deposition so taken, if it satisfies the conditions prescribed by 
section 33 of the Indian Evidence Act, 1872, may also be received in 
evidence at any subsequent stage of the case before another Court. 

296. In every case in which a commission is issued under section 291, 
the inquiry, trial or other proceeding mav be adjourned for a specified 
time reasonably sufficient for the execution and return of the commission. 
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297. (1) The provisions of section 293 and so much of section 294 and 
section 295 as relate to the execution of a commission and its return shall 
apply in respect of commissions issued by any of the Courts, Judges or 
Magistrates hereinafter mentioned as they apply to commissions Issued 
under section 291. 

(2) The Courts. Judges and Magistrates referred to in sub-section (J) 

are— 


(a) any such Court, Judge or Magistrate exercising jurisdiction 
within an area in India to which this Code does not extend, as the 
Central Government may, by notification, specify in this behalf; 


(b) any Court, Judge or Magistrate exercising jurisdiction in 
any such country or place outside India as the Central Government 
may, by notification, specify in this behalf, and having authority, 
under the law in force in that country or place, to issue commissions 
for the examination of witnesses in relation to criminal matters. 


298. (I) The deposition of a civil surgeon or other medical witness, taken 
and attested by a Magistrate in the presence of the accused, or taken on 
commission under this Chapter, may be given in evidence in any Inquiry, 
trial or other proceeding under this Code, although the deponent is not 
called as a witness.

(3) Without prejudice to the provisions of sections 123 and 124 of the 
Indian Evidence Act, 1872, no such officer shall, except with the per¬ 
mission of the Master of the Mint or the India Security Press or the Con¬ 
troller of Stamps and Stationery, as the case may be, be permitted— 

(a) to give any evidence derived from any unpublished official 
records on which the report is based; or 

(b) to disclose the nature or particulars of any test applied by 
him in the course of the examination of the matter or thing.

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300, (i) Any document purporting to be a report under the hand of a 
Government scientific expert to whom this section applies, upon any 
matter or thing duly submitted to him for examination or analysis and 
report in the course of any proceeding under this Code, may be used

(2) The Court may, if it thinks fit, summon and examine any such 
expert as to the subject-matter of his report. 

(3) Where any such expert is summoned by a Court and he is imable 
to attend personally, he may, unless the Court has expressly directed him 
to appear personally, depute any responsible officer working with him to 
'attend the Court, if such officer is conversant with the facts of the 
case and can satisfactorily depose m Court on his behalf. 

(4) This section applies to the following Government scientific experts, 
namely:— 

(a) any Chemical Examiner or Assistant Chemical Examiner to 
Government; 

(b) the Chief Inspector of Explosives; 

(c) the Director of the Einger Print Bureau;

801. Any document of a formal character may, subject to all just ex¬ 
ceptions and unless its genuineness is disputed, be read in the evidence in 
any inquiry, trial or other proceeding under this Code, without proof of 
the signature of the person by whom it purports to be signed;

303. (1) The evidence of any person whose evidence is of a formal 
character may be given by affidavit and may, subject to all just exceptions, 
be read in evidence in any inquiry, trial or other proceeding xmder this 
Code. 

(2) The Court may, if it thinks fit, and shall, on the application of the 
prosecution or the accused, summon and examine any such person as to 
the facts contained in his affidavit. 
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304. (i) Affidavits to be used before any Court under this Code may 
be sworn or affirmed before— 

(a) any Judge or Magistrate; or 

(b) any Commissioner of Oaths appointed by a High Court; or 


(c) any notary appointed under the Notaries Act, 1952.

(2) Affidavits shall be confined to, and shall state separately, such 
facts as the deponent is able to prove from his own knowledge and such 
facts as he has reasonable ground to believe to be true, and in the latter 
case, the deponent shall clearly state the grounds of such belief. 

(3) The Court may order any scandalous and irrelevant matter in the 
affidavit to be struck out or amended. 

Previous 305. In any inquiry, trial or other proceeding rmder this Code, a 

conviction previous conviction or acquittal may be proved, in addition to any other 
talhow^^' provided by any law for the time being in force,— 

proved. 

(a) by an extract certified under the hand of the officer, having 
the custody of the records of the Court in which such conviction or 
acquittal was held, to be a copy of the sentence or order, or 

(b) in case of a conviction, either by a certificate signed by the

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CHAPTER XXIV 

General provisions as to inquiries and tbiau 

307. (1) A person who has once been tried by a Court of competent 
jurisdiction for an offence and convicted or acquitted of such offence shall, 
while such conviction or acquittal remains in force, not be liable to be tried 
again for the same offence, noT on the same facts for any other offence for 
which a different charge from the one made against him might have been 
made under sub-section (1) of section 227, or for which he might have 
been convicted under sub-section (2) thereof. 

(2) A person acquitted or convicted of any offence may be afterwards 
tried for any distinct offence for which a separate charge might have been 
made against him on the former trial under sub-section (1) of section 226. 

(3) A person convicted of any offence constituted by any act causing 
consequences which, together with such act, constituted a different offence 
from that of which he was convicted, may be afterwards tried for such last- 
mentioned offence, if the consequences had not happened, or were not 
known to the Court to have happened, at the time when he was convicted. 

(4) A person acquitted or convicted of any offence constituted by any 
acts may, notwithstanding such acquittal or conviction, be subsequently 
charged with, and tried for, any other offence constituted by the same acts 
which he may have committed if the Court by which he was first tried 
was not competent to try the offence with which he is subsequently charg- 
ed. 


(5) Nothing in this section shall affect the provisions of section 26 of the 
10 of 1897. General Clauses Act, 1897 or of sub-section (1) of section 190 of this Code. 

Explanation .—The dismissal of a complaint, the discharge of the accus¬ 
ed, or the stopping of proceedings xmder section 267 is not an acquittal for 
the purpose of this section. 


Illustrations 

(a) A Is tried upon a charge of theft as a servant and acquitted. He cannot 
afterwards, while the acquittal remains in force, be charged with theft as a 
servant, or, upon the same facts, with theft simply, or with criminal breach 
of trust. 

(b) A is tried upon a charge of murder and acquitted. There is no charge of 
robbery; but it appears from the facts that A committed robbery at the time 
when the murder was committed; he may afterwards be charged with, and tried 
for, robbery. 

(c) A is tried for causing grievous hurt and convicted. The person injured 
afterwards dies. A may be tried again for culpable homicide. 

(d) A is charged before the Court of Session and convicted of the culpable 
homicide of B. A may not afterwards be tried on the same facts for the murder 
of B. 

(e) A is charged by a Magistrate of the first class with, and convicted by 
him of, voluntarily causing hurt to B, A may not afterwards be tried for volun¬ 
tarily causing grievous hurt to B on th same facts, unless the case comes within 
sub-section (3) of the section. 
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(f) A is charged by a Magistrate of the second class with, and convicted by 
him of, theft of property from the person of B. A may subsequently be charged 
with, and tried for, robbery on the same facts. 

(O) A, B and C are charged by a Magistrate of the first class with, and convicted 
by him of, robbing D. A, B and C may afterwards be charged with, and tried 
for, dacoity on the same facts. 

308. (J) The Public Prosecutor or Assistant Public Prosecutor in charge 
of a case may appear and plead without any written authority before any 
Court in which that case is under inquiry, trial or appeal. 

(2) If in any such case any private person instructs a pleader to prose¬ 
cute any person in any Court, the Public Prosecutor or Assistant Public 
Prosecutor in charge of the case shall conduct the prosecution, and the 
pleader so instructed shall act therein under his directions. 

309. (I) Any Magistrate inquiring into or trying a case may permit the 
prosecution to be conducted by any person other than a police officer below 
the rank of Inspector; but no person, other than the Advocate-General or 
Government Advocate or a Public Prosecutor or Assistant Public Prose¬ 
cutor, shall be entitled to do so without such permission: 

Provided that no police officer shall be permitted to conduct the prose¬ 
cution if he has taken part in the investigation into the offence with 
respect to which the accused is being prosecuted. 

(2) Any person conducting the prosecution may do so personally or by 
a pleader. 

310. Any person accused of an offence before a Criminal Court, dr 
against whom proceedings are instituted under this Code, may of right be 
defended by a pleader. 


311. (I) Where, to a trial before the Court of Session, the accused is not 
represented by a pleader, the Court shall assign a pleader for his detenc« 
at the expense of the State. 

(2) The High Court may, with the previous approval of the State Gov¬ 
ernment, make rules providing for;— 

(a) the mode of selecting pleaders for defence under sub-section 

(I); 

(b) the facilities to be allowed to such pleaders by the Courts; 

(c) the fees payable to such pleaders by the Government, 
and, g^erally, for carrying out the purposes of sub-section (I). 

(3) The State Government may, by notification, direct that, as trom 
such date as may be specified In the notification, the provisions of sub¬ 
sections (1) and (2) shall apply In relation to any class of trials before 
other Courts to the State as they apply in relation to trials before Courts 
of Session. 
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312. (J) In this section, “corporation” means an incorporated company 
or other body corporate, and includes a society registered under the So- 

21 of I860, cieties Registration Act, 1860. 

(2) Where a corporation is the accused person or cme of the accused 
persons in an inquiry or trial, it may appoint a representative for the pur¬ 
pose of the inquiry or trial and such appointment need not be under the 
seal of the corporation. 

(3) Where a representative of a corporation appears, any requirement 
of this Code that anything shall be done in the presence of the accused or 
shall be read or stated or explained to the accused, shall be construed as 
a requirement that that thing shall be done In the presence of the repre¬ 
sentative or read or stated or explained to the representative, and any re¬ 
quirement that the accused shall be examined, shall be construed as a 
requirement that the representative shall be examined. 

(4) Where a representative of a corporation does not appear, any such 
requirement as it referred to in sub-section (3) shall not apply. 

(5) Where a statement in writing purporting to be signed by the man¬ 
aging director of the corporation or by any person (by whatever name 
called) having, or being one of the persons having, the management of the 
affairs of the corporation, to the effect that the person named In the state¬ 
ment has been appointed as the representative of the corporation for the 
purposes of this section, is filed, the Court shall unless the'contrary is prov¬ 
ed, presume that such person has been so appointed. 

(6) If a question arises as to whether any person, appearing as the re¬ 
presentative of a corporation in an inquiry or trial before a Court is or is 
not such representative, the question shall be determined by the Court- 

313. (1) With a view to obtaining the evidence of any person supposed 
to have been directly or indirectly concerned in or privy to an offence to 
which this section af)plie.s, the Chief Judicial Magistrate or a Metropoli¬ 
tan Magistrate at any stage of the investigation or Inquiry into, or the 
trial of, the offence, and the Magistrate of the first class inquiring into or 
trying the offence, at any stage of the inquiry or trial, may tender a par¬ 
don to such person on condition of his making a full and true disclosure 
of the whole of the circumstances within his knowledge relative to the 
offence and to every other person concerned, whether as principal or abet¬ 
tor, in the commission thereof.

(b) shall, unless he is already on bail, be detained in custody 
until the termination of the trial, 

(5) Where a person has accepted a tender of pardon made under sub¬ 
section (I) and has been examined under sub-section (4), the Magistrate 
taking cognizance of the offence shall, without making any further Inquiry 
In the case,— 

(a) commit It for trial— 

(i) to the Court of Session if the offence is triable exclusively 
by that Court; 

(ii) to a Court of Special Judge appointed under the Crimi¬ 
nal Law Amendment Act, 1952, if the offence is triable exclusive- 
ly by that Court; 

(b) in any other case, make over the case to the Chief Judicial 

Magistrate who shall try the case himself. 

314 . At any time after commitment of a case but before Judgment is 
passed, the Court to which the commitment is made may, with a view to 
obtaining at the trial the evidence of any person supposed to have been 
directly or indirectly concerned in, or privy to, any such offence, tender a 
pardon on the same conditiori to such person. 

315. (I) Where, in regard to a person who has accepted a tender of 
pardon made under section 313 or section 314, the Public Prosecutor certi¬ 
fies that in his opinion such person has, either by wilfully concealing 
anything essential or by giving false evidence, not complied with the 
condition on which the tender was made, such person may be tried for 
the offence in respect of which the pardon was so rendered or for any 
other offence of which he appears to have been guilty in connection with 
the same matter, and also for the offence of giving false evidence;

(3) At such trial, the accused shall be entitled to plead that he has com¬ 
piled with the condition upon which such tender was made; in which case 
it shall bfe for the prosecution to prove that the condition has not been 
complied with. 
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(4) At such trial, the Court shall— 

(a) if it is a Court of Session, before the charge is read out and 

explained to the accused; 

(b) If it Is the Court of a Magistrate, before the evidence of the 

witnesses for the prosecution is taken, 

ask the accused whether he pleads that he has complied with the condition 
on which the tender of pardon was made. 

(5) If the accused does so plead, the Court shall record the plea and 
proceed with the trial and it shall, before passing judgment in the case, 
find whether or not the accused has complied with the conditions of the 
pardon, and, if it finds that he has so complied, it shall, notwithstanding 
anything contained In this Code, pass judgment of acquittal. 

316. (1) In every inquiry or trial, the proceedings shall he held as 
expeditiously as possible, and in particular, when the examination of 
witnesses has once begun, the same shall he continued from day to day 
until all the witnesses in attendance have been examined, unless the 
Court finds the adjournment of the same beyond the following day to be 
necessary for reasons to he recorded. 

(2) If the Court, after taking cognizance of an offence, finds it necessary 
or advisable to postpone the commencement of, or, adjourn, any inquiry 
or trial, it may, from time to time, for reasons to he recorded, postpone or 
adjourn the same on such terms as it thinks fit, for such time as it considers 
reasonable, and may by a warrant remand the accused if in custody: 

Provided that no Magistrate shall remand an accused person to custody 
under this section for a term exceeding fifteen days at a time; 

Provided further that when witnesses are in attendance, no adjourn¬ 
ment or postponement shall be granted, without examining them, except 
for special reasons to he recorded in writing. 

Explanation 1.—If sufficient evidence has been obtained to raise a sus¬ 
picion that the accused may have committed an offence, and it appears 
likely that further evidence may bo obtained by a remand, this is a 
reasonable cause for a remand. 

Explanation 2.— The terms on which an adjournment or postponement 
may be granted include, in appropriate cases, the payment of costs by the 
prosecution or the accused. 

317. (I) Any Judge or Magistrate may, at any stage of any inquiry, trial 
or other proceeding, after due notice to the parties, visit and inspect any 
place in which an bffence is alleged to have been committed, or any other 
place which it is in his opinion necessary to view for the purpose of pro¬ 
perly appreciating the evidence given aj such inquiry or trial, and shall 
without unnecessary delay record a memorandum of any relevant facts 
observed at such inspection. 

(2) Such memorandum shall form part of the record of the case and if 
the prosecutor, complainant or accused so desires, a copy of the memo¬ 
randum shall be furnished to him free of cost. 
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318. Any Court, at any stage of any inquiry, trial or other proceed¬ 
ing under this Code, summon any person as a witness, or examine any 
person in attendance, though not summoned as a witness, or recall 
and re-examine any person already examined; and the Court shall summon 
and examine or recall and re-examine any such person if his evidence ap¬ 
pears to it essential to the just decision of the case. 


319. Subject to any rules made by the State Government, any Criminal 
Court may, If it thinks fit, order payment, on the part of Government, of 
the reasonable expenses of any complainant or witness attending for the 
purposes of any inquiry, trial or other proceeding before such Court under 
this Code. 

320. (1) In every inquiry or trial, for the purpose of enabling the accus¬ 
ed personally to explain any circumstances appearing in the evidence 
against him, the Court,— 

( 0 ) may at any stage, without previously warning the accused, 
put such questions to him as the Court considers necessary; 

(b) shall, after the witnesses for the prosecution have been 
examined and before he is called on for his defence, question him 
generally on the case: 

Provided that in a summons-case, where the Court has dispensed with 
the personal attendance of the accused, it may also dispense with his exa¬ 
mination under clause (b). 

(2) No oath shall be administered to the accused when he is examined 
under sub-section (1). 

(3) The accused shall not render himself liable to punishment by refus¬ 
ing to answer such questions, or by giving false answers to them. 

(4) The answers given by the accused may be taken into consideration 
In such inquiry or trial, and put in evidence for or against him in any other 
Inquiry into, or trial for, any other offence which such answers may tend to 
show he has committed. 

321. (I) Any party to a proceeding may, as soon as may be, after the 
close of his evidence, but before he concludes the Oral arguments, if any, 
submit a memorandum to the Court setting forth concisely and under dis¬ 
tinct headings, the arguments in support of his case and every such memo¬ 
randum shall form part of the record. 

(2) A copy of every such memorandum shall be simultaneously fur¬ 
nished to* the opposite party. 

(3) No adjournment of the proceedings shall be granted for the purpose 
of filing the written arguments unless the Court for reasons to be recorded 
In writing considers it necessary to grant such adjournment. 

322. (1) Any person accused of an offence before a Criminal Court shall 
be a competent witness for the defence and may give evidence on oath in 
disproof of the charges made against him or any person charged together 
with him at the same trial: 

Provided that— 

(a) he shall not be called as a witness except on his own reauest 
in writing: 
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(b) his failure to give evidence shall not be made the subject of 
any co mm ent by any of the parties or the Court or give rise to any 
presumption against himself or any person charged together with him 
at the same trial. 

(2) Any person against whom proceedings are instituted in any crimi¬ 
nal court under section 98 or section 108 or under Chapter IX or under 
Part B, Part C or Part D of Chapter X may offer himself as a witness in 
such proceedings; 

Provided that in proceedings under section 109, section 110 or section 
111, the failure of such person to give evidence shall not be made the sub¬ 
ject of any comment by any of the parties or the Court or give rise to any 
presumption against him or any other person proceeded against together 
with him at the same inquiry. 


323. Except as provided in sections 313 and 314, no influence, by means 
of any promise or threat or otherwise, shall be used to an accused person 
to induce him to disclose or withhold any matter within his knowledge.

336. (I) When a Magistrate holding an inquiry or a trial has reason to 
believe that the accused is of unsound mind and consequently incapable 
of making his defence, the Magistrate shall inquire into the fact of such 
unsoundness, and shall cause such person to be examined by the civil 
surgeon of the district or such other medical officer as the State Govern¬ 
ment directs, and thereupon shall examine such surgeon or other officer 
as a witness, and shall reduce the examination to writing, 

(2) Pending such examination and inquiry, the Magistrate may deal 
with the accused in accordance with the provisions of section 338. 

(3) If such Magistrate is of opinion that the accused is of unsound 
mind and consequently incapable of making his defence, he shall record 
a finding to that effect and shall postpone further proceedings in the case. 

337. (1) If at the trial of any person before a Court of Session, 
he appears to the Court to be of unsound mind and incapable of 
making his defence, the Court shall, In the first instance, try the 
fact of such unsoundness' and incapacity, and if the Court is satisfied 
of the fact, it shall record a finding to that effect and shall postpone 
further proceedings in the case. 

(2) The trial of the fact of the unsoundness of mind and incapacity 
of the accused shall be deemed to be part of his trial before the Court, 
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338. (1) Whenever an accused person is found to be of unsound mind 
and incapable of making his defence, the Magistrate or Court, as the case 
may be, whether the case is one in which bail may be taken or not, may 
release him on sufficient security being given that he shall be properly 
taken care of and shall be prevented from doing injury to himself or to 
any other person, and for his appearance when required before the 
Magistrate or Court or such officer as the Magistrate or Court appoints 
in this behalf. 

(2) If the case is one in which, in the opinion of the Magistrate or 
Court, bail should not be taken, or if sufficient security is not given, the 
Magistrate or Court, as the case may be, shall order the accused to be 
detained in safe custody In such place and manner as he or it may think 
fit, and shall report the action taken to the State Government: 

Provided that no order for the detention of the accused in a lunatic 
asylum shall be made otherwise than in accordance with such rules as 
the State Government may have made under the Indian Lunacy Act, 
1912. 

339. (1) Whenever an inquiry or a trial is postponed under section 336 
or section 337, the Magistrate or Court, as the case may be, may at any 
time resume the inquiry or trial, and require the accused to appear or 
be brought before such Magistrate or Court. 

(2) When the accused has been released imder section 338, and the 
sureties for his appearance produce him to the officer whom the Magis¬ 
trate or Court appoints In this behalf, the certificate of such officer that 
the accused is capable of making his defence shall be receivable in 
evidence. 

340. (I) If, when the accused appears or is again i>rought before the 
Magistrate or the Court, as the case may be, the Magistrate or Court 
considers him capable of making his defence, the inquiry or trial shall 
proceed. 

(2) If the Magistrate or Court considers the accused to be still in¬ 
capable of making his defence, the Magistrate or Court shall again act 
according to the provisions of section 336 or section 337, as the case may 
be, and If the accused is found to be of unsound mind and incapable of 
making his defence, shall deal with such accused in accordance with the 
provisiens of section 338. 

341. When the accused appears to be of unsound mind at the time of 
inquiry or trial, and the Magistrate is satisfied from the evidence given 
before him that there is reason to believe that the accused committed an 
act, which, if he had been of sound mind, would have been an offence, 
and that he was, at the time when the act was committed, by reason of 
unsoundness of mind, incapable of knowing the nature of the act or that 
it was wrong or contrary to law, the Magistrate shall proceed with the 
case, and, if the accused ought to be tried by the Court of Session, send 
him for trial before the Court of Session. 

Whene\er any person is acquitted upon the ground that, at the 
time at which he is alleged to have committed an offence, he was, by 
reason of unsoundness of mind, incapable of knowing the nature of the 
act alleged as constituting the offence, or that it was wrong or contrary 
to law, the finding shall state specifically whether he committed the act 
or not. 

343. (1) Whenever the finding states that the accused person commit¬ 
ted the act alleged, the Magistrate or Court before whom or which the 
trial has been held, shall, if such act would, but for the incapacity found, 
have constituted an offence,— 

(a) order such person to be detained in safe custody in such 
place and manner as the Magistrate or Court thinks fit; or 

(b) order such person to be delivered to any relative or friend 
of such person. 

(2) No order for the detention of the accused in a lunatic asylum 
shall be made under clause (a) of sub-section (I) otherwise than in ac¬ 
cordance with such rules as the State Government may have made under 
the Indian Lunacy Act, 1912. 

(3) No order for the delivery of the accused to a relative or friend 
shall be made under clause (b) of sub-section (1), except upon the an- 
pllcation of such relative or friend and on his giving security to the 
satisfaction of the Magistrate or Court that the person delivered shall— 

(a) be properly taken care of and prevented from doing injury 
to himself or to any other person; 

(b) be produced for the inspection of such officer, and at such 
times and places, as the State Government may direct. 

(4) The Magistrate or Court shall report to the State Government 
the action taken under sub-section (1). 

344. The State Government may empower the officer in charge of the

348. (1) When, upon an application made to it in this behalf or other¬ 
wise, any Court is of opinion that it is expedient in the Interests of 
justice that an inquiry should be made into anv offence referred to in sub¬ 
section (I) or sub-section (4) of section 196 which appears to have been 
committed in or in relation to a proceeding in that Court or, as the case 
may he, in respect of a document produced or given in evidence in a 
proceeding in that Court, such Court may, after such preliminarv in¬ 
quiry, if any, as it thinks necessary,— 

(dl record a finding to that effect; 

(b) make a complaint thereof in writing; 
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(c) send it to a Magistrate of the first class having jurisdiction; 

(d) take sufficient security for the appearance of the accused 
before such Magistrate, or if the alleged offence is non-bailable and 
the Court thinks it necessary so to do, send the accused in custody to 
such Magistrate; and 

(e) bind over any person to appear and give evidence before 
such Magistrate. 

(2) The power conferred on a Court by sub-section (1) in respect of 
an offence may, in any case where that Court has neither made a com¬ 
plaint under sub-section (1) in respect of that offence nor rejected an 
application for the making of such complaint, be exercised by the Court 
to which such former Court is subordinate within the meaning of sub¬ 
section (3) of section 190. 

(3) A complaint made under this section shall be signed,— 

(a) where the Court making the complaint is a High Court, by 
such officer of the Court as the Court may appoint; 

(b) in any other case, by the presiding officer of the Court. 

(4) In this section, "Court” has the same meaning as in section 196. 


349. (7) Any person on whose application any Court other than a Appeal 
High Court has refused to make a comjplamt under sub-section (I) or 
sub-section (2) of section 343 or against whom such a complaint has been 
made by such Court, may appeal to the Court to which such former 
Court IS subordinate within the mt aning of sub-section (3) of section 
196, and the superior Court may thereupon, after notice to the parties 
concerned, direct the withdrawal of the complaint, or, as the case may 
be, make the complaint which such former Court might have made 
under section 348, and if it makes such complaint, the provisions of that 
section shall apply accordingly.

(3) Nothing in this section shall affect the power of the Court to 
make a complaint under section 348 for the offence, where it does not 
choose to proceed under this section. 

353. (1) When any such offence as is described in section 175, section 
178, section 179, section 180 or section 228 of the Indian Penal Code is 
committed in the view or presence of any Civil, Criminal or Revenue 
Court, the Court may cause the offender to be detained in custody and 
at any time before the rising of the Court on the same day may, if it 
thinks lit, take cognizance of the offence and sentence the offender to 
fine not exceeding two hundred rupees, and, in default of payment, 
to simple imprisonment for a term which may extend to one month, 
unless such fine be sooner paid.

(3) If the offence is under section 228 of the Indian Penal Code, the 
record shall show the nature and stage of the judicial proceeding in 
which the Court interrupted or insulted was sitting, and the nature of 
the interruption or insult. 

354. (i) If the Court in any case considers that a person accused of 
any of the offences referred to in section 353 and committed in its view 
or presence should be imprisoned otherwise than in default of payment 
of fine, or that a fine exceeding two hundred rupees should be imposed 
upon him, or such Court is for any other reason of opinion that the case 
should not be disposed of under section 353, such Court, after recording 
the facts constituting the offence and the statement of the accused as 
hereinbefore provided, may forward the case to a Magistrate having 
jurisdiction to try the same, and may require security to be given for 
the appearance of such person before such Magistrate, or If sufficient 
security is not given shall forward such person in custody to such 
Magistrate. 

(2) The Magistrate to whom any case is forwarded under this section 
shall proceed to deal with the complaint against the accused person in 
the manner provided in Chapter XV. 
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355. When the State Government so directs, any Registrar or any 
Sub-Registrar appointed under the Indian Registration Act, 1908, shall 
18 of 1908. be deemed to be a Civil Court within the meaning of sections 353 and 
354. 
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356. When any Court has under section 353 adjudged an offender to 
punishment, or has under section 354 forwarded him to a Magistrate for 
trial, for refusing or omitting to do anything which he was lawfully 
required to do or for any intentional insult or interruption, the Court 
may, in its discretion, discharge the offender or remit the punishment on 
his submission to the order or requisition of such Court, or on apology 
being made to its satisfaction. 

357. If any witness or person called to produce a document or thing 
before a Criminal Court refuses to answer such questions as are put to 
him or to produce any document or thing in his possession or power 
which the Court requires him to produce, and does not offer any reason¬ 
able excuse for such refusal, such Court may, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, sentence him to simple Imprisonment, or by warrant under 
the hand of the Presiding Magistrate or Judge commit him to the 
custody of an officer of the Court for any term not exceeding seven days, 
unless in the meantime, such person consents to be examined and to 
answer, or to produce the document or thing and in the event of his per¬ 
sisting in his refusal, he may be dealt with according to the provisions 
of section 353 or section 354. 

358. (I) If any witness being summoned to appear before a Criminal 
Court is legally bound to appear at a certain place and time in obedience 
to the summons and without just excuse neglects or refuses to attend 
to the summons and without just excuse, neglects or refuses to attend 
before the time at which it is lawful for him to depart, and the Court 
before which the witness is to appear is satisfied that it is expedient in 
the interests of justice that such a witness should be tried summarily, 
the Court may take cognizance of the offence and after giving the offen¬ 
der an opportunity of showing cause why he should not be punished 
under this section, sentence him to fine not exceeding one hundred 
rupees. 

(2) In every such case the Court shall follow, as nearly as may be 
practicable, the procedure prescribed for summary trials. 

359. (1) Any person sentenced by any Court other than a High Court 
under section 352, section 353, section 357 or section 358 may, notwith¬ 
standing anything hereinbefore contained, appeal to the Court to which 
decrees or orders made in such Court are ordinarily appealable. 

(2) The provisions of Chapter XXIX shall, so far as they are appli¬ 
cable, apply to appeals under this section, and the Appellate Court may 
alter or reverse the finding, or reduce or reverse the sentence appealed 
against. 

(3) An appeal from such conviction by a Court of Small Causes shall 
lie to the Court of Session for the sessions division within which such 
Court is situate. 
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(/) An appeal from such conviction by any Registrar or Sub-Registrar 
deemed to be a Civil Court by virtue of a direction issued under 
section 355 shall lie to the Court of Session for the sessions division 
within which the office of such Registrar or Sub-Registrar is situate. 

360, Except as provided in sections 352, 353, 357 and 358. no Judge 
of a Criminal Court (other than a Judge of a High Court) or Magistrate 
shall try any person for any offence referred to in section 196, when such 
offence is committed before himself or in contempt of his authority, or 
is brought under his notice as such Judge or Magistrate in the course of 
a judicial proceeding. 


CHAPTER XXVII 
The judgment 

361. (1) The judgment in every trial in any Criminal Court of original 
jurisdiction shall be pronounced in open Court by the presiding officer 
immediately after the termination of the trial or at some subsequent 
time of which notice shall be given to the parties or their pleaders,— 

(a) by delivering the whole of the judgment; or 

(b) by reading out the whole of the judgment; or 

(c) by reading out the operative part of the judgment and ex¬ 
plaining the substance of the judgment. 

(2) Where the judgment is pronounced under clause (a) of sub¬ 
section (I), the presiding officer shall cause it to be taken down in short¬ 
hand, sign the transcript and every page thereof as soon as it is made 
ready, and write on it the date of the pronouncement of the judgment in 
Court. 

(3) Where the judgment or the operative part thereof is read out 
under clause (b) or clause (c) of sub-section (1), it shall be dated and 
signed by the presiding officer in open Court, and if it is not written 
with his own hand, every page of the judgment shall be signed by him. 

(4) Where the judgment is pronounced in the manner specified in 
clause (c) of sub-section (I), the whole judgment or a copy thereof shall 
be immediately made available for the perusal of the parties or their 
pleaders free of cost. 

(5) If the accused is in custody, he shall be brought up to hear the 
judgment pronounced. 

(6) If the accused is not in custody, he shall be required by the Court 
to attend to hear the judgment pronounced, except where his personal 
attendance during the trial has been dispensed with and the sentence is 
one of fine only or he is acquitted: 

Provided that, where there are more accused than one, and some of 
them do not attend the Court on the date on which the judgment is 
to be pronounced, the presiding officer may, in order to avoid undue 
delay in the disposal of the case, pronounce the judgment notwithstand¬ 
ing their absence. 
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(7) No judgment delivered by any Criminal Court shall be deemed to 
be invalid by reason only of the absence of any party or his pleader 
on the day or from the place notified for the deliv'ery thereof, or of any 
omission to serve, or defect in serving, on the parties or their pleaders, 
or any of them, the notice of such day and place. 

(S) Nothing in this section shall bo construed to limit in any way the 
extent of the provisions of section 474. 

362. (1) Except as otherwise expressly provided by this Code, every 
such judgment— 

(a) shall be written in the language of the Court or In English; 

(b) shall contain the point or points for determination, the deci¬ 
sion thereon and the reasons for the decision; 

(c) shall specify the offence (if any) of which, and the section 
of the Indian Penal Code or other law under which, the accused is 
convicted and the punishment to which he is sentenced; 

(d) if it be a judgment of acquittal, shall state the offence of 
which the accused is acquitted and direct that he be set at liberty. 

(2) When the conviction is under the Indian Penal Code and it is 
doubtful under which of two sections, or under which of two parts of the 
same section, of that Code the offence falls, the Court shall distinctly 
express the same, and pass judgment in the alternative. 

in the alternative, with imprisonment for life or imprisonment for a 
term of years, the judgment shall state the reasons for the sentence 
awarded. 

(4) When any person is sentenced to death, the sentence shall direct 
that he be hanged by the neck till he is dead. 

363. Instead of recording a judgment in the manner hereinbefore 
provided, a Metropolitan Magistrate shall record the following parti¬ 
culars, namely: — 

(a) the serial number of the case; 

(b) the date of the commission of the offence; 

(c) the name of the complainant (if any); 

(d) the name of the accused person, and his parentage and 
residence; 

(c) the offence complained of or proved; 

(/) the plea of the accused and his examination (if any): 

(fir) the final order; 

(h) the date of such order; 

(i) In all cases in which an appeal lies from the final order 
either under section 383 or under sub-section (5) of section 384, a 
brief statement of the reasons for the decision. 
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364. (1) When any person, having been convicted by a Court h: India 
of an offence punishable under section 215, section 489A, section 489B, 
section 489C, or section 489D of the Indian Penal Code, or of any offence 
punishable under Chapter XII or Chapter XVII of that Code, with 
imprisonment for a term of three years or upwards, is again convicted 
of any offence punishable under any of those sections or Chapters with 
imprisonment for a term of three years or upwards by any Court other 
than that of a Magistrate of the second class, such Court may, if it 
thinks fit, at the time of passing a sentence of imprisonment on such 
person, also order that his residence and any change of, or absence 
from, such residence after release be notified as hereinafter provided for 
a term not exceeding five years from the date of the exoimtinn nf Himh 
sentence. 

(2) The provisions of sub-section (I) with reference to the offences 
named therein, apply also to criminal conspiracies to commit such offences 
and to the abetment of such offences and attempts to commit them. 

(3) If such conviction is set aside on appeal or otherwise, such order 
shall become void. 

(4) An order under this section may also be made by an Appellate 
Court or by the High Court when exercising its powers of revision. 

(5) The State Government may, by notification, make rules to carry 
out the provisions of this section relating to the notification of residence 
or change of or absence from residence by released convicts. 

(6) Such rules may provide for punishment for the breach thereof 
and any person charged with a breach of any such rule mav be tried by 
a Magistrate of competent jurisdiction in the district in which the place 
last notified by him as his place of residence Is situated. 

365. (1) When a Court Imnoses a sentence of fine or a sentence (Includ¬ 
ing a sentence of death) of which fine forms a part, the Court may, when 
passing judgment, order the whole or any part of the fine recovered to 
be applied— 

(a) in defraying expenses properly incurred in the prosecution; 

(b) In the payment to any person of compensation for any loss 
or injury caused by the offence, when compensation is. In the opinion 
of the Court, recoverable by such person in a Civil Court; 

(c) when any person is convicted of any offence for having 
caused the death of another person or of having abetted the com¬ 
mission of such an offence, in paying compensation to the persons 

who are, under the Fatal Accidents Act. 1855 entitled to recover 13 of 1855. 
damages from the person sentenced for the loss resulting to them 
from such death; 

(d) when any person Is convicted of any offence which includes 
theft, criminal misappropriation, criminal breach of trust, or cheating, 
or of having dishonestly received or retained, or of having volun¬ 
tarily assisted In disposing of, stolen property knowing or having 
reason to believe the same to be stolen, in compensating anv bona 
ilde purchaser of such property for the loss of the same if such pro¬ 
perty is restored to the possession of the person entitled thereto. 

(2) If the fine Is imposed In a case which is subject to appeal, no such 
payment shall be made before the period allowed for presenting the 
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appeal has elapsed, or, if an appeal be presented, before the decision of the 
appeal. 

(3) When a Court imposes a sentence, of which fine does not form a 
part, the Court may, when passing judgment, order the accused person 
to pay, by way of compensation, such amount as may be specified in the 
order to the person who has suffered any loss or injury by reason of the 
act for which the accused person has been so sentenced. 

(4) An order under this section may also be made by an Appellate 
Court or by the High Court when exercising its powers of revifliou. 

(5) At the time of awarding compensation in any subsequent civil 
suit relating to the same matter, the Court shall take into account any 
sum paid or recovered as compensation under this section. 

366. (1) Whenever any person causes a police officer to arrest another 
person, if it appears to the Magistrate by whom the case Is heard that 
there was no sufficient ground for causing such arrest, the Magistrate may 
award such compensation, not exceeding one hundred rupees, to be paid 
by the person so causing the arrest to the person so arrested, for his loss 
of time and expenses in the matter, as the Magistrate thinks fit. 

(2) In such cases, if more persons than one are arrested, the Magis¬ 
trate may, in like manner, award to each of them such compensation, 
not exceeding one hundred rupees, as such Magistrate thinks fit. 

(3) All compensation awarded under this section may be recovered 
as if it were a fine, and, if it cannot be so recovered, the person by whom 
it is payable shall be sentenced to simple imprisonment for such term not 
exceeding thirty days as the Magistrate directs, unless such sum is sooner 
paid. 

367. (1) Whenever any complaint of a non-cognizable offence is made 
to a Court, the Court, if it convicts the accused, may, in addition to the 
penalty imposed upon him, order him to pay to the complainant, in whole 
or in part, the costs incurred by him in the prosecution, and may further 
order that in default of payment, the accused shall suffer simple impri¬ 
sonment for a period not exceeding thirty days and such costs may in¬ 
clude any expenses incurred in respect of process-fees, witnesses and 
pleader’s fees which the Court may consider reasonable. 

(2) An order under this section may also be made by an Appellate 
Court or by the High Court when exercising its powers of revision. 


368. (1) When any person not under twenty-one years of age is con¬ 
victed of an offence punishable with fine only or with imprisonment for 
not more than seven years, or when any person under twenty-one years 
of age or any woman is convicted of an offence not punishable with death 
or imprisonment for life, and no previous conviction is proved against 
the offender, if it appears to the Court before which he is convicted, re¬ 
gard being had to the age, character or antecedents of the offender, and 
to the circumstances in which the offence was committed, that it is ex¬ 
pedient that the offender should be released on probation of good con¬ 
duct, the Court may, instead of sentencing him at once to any pimish- 
ment, direct that he be released on his entering into a bond, with or 
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without sureties, to appear and receive sentence when called upon during 
such period (not exceeding three years) as the Court may direct and in 
the mean-time to keep the peace and be of good behaviotu': 

Provided that where any first offender is convicted by a Magistrate 
of the second class not specially empowered by the High Court, and the 
Magistrate is of opinion that the powers conferred by this section should be 
exercised, he shall record his opinion to that effect, and submit the pro¬ 
ceedings to a Magistrate of the first class, forwarding the accused to, or 
taking bail for his appearance before such Magistrate, who shall dispose 
of the case in the manner provided by sub-section (2). 

(2) Where proceedings are submitted to a Magistrate of the first class 
as provided by sub-section (1), such Magistrate may thereupon pass such 
sentence or make such order as he might have passed or made if the case 
had originally been heard by him, and, if he thinks further inquiry or 
additional evidence on any point to be necessary, he may make such 
inquiry or take such evidence himself or direct such inquiry or evidence 
to be made or taken. 

(3) In any case in which a person is convicted of theft, theft in a 
building, dishonest misappropriation, cheating or any offence under the 
Indian Penal Code punishable with not more than two years’ imprison- 46 of 1860. 
ment or any offence punishable with fine only and no previous conviction 

is proved against him, the Court before which he is so convicted may, if it 
thinkg fit, having regard to the age, character, antecedents or physical or 
mental condition of the offender and to the trivial nature of the offence or 
«ny extenuating circumstances under which the offence was' committed, 
instead of sentencing him to any punishment, release him alter due 
admonition. 

(4) An order under this section may be made by any Appellate Court 
or by the High Court when exercising its power of revision. 

(5) When an order has been made under this section in respect of any 
offender, the High Court may, on appeal when there is a right of appeal 
to such Court, or when exercising its powers of revision, set aside such 
order, and in lieu thereof pass sentence on such offender according to 

law: 

Provided that the High Court shall not under this sub-section inflict a 
greater punishment than might have been inflicted by the Court by which 
the offender was convicted. 

(6) The provisions of sections 122, 127 and 383 shall, so far as may be, 
apply in the case of sureties offered in pursuance of the provisions of this 
section. 

(7) The Court, before directing the release of an offender under sub¬ 
section (1) shall be satisfied that an offender or his surety (if any) has a 
fixed place of abode or regular occupation in the place for which the 
Court acts or in which the offender is likely to live during the period 
named for the observance of the conditions. 

(8) If the Court which convicted the offender, or a Court which could 
have dealt with the offender in respect of his original offence, is satisfied 
that the offender has failed to observe any of the conditions of his recog¬ 
nizance, it may issue a warrant for his apprehension. 
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(9) An offender, when apprehended on any such warrant, shall be 
brought forthwith before the Court issuing the warrant, and such Court 
may either remand him in custody until the case is heard or admit him to 
bail with a sufficient surety conditioned on his appearing for sentence 
and such Court may, after hearing the case, pass sentence. 

(10) Nothing in this’ section shall affect the provisions of section 31 
of the Reformatory Schools Act, 1897. 

369. Save as otherwise provided by this Code or by any other law for 
the time being in force, no Court, when it has signed its judgment, shall 
alter or review the same, except to correct a clerical error. 


370. (1) On the application of the accused, a certified copy of the judg¬ 
ment, or when he so desires, a translation in his own language. If prac¬ 
ticable, or in the language of the Court, shall be given to him without 
delay and such copy shall, in every case where the judgment is appeal¬ 
able by the accused, he given free of cost: 

Provided that where a sentence of dealth is passed, confirmed or main¬ 
tained by the High Court, a certified copy of the judgment shall be imme¬ 
diately given to the accused free of cost, whether or not he applies for 
the same. 

(2) The provisions of sub-Sectlon (1) shall apply in relation to an 
order under section 118 as they apply in relation to a judgment which is 
appealable by the accused. 

(5) When the accused is sentenced to death by any Court and an appeal 
lies from such judgment as of right, the Court sball inform him of the 
period within which, if he wishes to appeal, his appeal should be preferred. 

(4) When the accused Is sentenced to Imprisonment, then, without 
prejudice to the provisions of sub-section (7), a copy of the finding and 
sentence shall, as soon as may he after the pronouncement of the judg¬ 
ment, be given to the accused free of cost. 

371. The original judgment shall be filed with the record of proceed¬ 
ings, and where the original is recorded in a different language from that 
of the Court, and the accused so requires, a translation thereof into the 
language of the Court shall be added to such record. 

372. In cases tried by the Court of Session, the Court shall forward a 
copy of its finding and sentence (if any) to the District Magistrate within 
whose local jurisdiction the trial was held. 


373. Any person affected by a judgment or order passed by a Crlmumi 
Court shall, on application made in this behalf and payment of the pres¬ 
cribed charges, be given a copy of such judgment or order or of any 
deposition or other part ot the record: 

Provided that the Court may, if it thinks fit for some special reason, 
give it to him free of cost. 
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CHAPTER XXVIH 

Submission of death sentences for confirmation 

374. (1) When the Court of Session passes a sentence of death, the 
proceedings shall be submitted to the High Court, and the sentence shall 
not be executed unless it is confirmed by the High Court. 

( 2 ) The Court passing the sentence shall commit the convicted person 
to jail custody under a warrant. 

375. ( 1 ) If, when such proceedings are submitted, the High Court 
thinks that a further inquiry should be made into, or additional evidence 
taken upon, any point beating upon the guilt or innocence of the convicted 
person, it may make such inquiry or take such evidence itself, or direct It 
to be made or taken by the Court of Session. 

(2) Unless the High Court otherwise directs, the presence of the con¬ 
victed person may be dispensed with when such inquiry is made or such 
evidence is taken. 

(3) When the inquiry or evidence (if any) is not made or taken by 
the High Court, the result of such Inquiry or evidence shall be certified 
to such Court. 

376. In any case submitted under section 374, the High Court— 

(a) may confirm the sentence, or pass any other sentence war¬ 
ranted by law, or 

(b) may annul the conviction, and convict the accused of any 
offence of which the Court of Session might have convicted him, or 
order a new trial on the same or an amended charge, or 

(c) may acquit the accused person; 

Provided that no order of confirmation shall be made under this section 
until the period allowed for preferring an appeal has expired, or, if an 
appeal is presented within such period, until such appeal is disposed of. 

377. In every case so submitted the confirmation of the sentence, or 
any new sentence or order passed by the High Court, shall, when such 
Court consists of two or more Judges, be made, passed and signed by at 
least two of them. 


378. When any such case is heard before a Bench of Judges and such 
Judges are equally divided in opinion, the case, with their opinions 
thereon, shall be laid before another Judge, and such Judge, after such 
hearing as he thinks fit, shall deliver his opinion, and the judgment or 
order shall follow such opinion. 

379. In cases submitted by the Court of Session to the High Court for 
the confirmation of a sentence of death, the proper officer of the High 
Court shall, without delay, after the order of confirmation or other order 
has been made by the High Court, send a copy of the order, under the seal 
of the High Court and attested with his official signature, to the Court 
of Session. 
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CHAPTER XXIX 
Appeals 

380. No appeal shall lie from any judgment or order of a Criminal 
Court except as provided for by this Code or by any other law for the 
time being in force. 

381. Any person whose application under sub-section (3) of section 
80 for the delivery of property or the proceeds of the sale thereof has been 
rejected by any Court may appeal to the Court to which appeals ordinari¬ 
ly lie from the sentences of the former Court. 


382. Any person who has been ordered under section 118 to give security 
for keeping the peace or for good behaviour may appeal against such 
order— 


(a) if made by a Metropolitan Magistrate, to the High Court; 

(b) if made by any other Magistrate, to the Court of Session: 

Provided that nothing in this' section shall apply to persons the pro¬ 
ceedings against whom are laid before a Sessions Judge In accordance 
with the pro'visions of sub-section (2) or sub-section (4) of section 123. 

383. Any person aggrieved by any order refusing to accept or rejec¬ 
ting a surety imder section 122 may appeal against such order,— 

(a) if made by a Metropolitan Magistrate, to the High Court; 

(b) if made by any other Magistrate, to the Court of Session. 

384. (1) Any person convicted on a trial held by a High Court in its 
extraordinary original criminal jurisdiction may appeal to the Supreme 
Court, 

(2) Any person convicted on a trial held by a Sessions Judge or an 
Additional Sessions Judge may appeal to the High Court. 

(3) Any person— 

(a) convicted on a trial held by a Metropolitan Magistrate or 
Assistant Sessions Judge or Magistrate of the first class, or 

(b) sentenced under section 332, or 

(c) in respect of whom an order has been made or a sentence 
has been passed under section 368 by any Magistrate, 

may appeal to the Court of Session. 

(4) Any person convicted on a trial held by a Magistrate of the second 
class may appeal to the Chief Judicial Magistrate. 

385. Notwithstanding anything contained In section 384, where an ac¬ 
cused person has pleaded guilty and has been convicted on such plea, there 
shall be no appeal— 

(a) if the conviction is by a High Court; or 

(b) if the conviction Is by a Court of Session, Metropolitan Magis¬ 
trate or Magistrate of the first class, except as to the extent or legality 
of the sentence. 
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386. Notwithstanding anything contained in section 384, there shall be 
no appeal by a convicted person in any of the following cases, namely: — 


(a) where a High Court passes only a sentence of imprisonment 
for a term not exceeding six months or of fine not exceeding one 
thousand rupees, or of both such imprisonment and fine; 


(b) where a Court of Session or a Metropolitan Magistrate passes 
only a sentence of imprisonment for a term not exceeding three months 
or of fine not exceeding two hundred rupees, or of both such imprison¬ 
ment and fine; 


(c) where a Magistrate of the first class passes only a sentence 
of fine not exceeding two himdred rupees; or 

(d) where, in a case tried summarily, a Magistrate empowered 
to act under section 268 passes only a sentence of fine not exceeding 
two hundred rupees: 


Provided that an appeal may be brought against any such sentence if 
any other punishment is combined with it, but such sentence shall not be 
appealable merely on the ground— 

(i) that the person convicted is ordered to furnish security to 
keep the peace; or 

(ii) that a direction for imprisonment in default of a payment of 
fine is included in the sentence; or 
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(in) that mote than one sentence of fine is passed in the case, If 
the total amount of fine imposed does not exceed the amount herein¬ 
before specified in respect of the case. 

387. (i) Save as otherwise provided in sub-section (2), the State Gov¬ 
ernment may, in any case of conviction on a trial held by any Court 
other than a High Court, direct the Public Prosecutor to present an appeal 
against the sentence on the ground of its Inadequacy. 

(2) If such conviction is in a case in which the offence has been investi¬ 
gated by the Delhi Special Police Establishment constituted under the 
Delhi Special Police Establishment Act, 1946, the Central Government 25 of 1946 
may direct the Public Prosecutor to present an appeal against the 
sentence on the ground of its inadequacy. 


(3) An appeal under this section shall He to the Court to which an 
appeal by the nerson convicted in the case would He under section 384. 
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388. (1) Save as otherwise provided in sub-Section (2) and subject 
to the provisions of sub-section (5), the State Government may, in any 
case, direct the Public Prosecutor tp present an appeal to the High Court 
from an original or appellate order of acquittal passed by any Court other 
than a High Court. 

(2) If such an order of acquittal is passed in any case in which the 
offence has been Investigated by the Delhi Special Police Establishment 
constituted under the Delhi Special Police Establishment Act, 1946, the 26 of 1946 
Central Government may also direct the Public Prosecutor to present an 
appeal to the High Court from the order of acquittal. 
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(3) If such an order of acquittal is passed in any case instituted upon 
complaint and the High Court, on an application made to it by the com¬ 
plainant in this behalf, grants special leave to appeal from the order of 
acquittal, the complainant may present such an appeal t6 the High Court. 

(4) No application under sub-section (3) for the grant of special leave 
to appeal from an order of acquittal shall be entertained by the High Court 
after the expiry of sixty days from the date of that order of acquittal, 

(5) If, in any case, the application under sub-section (3) for the grant 
of special leave to appeal from an order of acquittal is refused, no appeal 
from that order of acquittal shall lie under sub-section (I). 

389. Where the High Court has, on appeal, reversed an order of acquit¬ 
tal of an accused person and convicted him and sentenced him to death 
or to imprisonment for life, he may appeal to the Supreme Court. 


390. Notwithstanding anything contained in this Chapter, when more 
persons than one are convicted in one trial, and an appealable judgment 
or order has been passed in respect of any of such persons, all or any of 
the persons convicted at such trial shall have a right of appeal. 

391. (I) Subject to the provisions of sub-section (2), an appeal to the 
Court of Session or Sessions Judge shall be heard by the Sessions Judge 
or by an Additional Sessions Judge. 

(2) An Additional Sessions Judge shall hear only such appeals as the 
Sessions Judge of the division may, by general or special order, make over 
to him or as the High Court may, by special order, direct him to hear. 

392. Every appeal shall be made in the form of a petition in writing 
presented by the appellant or his pleader, and every such petition shall 
(unless the Court to which It is presented otherwise directs) be accom¬ 
panied by a copy of the judgment or order appealed against. 

393. If the appellant is in jail, he may present his petition of appeal 
and the copies accompanying the same to the officer in charge of the jail, 
who shall thereupon forward such petition and copies to the proper 
Appellate Court. 

394. (I) If upon examining the petition of appeal and copy of the 
judgment received imder section 392 or section 393, the Appellate Court 
considers that there is no sufficient ground for interfering, it may dismiss 
the appeal summarily: 

Provided that— 

(a) no appeal presented under section 392 shall be dismissed 
unless the appellant or his pleader has had a reasonable opportunity 
of being heard in support of the same; 
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(b) no appeal presented under section 393 shall be dismissed 
Bununarily until the period allowed for preferring such appeal has 
expired. 

(2) Before dismissing an appeal under this section, the Court may call 
for the record of the case, but shall not be bound to do so. 

(3) Where the Appellate Court dismissing an a|ppeal under this section 
is a Court of Session or of a Chief Judicial Magistrate, it shall record its 
reasons for doing so. 

(4) Where an appeal presented under section 393 has been dismissed 
summarily under this section and the Appellate Court finds that another 
petition of appeal duly presented under section 392 on behalf of the same 
appellant has not been considered by it, that Court may, notwithstanding 
anything contained in section 403, if satisfied that it is necessary in the 
interests of justice so to do, hear and dispose of such appeal in accordance 
with law. 

395. (I) If the Appellate Court does not dismiss the appeal summarily, 
it shall cause notice of the time and place at which such appeal will be 
heard to be given— 

(i) to the appellant or his pleader; 

(ii) to such officer as the State Government may appoint in this 
behalf; 

(iii) if the appeal is from a judgment of conviction in a case ins¬ 
tituted upon complaint, to the complainant; 

(iv) if the appeal is under section 387 or section 388, to the accused, 
and shall also furnish such officer, complainant and accused with a copy 
of the grounds of appeal. 

(2) The Appellate Court shall then send for the record of the case, if 
such record is not already available in Court, and hear the parties; 

Provided that if the appeal is only as to the extent or the legality of 
the sentence, the Court may dispose of the appeal without sending for 
the record. 

(3) Where the only ground for appeal from a conviction is the alleged 
severity of the sentence, the appellant shall not, except with the leave 
of the Court, urge or be heard in support of any other ground. 

396. After perusing such record and hearing the appellant or his 
pleader, if he appears and the Public Prosecutor if he appears, and in 
case of an appeal under section 387 or section 388, the accused, if he 
appears, the Appellate Court may, if it considers that there is no sufficient 
ground for interfering, dismiss the appeal, or may— 

(a) in an appeal from an order of acquittal, reverse such order 
and direct that further inquiry be made, or that the accused be re¬ 
tried or committed for trial, as the case may be, or find him guilty 
and pass sentence on him according to law; 

(b) in an appeal from a conviction or for enhancement of 
sentence,— 

(i) reverse the finding and sentence and acquit or discharge 

the accused, or order him to be re-tried by a Court of competent 
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jurisdiction subordinate to such Appellate Court or committed 
for trial, or 

(ii) alter the finding, maintaining the sentence, or 

(in) with or without altering the finding, alter the nature, 
or the extent, or the nature and extent, of the sentence whether 
so as to enhance or to reduce the same; 

tc) in an appeal from any other order, alter or reverse such 
order; 

(d) make any amendment or any consequential or Incidental 
order that may be just or proper; 

Provided that in an appeal from a conviction, the sentence shall not 
be enhanced under sub-clause (Hi) of clause (b) unless the accused has 
had an opportunity of showing cause against such enhancement: 

Provided further that the Appellate Court shall not Inflict greater 
punishment for the offence which in its opinion the accused has com¬ 
mitted, than might have been inflicted for that offence by the Court 
passing the order or sentence under appeal. 

397. The rules contained in Chapter XXVII as to the judgment of a 
Criminal Court of original jurisdiction shall apply, so far as may be 
practicable, to the judgment in appeal of a Court of Session or of a Chief 
Judicial Magistrate; 

Provided that, unless the Appellate Court otherwise directs, the 
accused shall not be brought up, or required to attend, to hear judgment 
delivered. 

398. (I) Whenever a case is decided on appeal by the High Court 
under this Chapter, it shall certify its judgment or order to the Court by 
which the finding, sentence or order appealed against was recorded or 
passed and if such Court is that of a Judicial Magistrate other than the 
Chief Judicial Magistrate, the High Court’s judgment or order shall be 
sent through the Chief Judicial Magistrate; and if such Court is that 
of an Executive Magistrate, the High Court’s judgment or order shall 
be sent through the District Magistrate. 

(2) The Court to which the High Court certifies its judgment or 
order shall thereupon make such orders as are conformable to the 
judgment or order of the High Court; and, if necessary, the record shall 
be amended in accordance therewith. 

399. (1) Pending any appeal by a convicted person, the Appellate 
Court may, for reasons to be recorded by it in writing, order that the 
execution of the sentence or order appealed against be suspended and, 
also, if he is in confinement, that he be released on bail, or on his own 
bond. 

(2) The power conferred by this section on an Appellate Court may 
be exercised also by the High Court in the case of an appeal by a con¬ 
victed person to a Court subordinate thereto. 

(3) When any person Is sentenced to Imprisonment, by a Court, for 
a term not exceeding one year, and an appeal lies from that sentence, 
the Court may, if the convicted person satisfies the Court that he Intends 
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to present an appeal, order that he be released on bail for a period suffi¬ 
cient in the opinion of the Court to enable him to present the appeal 
and obtain the orders of the Appellate Court under sub-section (1); and 
the sentence of imprisonment shall, so long as he is so released on bail, 
be deemed to be suspended. 

(4) When the appellant is ultimately sentenced to imprisonment lor 
a term or to imprisonment for life, the time during which he is so re¬ 
leased shall be excluded in computing the term for which he is so 
sentenced. 

400. When an appeal is presented under section 388, the High Court 
may issue a warrant directing that the accused be arrested and brought 
before it or any subordinate Court, and the Court before which he is 
brought may commit him to prison pending the disposal of the appeal or 
admit him to bail, 

401. (1) In dealing with any appeal under this Chapter, the Appellate 
Court, if it thinks additiohal evidence to be necessary, shall record its 
reasons and may either take such evidence itself, or direct it to be taken 
by a Magistrate, or when the Appellate Court is a High Court, by a 
Court of Session or a Magistrate. 

(2) When the additional evidence is taken by the Court of Session 
or the Magistrate, it or he shall certify such evidence to the Appellate 
Court, and such Court shall thereupon proceed to dispose of the appeal. 

(3) Unless the Appellate Court otherwise directs, the accused or his 
pleader shall be present when the additional evidence is taken. 

(4) The taking of evidence under this section shall be subject to the 
provisions of Chapter XXIII, as if it were an inquiry. 

402. When an appeal under this Chapter is heard by a High Court before 
a Bench of two Judges and they are divided in opinion, the appeal, with 
their opinions, shall be laid before another Judge of that Court, and 
that Judge, after such hearing as he thinks fit, shall deliver his opinion, 
and the judgment or order shall follow that opinion: 

Provided that if either of the Judges constituting the Bench, or, 
where the appeal is laid before another Judge under this section, that 
Judge, so requires, the appeal shall be re-heard and decided by a Bench 
of three or more Judges. 

403. Judgments and orders passed by an Appellate Court upon an 
appeal shall be final, except in the cases provided for In section 387, 
section 388, sub-section ( 4 ) of section 394 or Chapter XXX: 

Provided that notwithstanding the final disposal of an appeal against 
conviction in any case, the Appellate Court may hear and dispose of, 
on the merits— 

(a) an appeal against acquittal under section 388, arising out 
of the same case, or 

(b) an appeal for the enhancement of sentence under section 
387, arising out of the same case, except where the question of en¬ 
hancement has already been considered by the Court in the appeal 

against conviction. 
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404. (I) Every appeal under section 387 or section 388 shall finally 
abate on the death of the accused. 

(2) Every other appeal under this Chapter (except an appeal from 
a sentence of fine) shall finally abate on the death of the appellant: 

Provided that where the appeal is against a conviction and sentence 
of death or imprisonment, and the appellant dies during the pendency 
of the appeal, any of his near relatives may, within thirty days of the 
death of the appellant, apply to the Appellate Court for leave to con¬ 
tinue the appeal; and if leave is granted, the appeal shall not abate. 

Explanation .—In this section, “near relative” means a parent, spouse, 
lineal descendant, brother or sister. 

CHAPTER XXX 
Reference and revision 

405. (1) Where any Court is satisfied that a case pending before it 
involves a question as to the validity of any Act, Ordinance or Regula¬ 
tion or of any provision contained in an Act, Ordinance or Regulation, 
the determination of which is necessary for the disposal of the case, and 
is of opinion that such Act, Ordinance, Regulation or provision is Invalid 
or inoperative, but has not been so declared by the High Court to which 
that Court is subordinate or by the Supreme Court, the Court shall state 
a case setting out its opinion and the reasons therefor, and refer the 
same for the decision of the High Court. 

Explanation .—In this section, “Regulation” means any Regulation of 
the Bengal, Bombay or Madras Code or Regulation as defined in the 
10 of 18S7, General Clauses Act, 1897, or in the General Clauses Act of a State. 

(2) A Court of Session or a Metropolitan Magistrate may, if it or 
he thinks fit in any case pending before it or him to which the provisions 
of sub-section (I) do not apply, refer for the decision of the High Court 
any question of law arising in the hearing of such case. 

(3) Any Court making a reference to the High Court under sub¬ 
section (J) or sub-section (2) may, pending the decision of the High 
Court thereon, either commit the accused to jail or release him on ball 
to appear when called upon. 

406. (I) When a question has been so referred, the High Court shall 
pass such order thereon as it thinks fit, and shall cause a copy of such 
order to be sent to the Court by which the reference was made which 
shall dispose of the case conformably to the said order. 

(2) The High Court many direct by whom the costs of such reference 
shall be paid. 

407. (1) The High Court or any Sessions Judge may call for and 
examine the record of any proceeding before any inferior Criminal 
Court situate within its or his local jurisdiction for the purpose of 
satisfying itself or himself as to the correctness, legality or propriety of 
any finding, sentence or order, not being an interlocutory order, recorded 
or passed, and as to the regularity of any proceedings of such inferior 
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Court, and may, when calling for such record, direct that the execution 
of any sentence or order be suspended, and, if the accused is In con¬ 
finement, that he be released on bail or on his own bond pending the 
examination of the record. 

Explanation .—^All Magistrates, whether exercising original or appellate 
jurisdiction, shall be deemed to be inferior to the Sessions Judge for 
the purposes of this sub-section and of section 409. 

(2) The District Magistrate shall have and may exercise all the 
powers of the Sessions Judge under sub-section (f) in respect of any 
proceeding before any Executive Magistrate. 

(3) If an application under this section has been made either to the 
Sessions Judge or to the District Magistrate, no further application shall 
be entertained by the other of them. 

408. On examining any record under section 407 or otherwise, the 
High Court or the Sessions Judge may direct the Chief Judicial Magistrate 
by himself or by any of the Magistrates subordinate to him to make, 
and the Chief Judicial Magistrate may himself make or direct any sub¬ 
ordinate Magistrate to make, further Inquiry into any complaint which 
has been dismissed under section 208 or sub-section (4) of section 209, 
or into the case of any person accused of an offence who has been dis¬ 
charged; 

Provided that no Court shall make any direction under this section 
for Inquiry into the case of any person who has been discharged unless 
such person has had an opportunity of showing cause why such direction 
should not be made. 

409. (1) When, on examining the record of any case under section 407 
or otherwise, the Sessions Judge considers that such case is triable 
exclusively by the Court of Session and that an accused person has been 
improperly discharged by the inferior Court, the Sessions Judge may 
cause him to be arrested, and may thereupon, Instead of directing a fresh 
Inquiry, order him to be committed to the Court of Session for trial 
upon the matter of which he has been, in the opinion of the Sessions 
Judge improperly discharged: 

Provided that the accused shall be given an opportunity of showing 
cause to such Judge why the order should not be made. 

(2) If such Judge thinks that the evidence shows that some other 
offence has been committed by the accused, such Judge may direct the 
inferior Court to inquire into such offence. 

410. The Sessions Judge or the District Magistrate may, if he thinks 
fit. on examining under section 407 or otherwise the record of any pro¬ 
ceeding, report for the orders of the High Court the result of such 
examination, and, when such report contains a recommendation that a 
sentence or an order, not being an interlocutory order, be reversed or 
altered, may order that the execution of such sentence or order be 
suspended, and, if the accused is in confinement, that he be released on 
bail or on his own bond. 
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411. An Additional Sessions Judge shall have and may exercise all the 
powers of a Sessions Judge under this Chapter in respect of any case 
which may be transferred to him by or under any general or special 
order of the Sessions Judge. 

412. (1) In the case of any proceeding the record of which has been 
called for by itself or which has been reported for its orders, or which 
otherwise comes to its knowledge, the High Court may, in its discretion, 
exercise any of the powers conferred on a Court of Appeal by sectlona 
396, 399, 400 and 401 or on a Court of Session by section 314 and, when 
the Judges composing the Court of revision are equally divided in opinion, 
the case shall be disposed of in the manner provided by section 402. 

(2) No order under this section shall be made to the prejudice of the 
accused unless he has had an opportunity of being heard either personally 
or by pleader in his own defence. 

(3) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to authorise a High Court 
to convert a finding of acquittal into one of conviction. 

(■^) Where under this Code an appeal lies and no appeal is brought, 
no proceeding by way of revision shall be entertained at the instance 
of the party who could have appealed. 

413. Save as otherwise expressly provided by this Code, no party has 
any right to be heard either personally or by pleader before any Coiurl 
exercising its powers of revision; but the Court may, if it thinks fit, when 
exercising such powers, hear any party either personally or by pleader. 

414. When the record of any Metropolitan Magistrate is called for by 
the High Court under section 407, the Magistrate may submit with the 
record a statement setting forth the grounds of his decision or order and 
any facts which he thinlcs material to the issue; and the Court shall 
consider such statement before overruling or setting aside the said decision 
or order. 


415. When a case is revised under this Chapter by the High Court, it 
shall, in the manner hereinbefore provided by section 398, certify Its 
decision or order to the Court by which the finding, sentence or order 
revised was recorded or passed, and fhe Court or Magistrate to which 
the decision or order is so certified shall thereupon make such orders as 
are conformable to the decision so certified; and, if necessary, the record 
shall be amended in accordance therewith. 

CHAPTER XXXI 
Transfer of criminal cases 

416. (1) Whenever it is made to appear to the Supreme Court that an 
order under this section is expedient for the ends of justice, it may direct 
that any particular case or appeal be transferred from one High Court 
to another High Court or from a Criminal Court subordinate to one High 
Court to another Criminal Court of equal or superior jurisdiction sub¬ 
ordinate to another High Court. 
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(2) The Supreme Court may act under this section only on the appli¬ 
cation of the Attorney-General of India or of a party interested, and every 
such application shall be made by motion, which shall, except when the 
applicant is the Attorney-General of India or the Advocate-General, be 
supported by affidavit or affirmation. 

(3) Where any application for the exercise of the powers conferred by 
this section is dismissed, the Supreme Court may, if it is of opinion that 
the application was frivolous or vexatious, order the applicant to pay by 
way of compensation to any person who has opposed the application such 
sum not exceeding one thousand rupees as it may consider appropriate 
in the circumstances of the case. 

417. (1) Whenever it is made to appear to the High Court— 

(a) that a fair and impartial inquiry or trial cannot be had in 
any Criminal Court, subordinate thereto, or 

(b) that some question of law of 'inusual difficulty is likely to 
arise, or 

(c) that an order under this section is required by any provision 
of this Code, or will tend to the general convenience of the parties 
or witnesses, or is expedient for the ends of justice, 

it may order— 

(i) that any offence be inquired into or tried by any Court not 
qualified under sections 180 to 187 (both inclusive), but in other 
respects competent to inquire into or try such offence; 

(ii) that any particular case or appeal, or class of cases or appeals, 
be transferred from a Criminal Court subordinate to its authority to 
any other such Criminal Court of equal or superior jurisdiction; 

(ill) that any particular case be committed for trial to a Court 
of Session; or 

(in) that any particular case or appeal be transferred to and tried 
before itself. 

(2) The High Court may act either on the report of the lower Court, 
or on the application of a party interested, or on its own initiative: 

Provided that no application shall lie to the High Court for transferring 
a case from one Criminal Court to another Criminal Court in the same 
sessions division, unless an application for such transfer has been made 
to the Sessions Judge and rejected by him. 

(3) Every application for an order under sub-section (1) shall be made 
by motion, which shall, except when the applicant Is the Advocate- 
General, be supported by affidavit or affirmation. 

(4) When such application is made by an accused person, the High 
Court may direct him to execute a bond, with or without sureties, for 
the payment of any compensation which the High Court may award under 
sub-section (7), 

(5) Every accused person making such application shall give to the 
Public Prosecutor notice in writing of the application, together with a 
copy of the grounds on which it is made; and no order shall be made on 
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the merits of the application unless at least twenty-four hours have 
elapsed between the giving of such notice and the hearing of the 
application, 

(6) Where the application is for the transfer of a case or appeal from 
any subordinate Court, the High Court may, if it is satisfied that it is neces¬ 
sary so to do in the interests of justice, order that, pending the disposal of 
the application, the proceedings in the subordinate Court shall be stayed, 
on such terms as the High Court may think fit to impose: 

Provided that such stay shall not affect the subordinae Court’s power 
of remand imder section 316. 

(7) Where an application for an order imder sub-section {/) is 
dismissed, the High Court may, if it is of opinion that the application was 
frivolous or vexatious, order the applicant to pay by way of compehsation 
to any person who has opposed the application such sum not exceeding 
one thousand rupees as it may consider proper in the circumstances of 
the case. 

(8) When the High Court orders under sub-section (1) that a case be 
transferred from any Court for trial before Itself, It shall observe In such 
trial the same procedure which that Court would have observed If the 
case had not been so transferred. 

(9) Nothing In this section shall be deemed to affect any order of Gov¬ 
ernment under section 200. 

418. (1) Whenever It is made to appear to a Sessions Judge that an Power of 
order under this sub-section Is expedient for the ends of justice, he may Sessions 
direct— 

transfer 

(\CLS6S STlfil 

(a) that any particular case be transferred from one Criminal 

Court to another Criminal Court in his sessions division; 

(b) that any particular appeal be transferred from the Court of 

a Chief Judicial Magistrate in his sessions division to his own Court. 

(2) The Sessions Judge may act either on the report of the lower 
Court, or on the application of a party interested, or on his own Initiative. 

(1) The provisions of sub-sections (3), (■/), (5), (5), (7) and (P) of 
section 417 shall apply in relation to an application to the Sessions Judge 
for an order under sub-section (1) of this section as they apply in relation 
to an application to the High Court for an order under sub-section (1) of 
section 417, except that sub-section (7) of that section shall so apply after 
substituting for the words “one thousand rupees” occurring therein, the 
words “two hundred and fifty rupees”, 

419. (1) A Sessions Jhdge may withdraw any case from, or recall any 
case which he has made over to, any Assistant Sessions Judge subordinate 

to him. 

(2) At any time before the trial of the case or the hearing of the 
appeal has commenced before the Additional Sessions Judge, a Sessions 
Judge may recall any case or appeal which he has made over to any 
Additional Sessions Judge. 
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(3) Where a Sessions Judge, withdraws or recalls a case or appeal 
under sub-section (7) or sub-section (2), he may either try the case in 
his own Court or hear the appeal himself, or make it over in accordance 
with the provisions of this Code to another Court for trial or hearing, as 
the case may be. 

420. (1) Any Chief Judicial Magistrate may withdraw any case from, 
or recall any case which he has made over to, any Magistrate subordinate 
to him, and may inquire into or try such case himself, or refer it for 
inquiry or trial to any other such Magistrate competent to inquire into 
or try the same. 

(2) Any Judicial Magistrate may recall any case made over by him 
under sub-section (2) of section 193 to any other Magistrate and may 
Inquire into or try such case himself. 

421. Any District Magistrate or Sub-divisional Magistrate may— 

(a) make over any case, of which he has taken cognizance for 
Inquiry to any Magistrate subordinate to him; 

(b) withdraw any case from, or recall any case which he has 
made over to, any Magistrate subordinate to him, and inquire into 
such case himself or refer if for inquiry to any other such Magistrate. 

422. A Sessions Judge or Magistrate making an order under section 
418, section 419, section 420 or section 421 shall record his reasons for 
making it. 


CHAPTER XXXn 

Execution, Suspension, Remission And Commutation of Sentences 

A .—Death sentences 

423. When in a case submitted to the High Court for the confirmation of 
a sentence of death, the Court of Session receives the order of confirma¬ 
tion or other order of the High Court thereon, it shall cause such order 
to be carried into effect by issuing a warrant or taking such other steps as 
may be necessary. 

424. When a sentence of death is passed by the High Court In appeal 
or in revision, the Court of Session shall, on receiving the order of the 
High Court, cause the sentence to be carried into effect by issuing a 
warrant. 

425. (I) Where a person is sentenced to death by the High Court and 
an appeal from its judgment lies to the Supreme Court under sub-clause 
(a) or sub-clause (b) of clause (1) of article 134 of the Constitution of 
India, the High Court shall order the execution of the sentence to be 
postponed until the period allowed for preferring such appeal has expired, 
or, if an appeal is preferred within. that period, until such appeal is 
disposed of. 
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(2) Where a sentence of death is passed or confirmed by the High 
Court, and the person sentenced makes an application to the High Court 
for the grant of a certificate under article 132 or under sub-clause (c) of 
clause (1) of article 134 of the Constitution of India, the High Court 
shall order the execution of the sentence to be postponed until such 
application is disposed of by the High Court, or if a certificate is granted 
on such application, until the period allowed for preferring an appeal 
to the Supreme Court on such certificate has expired. 

(3) Where a sentence of death is passed or confirmed by the High 
Court, and the High Court is satisfied that the person sentenced Intends 
to present a petition to the Supreme Court for the grant of special leave 
to appeal under article 136 of the Constitution of India, the High Court 
shall order the execution of the sentence to be postponed for such period 
as it considers sufficient to enable him to present such petition. 


426. If a woman sentenced to death is found to be pregnant, the High 
Court shall order the execution of the sentence to be postponed, and may, 
if it thinks fit, commute the sentence to Imprisonment for life. 
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427. (1) Except when otherwise provided by any law for the time Power to 
being In force, the State Government may direct in what place any 
person liable to be imprisoned or committed to custody under this Code imprison- 
shall be confined. ment. 

(2) If any person liable to be Imprisoned or committed to custody 
under this Code is In confinement in a civil jail, the Court or Magistrate 
ordering the imprisonment or committal may direct that the person be 
removed to a criminal Jail. 

(3) When a person is removed to a criminal jail under sub-section 
(2), he shall, on being released therefrom, be sent back to the civil jail, 
unless either— 


(a) three years have elapsed since he was removed to the ftrlnil* 
nal jail, In which case he shall be deemed to have been released from 
the civil Jail under section 58 of the Code of CMl Procedure, 1908, or 
section 23 of the Provincial Insolvency Act, 1920, as the case may 
be; or 

(b) the Court which ordered his imprisonment In the civil Jail 
has certified to the officer in charge of the criminal jail that he Is 
entitled to be released under section 58 of the Code of Civil Ptfbce- 
dure, 1908, or under section 23 of the Provincial Insolvency Act, 1920, 
as the case may be. 

428. (1) Where the accused is sentenced to imprisonment for life or Execution 
to imprisonment for a term in cases other than those provided for by j. 

section 423, the Court passing the sentence shall forthwith forward a impriuon- 
warrant to the jail or other place in which he Is, or is to be, confined, and, ment 
unless the accused is already confined in such jail or other place, shall 
forward him to such jail or other place, with the warrant; 


Provided that where the accused lis sentenced to imprisonment till the 
(rising of the Court, It shall not be necessary to prepare or forward ■ 
warrant to a jail, and the accused may be confined in such place as the 
Court may direct. 
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(2) Where the accused is not present in Court when he is sentenced to 
such imprisonment as is mentioned in sub-section (I), the Court shall 
issue a warrant for his arrest for the purpose of forwarding him to the 
jail or other place in which he is to be confined; and in such case, the 
sentence shall commence on the date of his arrest. 

429, Every warrant for the execution of a sentence of imprisonment 
shall be directed to the officer in charge of the jail or other place In which 
the prisoner is, or is to be, confined. 

430. When the prisoner is to be confined in a jail, the warrant shall be 
lodged with the jailor. 


C.—Levy of fine 

431. (1) When an offender has been sentenced to pay a fine, the Court 
passing the sentence may take action for the recovery of the fine in either 
or both of the following ways, that is to say, it may— 

(a) issue a warrant for the levy of the amount by attachment 
and sale of any movable property belonging to the offender; 

(b) issue a warrant to the Collector of the district, authorising 
him to realise the amount as arrears of land revenue from the mov¬ 
able or immovable property, or both, of the defaulter: 

Provided that, if the sentence directs that in default of payment of the 
fine, the offender shall be imprisoned, and if such offender has undergone 
the whole of such imprisonment in default, no Court shall issue such 
warrant unless, for special reasons to be recorded in writing, it considers 
it necessary to do so, or unless it has made an order for the payment of 
expenses or compensation out of the fine under section 365. 

(2) The State Government may make rules regulating the manner In 
which warrants imder clause (a) of sub-section (1) are to be executed, 
and for the summary determination of any claims made by any person 
other than the offender in respect of any property attached in execution 
of such warrant. 

(3) Where the Court issues a warrant to the Collector under clause 
(b) of sub-section (1), the Collector shall realise the amount in accordance 
with the law relating to recovery of arrears of land revenue, as if such 
warrant were a certificate issued under such law: 

Provided that no such warrant shall be executed by the arrest or 
detention in prison of the offender. 

432. A warrant issued under clause (a) of sub-section (1) of section 
431 by any Court may be executed within the local jurisdiction of such 
Court, and it shall authorise the attachment and sale of any such property 
outside such jurisdiction, when it is endorsed by the District Magistrate 
within whose local jurisdiction such property is found. 
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433. Notwithstanding anything contained in this Code or in any other 
law for the time being in force, when an offender has been sentenced to 
pay a fine by a Criminal Court in the State of Jammu and Kashmir £ind 
the Court passing the sentence issues a warrant to the Collector of a 
district in the territories to which this Code extends authorising him to 
realiffle the amoimt as if it were an arrear of land revenue, such warrant 
shall be deemed to be a warrant issued under clause (b) of sub-section 
(I) of section 431 by a Court in the territories to which this Code extends, 
and the provisions of sub-gection (3) of the said section as to the execu¬ 
tion of such warrant shall apply accordingly. 

434. (1) When an offender has been sentenced to fine only and to impri- 
somnent in default of payment of the fine, and the fine is not paid forth¬ 
with, the Court may— 

(a) order that the fine shall be payable either in full on or before 
a date not more than thirty days from the date of the order, or in two 
or three instalments, of which the first shall be payable on or before 
a date not more than thirty days from the date of the order and the 
other or others at an interval or at intervals, as the case may be, of 
not more than thirty days; 

(b) suspend the execution of the sentence of imprisonment and 
release the offender, on the execution by the offender of a bond, with 
or without sureties, as the Court thinks fit, conditioned for his appear¬ 
ance before the Court on the date or dates on or before which payment 
of the fine or the instalments thereof, as the case may be, is to be made; 
and if the amount of the fine or of any instalment, as the case may be, 
is not realised on or before the latest date on which it is payable under 
the order, the Court may direct the sentence of imprisonment to be 
carried into execution at once. 

(2) The provisions of sub-section (1) shall be applicable also in any case 
in which an order for the payment of money has been made on non-recov- 
ery of which imprisonment may be awarded and the money is not paid 
forthwith; and, if the person against whom the order has been made, on 
being required to enter into a bond such as is referred to in that sub¬ 
section, falls to do so, the Court may at once pass sentence of imprison¬ 
ment. 


D .—General provisions regarding execution 

435. Every warrant for the execution of a sentence may be issued either 
by the Judge or Magistrate who passed the sentence, or by his successor 
in office. 

436. (1) When a sentence of death, imprisonment for life or fine Is 
passed under this Code on an escaped convict, such sentence shall, subject 
to the provisions hereinbefore contained, take effect immediately. 

(2) When a sentence of imprisonment for a term is passed under this 
Code on an escaped convict,— 

(a) if such sentence is severer in kind than the sentence which 
such convict was undergoing when he escaped, the new sentence shall 
take effect Immediately; 
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(fa) if such sentence Is not severer in kind than the sentence which 
such convict was undergoing when he escaped, the new sentence shall 
take effect after he has suffered imprisonment for a further period 
equal to that which, at the time of his escape, remained unexpired of 
his former sentence. 

(3) For the purposes of sub-section (2),— 

(a) a sentence of imprisonment with solitary confinement shall be 
deemed to be severer in kind than a sentence of the same description 
of imprisonment without solitary confinement; 

(fa) a sentence of rigorous imprisonment shall be deemed to be 
severer in kind than a sentence of simple Imprisonment with or with¬ 
out solitary confinement. 

437. (1) When a person already undergoing a sentence of imprisonment 
is sentenced on a subsequent conviction to imprisonment or imprisonment 
for life, such imprisonment or imprisonment for life shall commence at the 
expiration of the imprisonment to which he has been previously sentenced, 
unless the Court directs that the subsequent sentence shall run concur¬ 
rently with such previous sentence: 

Provided that where a person who has been sentenced to imprisonment 
by an order under section 123 in default of furnishing security is, whilst 
undergoing such sentence, sentenced to imprisonment for an offence com¬ 
mitted prior to the making of such order, the latter sentence shall com¬ 
mence immediately. 

(2) When a person already undergoing a sentence of imprisonment for 
life is sentenced cm a subsequent conviction to imprisonment for a term or 
Imprisonment for life, the subsequent sentence shall run concurrently with 
such previous sentence. 

438. (1) Nothing in section 436 or section 437 shall be held to excuse any 
person from any part of the punishment to which he is liable upon his 
former or subsequent conviction. 

(2) When an award of imprisonment in default of payment of a fine 
is annexed to a substantive sentence of imprisonment and the person un¬ 
dergoing the sentence is after its execution to undergo a further substan¬ 
tive sentence or further substantive sentences of imprisonment, effect shall 
not be given to the award of imprisonment in default of payment of the 
fine until the person has undergone the further sentence or sentences. 

430. When a sentence has been fully executed, the officer executing 
it shall return the warrant to the Court from which it is issued, -with an 
endorsement under his hand certifying the manner in which the sentence 
has been executed. 

440. Any money (other than a fine) payable by virtue of any order 
made under this Code, and the method of recovery of which is not other¬ 
wise expressly provided for, shall be recoverable as If it were a fine: 

Provided that section 431 shall, in its application to an order under sec¬ 
tion 367, by virtue of this section, be construed as if in the proviso to sub¬ 
section (I) of that section, after the words and figures “under section 365” 
the words and figures “or an order for payment of costs under section 307”' 
had been added. 
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E.— Suspension, remission and commutation of sentences 

441. (1) When any person has been sentenced to punishment for an 
offence, the appropriate Government may, at any time, without conditions 
or upon any conditions which the person sentenced accepts, suspend the 
execution of his sentence or remit the whole or any part of the punishment 
to which he has been sentenced. 

(2) Whenever an application is made to the appropriate Government 
for the suspension or remission of a sentence, the appropriate Government 
may require the presiding Judge of the Court before or by which the con¬ 
viction was had or confirmed to state his opinion as to whether the 
application should be granted or refused, together with his reasons for 
such opinion and also to forward with the statement of such opinion a 
certified copy of the record of the trial or of such record thereof as 
exists. 

(3) If any condition on which a sentence has been suspended or remit¬ 
ted is, in the opinion of the appropriate Government, not fulfilled, the ap¬ 
propriate Government may cancel the suspension or remission, and there¬ 
upon the person in whose favour the sentence has been suspended or re¬ 
mitted may, if at large, be arrested by any police officer, wlthcfut warrant 
and remanded to undergo the unexpired portion of the sentence. 

(4) The condition on which a sentence is suspended or remitted under 
this section may be one to be fulfilled by the person in whose favour the 
sentence is suspended or remitted, or one independent of his will. 

(5) The appropriate Government may, by general rules or special 
orders, give directions as to the suspension of sentences and the condi¬ 
tions on which petitions should be presented and dealt with: 

Provided that in the case of any sentence (other than a sentence of 
fine) passed on a male person above the age of eighteen years, no such peti¬ 
tion by the person sentenced or by any other person on his behalf shall be 
entertained, unless the person sentenced is in jail, and— 

(a) where such petition is made by the person sentenced, it is 
presented through the officer in charge of the jail; or 

(b) where such petition is made by any other person, it contains 
a declaration that the person sentenced is in jail. 

(6) The provisions of the above sub-sections shall also apply to any 
order passed by a Criminal Court under any section of this Code or of any 
other law which restricts the liberty of any person or imposes any liability 
upon him or his property. 

(7) In this section and in section 442, the expression "appropriate Gov¬ 
ernment” means— 

(a) in cases where the sentence is for an offence against, or the 
order referred to in sub-section (6) is passed under, any law relating 
to a matter to which the executive power of the Union extends the 
Central Government; 

(b) in other cases, the Government of the State within which the 
offender is sentenced or the said order is passed. 
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442. The appropriate Government may, without the consent of' the 
person sentenced, commute— 


(a) a sentence of death, for any other punishment provided by 46 of I860, 
the Indian Penal Code; 


(b) a sentence of Imprisonment for life, for imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding fourteen years or for fine; 

(c) a sentence of rigorous imprisonment, for simple imprisonment 
for any term to which that person might have been sentenced or for 
fine; 


(d) a sentence of simple imprisonment, for fine. 
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443. The powers conferred by sections 441 and 442 upon the State Gov¬ 
ernment may, in the case of sentences of death, also be exercised by the 
Central Government. 
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444. (1) The powers conferred by sections 441 and 442 upon the State 
Government to remit or commute a sentence, in any case where the 
sentence is for an offence— 

(a) which was investigated by the Delhi Special Police Establish¬ 
ment constituted, under the Delhi Special Police Establishment Act, 
1946, or 

(b) which involved the misappropriation or destruction of, or 
damage to, any property belonging to the Central Government, or 


(c) which was committed by a person in the service of the Central 
Government while acting or purporting to act in the discharge of his 
official duty, 


shall not be exercised by the State Government except with the con¬ 
currence of the Central Government. 


(2) No order of suspension, remission or commutation of sentences 
passed by the State Government in relation to a person, who has been 
Lnvlcted of offences, some of which relate to matters to which the execu¬ 
tive power of the Union extends, and who has been sentenced to separate 
terms of imprisonment which are to run concurrently shall have effect 
unless an order for the suspension, remission or commutation, as the case 
may be of such sentences has also been made by the Central Government 
in relation to the offences committed by such person with regard to mat¬ 
ters to which the executive power of the Union extends. 
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CHAPTER XXXIII 
Provisions as ®o rail and bonds 

445. (1) When any person other than a person accused of a non-bailable 
otience is arrested or aetained without warrant by an ofl&cer in charge of 
a police station, or appears or is brought before a Court, and is prepared 
at any time while in the custody of such officer or at any stage of the 
proceedmg beiore such Court to give bail, such person shall be released 
on bail: 

Provided that such officer or Court, if he or it thinks fit, may, instead of 
taking bail from such person, discharge him on his executing a bond with¬ 
out sureties lor his appearance as hereinafter provided: 

Provided further that nothing in this section shall be deemed to affect 
the provisions of sub-section (3) of section 117. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (J), where a 
person who was once released on ball has failed to comply with the condi¬ 
tions of the bail bond as regards the time and place of attendance, the 
Court may refuse to release him on bail, when on a subsequent occasion in 
the same case he appears before the Court or is brought in custody and any 
such refusal shall be without prejudice to the powers of the Court to call 
upon any person bound by such bond to pay the penalty thereof under 
section 455. 

446. (1) When any person accused of or suspected of the commission 01 
any non-bailable offence is arrested or detained without warrant by an 
officer in charge of a police station or appears or Is brought before a 
Court, he may be released on bail, but he shall not be so released if there 
appear reasonable grounds for believing that he has been guilty of an 
offence punishable with death or imprisonment for life: 

Provided that the Court may direct that any person under the age of 
sixteen years or any woman or any sick or infirm person accused of such 
an offence be released on bail. 

(2) If it appears to such officer or Court at any-stage of the investiga¬ 
tion, inquiry or trial, as the case may be, that there eue not reasonable 
grounds for believing that the accused has committed a non-bailable 
offence, but that there are sufficient grounds for further inquiry into his 
guilt, the accused shall, pending such Inquiry, be released on bail, or, at 
the discretion of such officer or Court, on the execution by him of a bond 
without sureties for his appearance as hereinafter provided 

When a person accused or suspected of the commission of an offence 
punishable with imprisonment which may extend to seven years or more 
or of an offence under Chapter VI, Chapter XVI or Chapter XVII of the 
Indian Penal Code or abetment of, or conspiracy or attempt to commit, 
any such offence, Is released on bail under sub-section (1), the Court may 
impose any condition which the Court considers necessary— 

(a) in order to ensure that such person shall attend in accordance 
with the conditions of the bond executed under this Chapter, or 

(b) in order to ensure that such person shall not commit an offence 
similar to the offence of which he is accused or of the commission of 
which he is suspected, or 
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(c) otherwise in the Interests of justice. 

(4) An officer or a Court releasing any person on bail under sub-section 

(1) or sub-section (2), shall record in writing his or its reasons for so do¬ 
ing. 

(5) Any Court which has released a person on bail under sub-section 
or sub-section (2), may, if it considers it necessary so to do, direct 

that such person be arrested and commit him to custody. 

(6) If, in any case triable by a Magistrate, the trial of a person accused 
of any non-bailable offence is not concluded within a period of sixty days 
from the first date fixed for taking evidence in the case, such person shall, 
if he is in custody during the whole of the said period, be released on bail 
to the satisfaction of the Magistrate, unless for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, the Magistrate otherwise directs. 

(7) If, at any time after the conclusion of the trial of a person accused 
of a non-bailable offence and before judgment is delivered, the Court is of' 
opinion that there are reasonable grounds for believing that the accused is 
not guilty of any such offence, It shall release the accused, if he is in cus¬ 
tody, on the execution by him of a bond without sureties for his appear¬ 
ance to hear judgment delivered. 

447. (1) When any person has reason to believe that he may be ar¬ 
rested on an accusation of having committed a non-bailable offence, he 
may apply to the High Court or the Court of Session for a direction under 
this section; and that Court may, if it thinks fit, direct that in the event ot 
Such arrest, he shall be released on bail. 

(2) When the High Court or the Court of Session makes a direction 
tmder sub-section (1), it may include such conditions in such directions 
In the light of the facts of the particular case, as it may think fit. 

(3) If such person is thereafter arrested without warrant by an officer 
in charge of a police station on such accusation, and is prepared either at 
the time of arrest or at any time while in the custody of such officer to 
give bail, he shall be released on bail; and if a Magistrate taking cogniz¬ 
ance of such offence decides that a warrant should issue In the first 
instance against that person, he shall issue a bailable warrant in confor¬ 
mity with the direction of the Court under sub-section (1). 

448. (I) A High Court or Court of Session may direct— 

(a) that any person accused of an offence and In custody be 
released on bail, and if the offence is of the nature specified in sub¬ 
section (3) of section .446, may impose any condition which it con¬ 
siders necessary for the ptirposes mentioned in that sub-section; 

(b) that any condition Imposed by a Magistrate when releasing 
any person oh bail be set aside or modified: 

Provided that the High Court or the Court of Session shall, before 
granting bail to a person who is accused of an offence which is triable 
exclusively by the Court of Session or which, though not so triable, is 
punishable with imprisonment for life, give notice of the application for 
ball to the Public Prosecutor unless it is, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, of opinion that it Is not practicable to give such notice. 
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(2) A High Court or Court of Session may direct that any person 
who has been released on bail under this Chapter be arrested and com¬ 
mit him to custody. 


449. (I) The amount of every bond executed under this Chaptei 
shall be fixed with due regard to the circumstances of the case and shall 
not be excessive. 

(2) The High Court or Court of Session may direct that the bail re¬ 
quired by a police officer or Magistrate be reduced. 
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450. (1) Before any person is released bn bail or released on his otVn Bond oi 
bond, a bond for such sum of money as the police officer or Court, as the accused 
case may be, thinks sufficient shall be executed by such person, and, gureties 
when he is released on bail, by one or more sufficient sureties condition¬ 
ed that such person shall attend at the time and place mentioned in the 
bond, and shall continue so to attend until otherwise directed by the 
police officer or Court, as the case may be. 

(2) Where any condition is imposed for the release of any person cn 
bail, the bond shall also contain that condition. 

(3) If the case so requires, the bond shall also bind the person re¬ 
leased on bail to appear when called upon at the High Court, Court of 
Session or other Court to answer the charge. 

(4) For the purpose of determining whether the sureties are sufficient, 
the Court may, if it so thinks fit, accept affidavits in proof of the facts 
contained therein relating to the sufficiency of the sureties or may make 
such further inquiry as it deems necessary. 


451. (f) As soon as the bond has been executed, the person for whose Bischarge 
appearance it has been executed shall be released; and, when he Is in from 
jail, the Court admitting him to bail shall issue an order of release to ‘='^'*todjr. 
the officer in charge of the jail, and such officer on receipt of the order# 

shall release him. 

(2) Nothing in this section, section 445 or section 446 shall be deemed 
to require the release of any person liable to be detained for some 
matter other than that in respect of which the bond was executed. 

452. If, through mistake, fraud, or otherwise, insufficient sureties have Power to 
been accepted, or if they afterwards become insufficient, the Court order 
may issue a warrant of arrest directing that the person released on bail 

be brought before it and may order him to find sufficient sureties, and, that first 
on his failing so to do, may commit him to jail. taken is 

insuffi¬ 

cient. 

453. (I) All or any sureties for the attendance and appearance of a Discharge 
person released on bail may at any time apply to a Magistrate to dis- of 
charge the bond, either wholly or so far as relates to the applicants. suretlei. 

(2) On such application being made, the Magistrate shall issue his 
warrant of arrest directing that the person so released be brought riofc-nc 
him. 
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(3) On the appearance of such person pursuant to the warrant, or on 
his voluntary surrender, the Magistrate shall direct the bond to be dis¬ 
charged either wholly or so far as relates to the applicants, and shall 
call upon such person to find other sufficient sureties, and, if he fails to 
do so, may commit him to custody. 

454. When any person is required by any Court or officer to execute 
a bound with or without sureties, such Court or officer may, except in 
the case of a bond for good behaviour, permit him to deposit a sum of 
money or Government promissory notes to such amount as the Court 
or officer may fix, in lieu of executing such bond. 

455. (I) Where a bond under this Code is for appearance, or for pro¬ 
duction of property, before a Court and it is proved to the satisfaction 
of that Court, or of any Court to which the case has subsequently been 
transferred, that the bond has been forfeited, 

or where, in respect of any other bond under this Code, it is proved 
te the satisfaction of the Court by which the bond was taken, or of any 
Court toi which the case has subsequently been transferred, or of the 
Court of any Magistrate of the first class, that the bond has been for¬ 
feited, 

the Court shall record the grounds of such proof, and may call upon 
any person bound by such bond to pay the penalty thereof or to show 
cause why it should not be paid. 

Explanation .—A condition in a bond for appearance, or for produc¬ 
tion of property, before a Court shall be construed as including a condi¬ 
tion for appearance, or as the case may be, for production of property, 
before any Court to which the case may subsequently be transferred, 

(U) If sufficient cause is not shown and the penalty is not paid, the 
Court may proceed to recover the same as if such penalty were a fine 
imposed by it under this Code. 

(3) The Court may, at its discretion, remit any portion of the penalty 
mentioned and enforce payment in part only. 

(4) Where a surety to a bond dies before the bond is forfeited, his 
estate shall be discharged from all liability in respect of the bond. 

(5) Where any person who has furnished security under section 107 
or section 118 or section 368 is convicted of an offence the commission 
of which constitutes a breach of the conditions of his bond, or of a bond 
executed in lieu of his bond under section 457, a certified copy of the 
judgment of the Court by which he was convicted of such offence may 
be used as evidence in proceedings under this section agalnsf his surety 
or sureties, and, if such certified copy is so used, the Court shall presume 
that each offence was committed by him unless the contrary is proved. 

45G. When any surety to a bond under this Code becomes Insolvent 
or dies, or when any bond is forfeited under the provisions of section 455, 
llie Court by whose order such bond was taken, or a Magistrate of the 
first class may order the person from whom such security was demand¬ 
ed to furnish fresh security in accordance with the directions of the 
original order, and if such security is not furnished, such Court or Magis¬ 
trate may proceed as if there had been a default in complying with such 
original order. 
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457. When the person required by any Court, or officer to execute a 
bond is a minor, such Court or officer may accept, in lieu thereof, a bond 
executed by a surety or sureties only. 

458. All orders passed under section 455 by any Magistrate shall be 
appealable to the Sessions Judge, or, if not so appealed, may be revised 
by him, 

459. The High Court or Court of Session may direct any Magistrate to 
levy the amount due on a bond to appear and attend at such High Court 
®r Court of Session. 


CHAPTER XXXIV 
Disposal of property 

460. When any property regarding which any offence appears to have 
been committed, or which appears to have been used for the commission 
of any offence, is produced before any Criminal Court during any in¬ 
quiry or trial, the Court may make such order as it thinks fit for the 
proper custody of such property pending the conclusion of the inquiry 
or trial, and, if the property is subject to speedy or natural decay, or if 
it is otherwise expedient so to do, the Court may, after recording such 
evidence as it thinks necessary, order it to be sold or otherwise disposed 
of. 


461. (I) When an inquiry or trial in any Criminal Court is concluded, 
the Court may make such order as it thinks fit for the disposal, by destruc¬ 
tion, confiscation or delivery to any person claiming to be entitled to pos¬ 
session thereof or otherwise, of any property or document produced before 
it or in its custody, or regarding which any offence appears to have been 
committed, or which has been used for the commission of any oScncc. 

(2) An order may be made under sub-section (1) for the delivery of 
any property to any person claiming to be entitled to the possession 
thereof, without any condition or on condition that he executes a bond, 
with or without sureties, to the satisfaction of the Court, engaging to 
restore such property to the Court if the order made under sub-section 
(I) is modified or set aside on appeal or revision. 

(3) A Court of Session may. Instead of itself making an order under 
sub section (1), direct the property to be delivered to the Chief Judicial 
Magistrate, who shall thereupon deal with it In the manner provided in 
sections 466, 467 and 468. 

(4) Except where the property is livestock or is subject to speedy and 
natural decay, or where a bond has been executed in pursuance of sub¬ 
section (2), an order made under sub-section (1) shall not be carried 
out for two months, or when an appeal is presented, until such appeal 
has been disposed of. 
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(5) In this section, the term “property” includes, in the case of pro¬ 
perty regarding which an offence appears to have been committed, not 
only such property as has been originally in the possession or under the 
control of any party, but also any property into or for which the same 
may have been converted or exchanged, and anything acquired by such 
conversion or exchange, whether immediately or otherwise. 

462. When any person is convicted of any offence which includes, or 
amounts to, theft or receiving stolen property, and it is proved that 
any other person bought the stolen property from him without knowing, 
or having reason to believe, that the same was stolen, and that any 
money has on his arrest been taken out of the possession of the convict¬ 
ed person, the Court may, on the application of such purchaser and on 
the restitution of the stolen property to the person entitled to the posses¬ 
sion thereof, order that out of such money a sum not exceeding the price 
paid by such purchaser be delivered to him. 

463. (1) Any person aggrieved by an order made by a Court under 
section 461 or section 462, may appeal against it to the Court to which 
appeals ordinarily lie from convictions by the former Court. 

(2) On such appeal, the Appellate Court may direct the order to be 
stayed pending disposal of the appeal modify, alter or annul the order 
and make any further orders that may be just. 

(3) The powers referred to in sub-section (2) may also be exercised 
by a Court of appeal, confirmation or revision while dealing with the 
case in which the order referred to In sub-section (I) was made. 

464. (I) On a conviction under section 2&2, section’293, section SOI or 
section 502 of the Indian Penal Code, the Court may order the destruc¬ 
tion of all the copies of the thing in respect of which the conviction was

342. Wheneier any person is acquitted upon the ground that, at the 
time at which he is alleged to have committed an ottence, he was, by 
reason of unsoundness of mind, incapable of knowing the nature of the 
act alleged as constituting the offence, or that it was wrong or contrary 
to law, the finding shall state specifically whether he committed the act 
or not. 

343. (1) Whenever the finding states that the accused person commit¬ 
ted the act alleged, the Magistrate or Court before whom or which the 
trial has been held, shall, if such act would, but for the incapacity found, 
have constituted an offence,— 

(a) order such person to be detained in safe custody in such 
place and manner as the Magistrate or Court thinks fit; or 

(b) order such person to be delivered to any relative or friend 
of such person. 

(2) No order for the detention of the accused in a lunatic asylum 
shall be made under clause (a) of sub-section (1) otherwise than In ac¬ 
cordance with such rules as the State Government may have made under 
the Indian Lunacy Act, 1912.

361. ( 1 ) The judgment in every trial in any Criminal Court of original 
jurisdiction shall be pronounced in open Court by the presiding officer 
immediately after the termination of the trial or at some subsequent 
time of which notice shall be given to the parties or their pleaders,— 

(a) by delivering the whole of the judgment; or 

(b) by reading out the whole of the judgment; or 

(c) by reading out the operative part of the judgment and ex¬ 
plaining the substance of the judgment. 

( 2 ) Where the judgment is pronounced under clause (a) of sub¬ 
section (1), the presiding officer shall cause it to be taken down in short¬ 
hand, sign the transcript and every page thereof as soon as it is made 
ready, and write on it the date of the pronouncement of the judgment in 
Court. 

(3) Where the judgment or the operative part thereof is read out 
under clause’(b) or clause (c) of sub-section (1), it shall be dated and 
signed by the presiding officer in open Court, and if it is not written 
with his own hand, every page of the judgment shall be signed by him. 

(4) Where the judgment is pronounced in the manner specified in 
clause (c) of sub-section ( 1 ), the whole judgment or a copy thereof shall 
be immediately made available for the perusal of the parties or their 
pleaders free of cost. 

(5) If the accused is in custody, he shall be brought up to hear the 
judgment pronounced. 

(6) If the accused is not in custody, he shall be required by the Court 
to attend to hear the judgment pronounced, except where his personal 
attendance during the trial has been dispensed with and the sentence is 
one of fine only or he is acquitted: 

Provided that, where there are more accused than one, and some of 
them do not attend the Court on the date on which the judgment is 
to be pronounced, the presiding officer may, in order to avoid undue 
delay in the disposal of the case, pronounce the judgment notwithstand¬ 
ing their absence. 
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(7) No judgment delivered by any Criminal Court shall be deemed to 
be invalid by reason only of the absence of any party or his pleader 
on the day or from the place notified for the delivery thereof, or of any 
omission to serve, or defect in serving, on the parties or their pleaders, 
or any of them, the notice of such day and place. 

(8) Nothing in this section shall be construed to limit in any way the 
extent of the provisions of section 474, 

362. (1) Except as otherwise expressly provided by this Code, every 
such judgment— 

(a) shall be written in the language of the Court or in English; 

(b) shall contain the point or points for determination, the deci¬ 
sion thereon and the reasons for the decision; 

(c) shall specify the offence (if any) of which, ,and the section 
of the Indian Penal Code or other law under which, the accused is 
convicted and the punishment to which he is sentenced;

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The law relating to criminal procedure applicable to all criminal 
proceedings in India (except those in the States of Jammu & Kashmir 
and Nagaland and the Tribal Areas in Assam) is contained in the Code 
of Criminal Procedure, 1898. The Code has been amended from time 
to time by various Acts of the Central and State Legislatures. The more 
important of these were the amendments brought about by Central legis¬ 
lation in 1923 and 1955. The amendments of 1955 were extensive and 
were intended to simplify procedures and speed up trials as far as possible. 
In addition, local amendments were made by State Legislatures, of 
which the most important were those made to bring about separation 
of the Judiciary from the Executive. Apart from these amendments, 
the provisions of the Code of 1898 have remained practically unchanged 
through these decades and no attempt was made to have a comprehen¬ 
sive revision of this old Code till the Central Law Commission was set 
up in 1955. 

2. The first Law Commission presented its Report (the Fourteenth 
Report) on the Reform of Judicial Administration, both civil and crimi¬ 
nal, in 1958; it was not concerned with detailed scrutiny of the provi¬ 
sions of the Code of Criminal Procedure, but it did make some recom¬ 
mendations in regard to the law of criminal procedure, some of which 
required amendments to the Code, A systematic examination of the 
Code was subsequently undertaken by the Law Commission not only 
for giving concrete form to the recommendations made in the Fourteenth 
Report but also with the object of attempting a general revision. The 
main task of the Commission was to suggest measures to remove ano¬ 
malies and ambiguities brought to light by conflicting decisions of the 
High Courts or otherwise, to consider local variations with a view to se¬ 
curing and maintaining uniformity, to consolidate laws wherever 
possible and to suggest improvements where necessary. Suggestions for 
improvements received from various sources were considered by the 
Commission. A comprehensive report for the revision of the Code, 
namely, the Forty-flrst Report, was presented by the Law Commission 
in September, 1969. This report took into consideration the recom¬ 
mendations made in the earlier reports of the Commission dealing with 
specific matters, namely, the Fourteenth, Twenty-fifth, Thirty-second, 
Thirty-third, Thirty-sixth, Thirty-seventh and Fortieth Reports. 

3. The recommendations of the Commission were examined carefully 
by the Government, keeping in view, among others, the following basic 
considerations:— 


(i) an accused person should get a fair trial in accordance with 
the accepted principles of natural justice; 


(il) every effort should be made to avoid delay in Investigation 
and trial which is harmful not only to the individuals involved but 
also to society; and 
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(iii) the procedure should not be complicated and should, to 
the utmost extent possible, ensure fair deal to the poorer sections 
of the community. 

The occasion has been availed of to consider and adopt where appro¬ 
priate suggestions received from other quarters, based on practical expe¬ 
rience of investigation and the working of criminal courts. 

4. One of the main recommendations of the Commission is to provide 
for the separation of the Judiciary from the Executive on an all-India 
basis in order to achieve uniformity in this matter. To secure this, the 
Bill seeks to provide for a new set up of criminal courts. In addition to 
ensuring fair deal to the accused, separation as provided for in the Bill 
would ensure Improvement In the quality and speed of disposal, as all 
Judicial Magistrates would be legally qualified and trained persons work¬ 
ing under close supervision of the High Court. 

5. Some of the more important changes proposed to be made with a 
view to speeding up the disposal of criminal cases are; — 

(a) the preliminary inquiry which precedes the trial by a Court 
of Session, otherwise known as committal proceedings, is being 
abolished as it does not serve any useful purpose and has been the 
cause of considerable delay in the trial of offences; 

(b) provision is being made to enable adoption of the summons 
procedure for the trial of offences punishable with Imprisonment up 
to two years Instead of up to one year as at present; this would en¬ 
able a larger number of cases being disposed of expeditiously; 

(c) the scope of summary trials Is being widened by including 
offences punishable with imprisonment up to one year instead of 
six months as at present; summons procedure will be adopted for 
all summary trials; 

(d) the powers of revision against interlocutory orders are 
being taken away, as it has been found to be one of the main con¬ 
tributing factors in the delay of disposal of criminal cases; 

(e) the provision for compulsory stoppage of proceedings by a 
subordinate court on the mere intimation from a party of his inten¬ 
tion to move a higher court for transfer of the case is being omit¬ 
ted and a further provision is being made to the effect that the 
court hearing the transfer application shall not stay proceedings 
unless it is necessary to do so in the Interests of justice; 

(f) when adjournments are granted at the instance of either 
party, the court is being empowered to order costs to be paid by the 
party obtaining the adjournment to the other party; 

(p) provision is being made for the service of summons by re¬ 
gistered post in certain cases; 

(h) in petty cases, the accused is being enabled to plead guilty 
by post and to remit the fine specified in the summons; 
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(i) if a court of appeal or revision discovers that any error, 
ommlssion or irregularity in respect of a charge has occasioned failure 
of justice, it need not necessarily order retrial; 

(j) the facility of part-heard cases being continued by succes¬ 
sors in office now available in respect of courts of magistrates is 
being extended to Courts of Session. 

In addition to the above specific measures, the Commission’s recom¬ 
mendations which are intended to resolve conflicts of decisions on vari¬ 
ous matters or to remove ambiguities have been given effect to and 
these provisions may, by themselves, help in reducing the time taken in 
Htigatlon. 

6 . 5bme of the more important changes intended to provide relief to 
the poorer sections of the community are;— 

(a) provisions have been made for giving legal aid to an indi¬ 
gent accused in cases triable by a Court of Session; the State Gov¬ 
ernments may extend this facility to other categories of cases; 

(b) the court has been empowered to order payment of compen¬ 
sation by the accused to the victims of crimes, to a larger extent 
than is now permissible under the Code; 

(c) when a commission is issued for the examination of a wit¬ 
ness for the proscecution, the cost incurred by the defence including 
pleader’s fees may be ordered to be paid by the prosecution; 

(d) the accused will be given an opportunity to make represen¬ 
tation against the punishment before it is imposed. 

In addition to these specific provisions, the steps taken to reduce de¬ 
lays would themselves automatically benefit the poorer sections, as it is 
they who particularly suffer by the prolongation of criminal cases.

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Notes on clauses 

Clause 1.—This clause provides for the short title, extent and com¬ 
mencement. 

Sub-clause (2) reflects the existing position. Sub-clause (3) takes 
note of the need to allow sufficient time to State Governments for making 
the necessary administrative arrangements, particularly for the purpose 
of bringing about separation of the Judiciary from the Executive. 

Clause 2,—This clause, corresponding to section 4, contains the 
definitions. 

The existing definition of “warrant-case” is being amended to secure 
that offences punishable with imprisonment for a term not exceeding two 
years could be tried by the summons-case procedure. In its Fourteenth 
Report, the Law Commission recommended that for securing expeditious 
disposal of a larger number of cases, particularly those under special laws, 
summons-case procedure should be prescribed for offences punishable 
with imprisonment up to three years instead of one year as at present. 
Although in its Forty-first Report, the Commission has not recommended 
any change, it is considered necessary that the existing limit of one year 
should be raised to two years for securing greater expedition in the dis¬ 
posal of a larger number of cases. This is not likely to result in any 
hardship to the accused as summons procedure secures all the essentials 
of a fair trial although some formalities are dispensed with. 

Clause 3.—This clause containing certain rules of construction is con¬ 
sequential on the various changes proposed in the New Code. 

Clauses 4 and 5.—These clauses correspond to sections 5 and 1 (2). 


Clauses 6 to 24.—These clauses which correspond to sections 6 to 21 
deal with the constitution of criminal courts and offices. 

The revised set-up of criminal courts and the allocation of magisterial 
functions between these two categories of Magistrates provided for in the 
Bill are intended to bring about separation of the Judiciary from the 
Executive, as far as possible, on the pattern adopted in most of the States 
in which the reform has been implemented. 

As a consequence rf the separation there will be two categories of 
Magistrates, namely, the Judicial Magistrates and the Executive Magist¬ 
rates, the former being under the control of the High Court and the latter 
under the control of the State Government. Broadly speaking, functions 
which are essentially judicial in nature will be the concern of the 
Judicial Magistrates while functions which arc “police” or administrative 
in nature will be the concern of the Executive Magistrates. 

For performing magisterial functions allotted to the Executive, there 
Will be, in each district, the District Magistrate, the Additional District 
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Magistrate (where necessary), the Sub-divisional Magistrates and the 
other subordinate Executive Magistrates. These last will not be classi¬ 
fied into First, Second and Third Class Magistrates; they will all be 
designated as Executive Magistrates. 

On the judicial side, for each district (other than a Metropolitan area) 
there will be a Chief Judicial Magistrate who will correspond to the 
District Magistrate on the executive side. He will be a senior Magistrate 
whose important function will be to guide, supervise and control other 
Judicial Magistrates in the district. He will himself try important cases 
(including cases where there are approvers) and will have powers to 
impose a sentence of imprisonment not exceeding seven years. Appeals 
against convictions by Magistrates of the second class will be heard by 
him. 

In addition to the Chief Jud'cial Magistrate, there will be Magistrates 
of the first class and Magistrates of the second class on the judicial side. 
Third class Magistrates are considered unnecessary. In determining the 
number of courts of Magistrates and their location, the State Govern¬ 
ment is required to act in consultation with the High Court. The power 
to define local limits of jurisdiction is conferred on the Chief Judicial 
Magistrate, subject to the control of the High Court. A provision Is 
being inserted giving power to the High Court to designate certain 
Magistrates as Judicial Sub-divisional Magistrates for exercising specified 
powers of supervision. 

At present, there are certain special arrangements in respect of the 
cities of Madras, Bombay and Calcutta, which are called Presidency- 
towns; magisterial functions mostly of a judicial nature are discharged by 
a special category of Magistrates called Presidency Magistrates. Usually, 
persons appointed to these posts have special qualifications or experience 
and are paid higher emoluments. The procedure followed by these Magist¬ 
rates takes less time. Although the reasons for such special arrange¬ 
ments are historical, it has been recognised that the system is useful in 
respect of such big cities, where crimes are sophisticated and the volume 
of work is heavy requiring quicker disposal of cases. It has since been 
extended to certain other cities by local law. Agreeing with the Com¬ 
mission, it Is proposed not only to continue the system with some modifi¬ 
cations but also to enable its extension by any State Government to other 
big cities within the State where the population is not less than one 
million (to be called Metropolitan areas), by means of a notification, '^fhe 
present designation of Presidency Magistrates will be changed to Metro¬ 
politan Magistrates. 

At present, in Presidency-towns and certain other cities, there is no 
District Magistrate and some of the functions of a District Magistrate are 
discharged by the Commissioner of Police and some by the Chief Presi¬ 
dency Magistrate. Although the Commission has recommended that 
this arrangement should be changed and these cities also should have 
District Magistrates and Sub-divisional Magistrates like other places, it 
is considered that there is no clear need to disturb a well established and 
smoothly operating arrangement at such cities. Metropolitan areas 
will not therefore have District Magistrates; the function of a Di,strict 
1398 RS—e. 
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Magistrate in respect of such areas will be discharged by the Commis¬ 
sioner of Police and the Chief Metropolitan Magistrate as In the case of 
Presidency-towns at present. 

As regards Sessions Judges, an amendment of the existing law Is 
necessitated because of the judgment of the Supreme Court in Ranga 
Mohammed’s case (AIR 1967 SC 903). Clause 9 confers on the High 
Court the power of appointment of a Judge of a Sessions Court and a 
clarification has been added that the power of the High Court does not 
extend to the making of first appointment of a person to the cadre which 
under Article 133 vests in the Governor. 

Provision has been made for the disposal of the work of a Sessions 
Judge by the Additional or Assistant Sessions Judge or by the Chief 
Judicial Magistrate, when there is any sudden vacancy in the office. 

Clauses 13, 15, 19, 20 and 25.—These clauses correspond to sections 14, 

15, 19, 22 and 25 and provide for the appointment of Special Judicial 
Magistrates, Special Metropolitan Magistrates, Benches of such Magist¬ 
rates and Justices of the Peace. The power to make appointment of 
Special Judicial Magistrates and Special Metropolitan Magistrates is being 
vested in the High Court. Certain Magistrates will be Justices of the 
Peace by virtue of their office. Any other person in the State may be 
appointed as a Justice of the Peace by the State Government. 

ClaiMses 26 and 27.—These clauses correspond to section 492 and deal 
with the appointment of Public Prosecutors, Special Public Prosecutors 
and Assistant Public Prosecutors. As recommended by the Commission, 
the law will make better provisions in this regard. In the cas'^ of a Public 
Prosecutor or Additional Public Prosecutor the requirement is that he 
should be an advocate of not less than seven years’ standing at 
the Bar. In the case of a Special Public Prosecutor, the standing at the Bar 
should not be less than ten years. The appointment should be made by 
the State Government on the recommendation of the District Magistrate 
and in consultation with the High Court. 

Clauses 28 to 36.—^These clauses correspond to sections 28 to 41 and 
deal with powers of courts and offices. 

The original Criminal Jurisdiction of High Courts is being abolished. 
Local legislation has, in fact, abolished this jurisdiction in all the three 
places where it existed previously. 

As Judicial Magistrates will be legally qualified and experienced 
persons, an upward revision of the sentencing powers is being made as 
recommended by the Commission. The Chief Judicial Magistrate will 
have powers to award sentences of imprisonment for a term which may 
extend to seven years and fine without limit. He is more or less equated 
to the Special Magistrate who could now be appointed under section 30. 
The enhanced powers will give relief to the Court of Session, A 
Magistrate of the first class will have powers to award sentences of 
Imprisonment for a term which may extend to three vears (as against two 
years at present) and fine up to Rs. 5.,000 (as against Rs. 2,000 at present). 
A Magistrate of the second class will have powers to awa’-d 
sentences of imprisonment for a term which may extend to 
year (as agaln.st six months at present) and fine up to Rs, 1,000 (as 
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against Rs. 500 at present). In Metropolitan areas, the Chief Metropoli¬ 
tan Magistrate will have the same powers as the Chief Judicial Magis¬ 
trate has in a district, while other Metropolitan Magistrates will have 
the powers of a Magistrate of the first class. A Magistrate will derive 
powers directly on his appointment as such and there will be no need 
to confer additional powers by notification as at present. 

Clames 37 and 39.—These correspond to sections 559 and 551 respec¬ 
tively. 

Clause 38.—This is a new provision defining the powers of Justices 
of the Peace. 

Clauses 40 to 43.—These correspond to sections 42 to 45 and deal 
with aid to the Magistrate and the police. With a view to help detection 
of offences of corruption, provision is being made to place on every 
pubhe servant a legal obligation to give information about the commis¬ 
sion of or the intention to commit such an offence if he is aware of the 
same. 

Clauses 44 to 61.—These clauses correspond to sections 46 to 67 and 
deal with matters relating to arrest of persons. To facilitate effective 
investigation, provision has been made authorising an examination of 
the arrested person by a medical practitioner, if, from the nature of the 
alleged offence or the circumstances under which it was alleged to have 
been committed, there is reasonable ground for believing that an exami¬ 
nation of the person will afford evidence. It is also being provided that 
every person arrested without a warrant should be informed of the 
grounds of his arrest and if the arrest is made without a warrant in a 
bailable case, the person should be informed of his right to be released 
on baih 

Clauses 62 to 90.—These clauses correspond to sections 68 to 97 and 
deal with processes to compel appearance. 

Clause 64 is an improvement on the present section 69 which does 
not make adequate provision for service of summons on a corporation 
like a society. Clause 70 is intended to avoid some delay in the service 
of summons on witnesses by providing for service of such summons by 
post in addition to, or simultaneously with, the issue of summons in 
the usual way by messenger. Warrants of attachment issued under 
clause 84 should be endorsed by the District Magistrate of the district 
in which the property is situated, but claims or objections against such 
attachment should be disposed of by the Chief Judicial Magistrate. Pro¬ 
clamations under clause 83 may be ordered to be published in a news¬ 
paper having circulation in the locality. 

Clauses 91 to 106.—These correspond to sections 94 to 105A, 550 and 
652 and deal with processes to compel the production of things. Powers 
under clauses 94 and 97 regarding search-warrants have been given to 
all Magistrates of the first class. The power to issue search-warrants for 
forfeited publications is being conferred also on all Judicial Magistrates 
of the first class. 

Clauses 107 to 127 deal with provisions relating to security for keep¬ 
ing the peace or for good behaviour. These correspond to sections 106 

to 136A. 
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Clause 107 corresponds to section 106 which has been re-drafted so 
as to clarify that the provision would apply even if breach of the peace 
is not an ingredient of the offence, if breach of the peace is occasioned 
or the offender intended or knew it to be likely that breach of the peace 
would be caused by his act. An offence under section 143 of the Indian 
Penal Code is also being included in this provision. Clause 109, corres¬ 
ponding to section 108, would cover also persons disseminating matters 
the publication of which is punishable under section 295A of the Indian 
Penal Code. 

The functions under clause 108 are being allocated to every Execu¬ 
tive Magistrate. The functions under clauses 109 to 111 are being allo¬ 
cated to the Judicial Magistrate, but it is open to any State Government 
to allocate such functions to the Executive Magistrate by means of a 
notification. 

Clauses 128 to 131,—These clauses correspond to sections 488 to 490 
and deal with the power of a Magistrate to order payment of main¬ 
tenance to wives and children in certain circumstances. Maintenance 
will be payable to a child even after it crosses the age of majority, and 
even after its marriage, so long as the child is unable to maintain itself. 
Married daughters would be covered by this provision. These provisions 
apply to all classes of persons independently of the personal law as re¬ 
gards liability to pay maintenance. The powers under these provisions 
have been allocated to the Judicial Magistrates. 

Clauses 132 to 135.—These clauses correspond to sections 127 to 132A 
and functions under these have been allocated to the Executive Magis¬ 
trates. Certain textual alterations are being made in the existing pro¬ 
visions to fit m with the categorisation and designations of the members 
of the Central Reserve Police and the Border Security Forces which are 
Armed Forces of the Union. 

Clauses 136 to 145.^—These correspond to sections 133 to 143 dealing 
with public nuisance and functions under these have been allocated to 
the Executive Magistrates. Provisions relating to jury are being aboli¬ 
shed as being imnecessary. Power is being given to the Magistrate to 
order local inspection and examine experts as witnesses. 

Clauses 146 to 150.—These correspond to sections 145 to 148 dealing 
with disputes as to immovable property. Powers under these clauses 
have been conferred on Executive Magistrates but any State Govern¬ 
ment may, by notification, allocate these to the Judicial Magistrates ins¬ 
tead of to the Executive Magistrates. 

The Commission has observed that the revised procedure brought 
about by the amendments made to the Code in 1955 has not worked satis¬ 
factorily and has recommended the restoration of the procedure under the 
law before the said amendments. The Bill gives effect to this recommenda¬ 
tion. A provision is being made that a proceeding under clause 146 could 
be converted into one under clause 148 and vice versa, with a view to 
remove a difficulty that arises frequently under the present law when 
proceedings under section 145 become infructuous by reason of a techni¬ 
cal defect that they should have been under section 147. 
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Clause 151.—This corresponds to section 144 relating to urgent cases 
of apprehended danger. The Supreme Court has recently struck down 
sub-section ((>) of section 144, which enables the State Government to 
extend the duration of an order passed by a Magistrate under the section 
beyond the initial period of two months. It is considered necessary that 
the State Government should have the power to extend the Magistrate’s 
(.'rder with a view to prevent danger to human life, health or safety or 
for preventing a riot or an affray. To meet the objections raised against 
the existing provision by the Supreme Court, provision is being made 
that the State Government cannot extend the Magistrate’s order for a 
period of more than six months from the date of expiry of the Initial 
order and that the State Government may, on its own motion or on the 
application of the aggrieved party, rescind or alter any such order 
extending the duration. 

Clauses 152 to 156.—These correspond to sections 149 to 153 and deal 
with preventive action of the police. 

Clauses 157 to 179.—These correspond to sections 154 to 176 and deal 
with information to the police and their powers to investigate. The exis¬ 
ting law Is being improved in the following manner; — 

(i) A copy of the first information recorded by the police in 
cognizable cases should be furnished free of cost to the Informant. 

(ii) If a case relates to two or more offences, at least one of 
which is cognizable, it shall be deemed to be a cognizable case. 
Where, during the investigation into a cognizable offence, a non- 
cognizable offence is also disclosed, the police may investigate Into 
the latter offence also without the orders of a Magistrate. 

(Hi) If a witness is summoned by the police officer during In¬ 
vestigation, reasonable expenses of the witness should be paid sub¬ 
ject to the rules made by the State Government In this behalf. 

(iv) When questioned by the police, every person shall be 
bound to answer to such questions truly. 

(v) When the statement of a literate person is reduced to writ¬ 
ing, he should be allowed to read and sign the statement so recor¬ 
ded. 

At present, section 167 enables the Magistrate to authorise detention 
of an accused in custody for a term not exceeding 15 days on the whole. 
There is a complaint that this provision is honoured more in the breach 
than in the observance and that the police investigation takes a much 
longer period in practice. A practice of doubtful legality has grown 
whereby the police file a “preliminary” or incomplete charge-sheet and 
move the court for remand under section 344 which is not Intended to 
apply to the stage of investigation. While in some cases the delay in 
investigation may be due to the fault of the police, it cannot be deemed 
that there may be genuine cases where it may not be practicable to com¬ 
plete the investigation in 15 days. The Commission recommended that 
the period should be extended to 60 days, but if this is done 60 days would 
become the rule and there is no guarantee that the illegal practice referred 
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to above would not continue. It is considered that the most satis¬ 
factory solution of the problem would be to confer on the Magistrate the 
power to extend the period of detention beyond 15 days, whenever he 
is satisfied that adequate grounds exist for granting such extension. Clause 
170 gives effect to this. 

Among other minor amendments made to the existing law are- 

(t) All second class Magistrates will have the power to record 
confessions or statements under section 164; an express provision is 
being made that oath may be administered to a witness. 

(ii) Evidence collected by the police after filing the charge-sheet 
can also be produced before the court subject to the accused being 
given the usual facilities for copies. 

(iii) A free copy of the search list under section 165 should be 
furnished to the owner or occupier of the premises; 

(iv) In the case of an inquest, near relatives should be informed, 
if their names and addresses are known. 

Clauses 180 to 190.—These clauses correspond to sections 177 to 189 
relating to place of Inquiry or trial. A provision is being made that 
offences committed outside India shall not be inquired into or tried except 
with the previous sanction of the Central Government. Some of the 
changes made to settle conflict of decisions are in respect of the venue 
of trial for offences involving cheating by post, tele-communication, etc., 
and those involving criminal misappropriation, breach of trust, extortion, 
etc. To remove a difficulty that is being now experienced in respect of 
the offence of bigamy it is being provided that the venue could also be 
the place where the offender last resided with his or her spouse by the 
first marriage. An express provision is being made to the effect that 
where offences committed by any person are such that he may be charged 
with and tried at one trial or the offences committed by several persons 
are such that they may be charged and tried together, the offences may 
be inquired into or tried by any court competent to try any of the offences, 
Wnere two or more courts have taken cognizance of the same offence, the 
decision as to which court should try the offence will be taken by the 
High Court within whose appellate jurisdiction the proceedings were 
commenced first and thereupon the proceedings in other courts shall be 
discontinued. 

Clouses 191 to 204.—These clauses correspond to sections 190 to 198B 
and deal with conditions requisite for initiation of proceedings. Only the 
Judicial Magistrates will have the power to take cognizance of cases. The 
existing provision enabling a Magistrate to take cognizance of an offence 
on suspicion is being omitted. The following changes in the existing law 
ai« being made:— 

(i) The Central Government or the State Government will have 
the power to order a preliminary investigation for deciding whether a 
complaint should be filed or consent should be given under Chapter 
XIV: a similar power is now available to a District Magistrate in 

certain cases. 
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(n) The requirement of a complaint under section 190 by the 
Government In respect of offences relating to elections, la being dis¬ 
pensed with, as recommended by the Commission, 

(Hi) Prosecution for (a) offences against the State under 
sections 121 to 130 of the Indian Penal Code; (b) offences under 
sections 153A, 295A and 505 of the Indian Penal Code; and (c) offence 
of abetment of an offence committed outside India, which may at 
present be initiated by complaint of a State Government or under 
Its authority or of an officer empowered by It, may, under the new 
provisions, be Initiated by complaint made by order of Central Gov¬ 
ernment or the State Government. 

(iv) Sanction ndw provided for under section 197 in respect of 
certain categories of public servants would be necessary in respect 
of the official acts of such public servants even after their retire¬ 
ment. 

It is proposed to omit section 197A requiring sanction of the Central 
Government for the prosecution of a Ruler of a former Indian State. 
The requirement of a complaint by the State Government, etc., for prose¬ 
cutions under section 294A of the Indian Penal Code for keeping lottery 
office, Is being dispensed with. 

Provisions relating to cognizance of offences by the High Court and 
Information by the Advocate-General, etc.. In section 194 are proposed 
to be deleted as unnecessary. 

Clauses 205 to 208,—These correspond to sections 200 to 203 and deal 
with complaints to Magistrates and the procedure thereon. The require¬ 
ment that a Magistrate should record his reasons for postponing sum¬ 
mons to the accused is being dispensed with, The provision for ordering 
an Inquiry by a subordinate Magistrate is being omitted. 

Clauses 209 and 210.—These correspond to sections 204 and 20.5, 
Under the present law, to ascertain whether a summons or a warrant 
should issue in the first instance for securing attendance of the accused, 
it la necessary to refer to the entries in the relevant column of the 
Second Schedule which are not based on any principle. The classifica¬ 
tion adopted in,this regard in the said Schedule is not the same ag that 
between a summons-case and a warrant-case, because a summons may 
issue in a warrant-case and a warrant may issue in a summons-case. It 
Is considered that there is no need to have these complicated arrange¬ 
ments; a simpler provision is being made whereby summons will issue in 
all summons-cases and warrant in all warrant-cases except when the 
Magistrate orders otherwise. 

Clause 211.—The appearance of the accused in response to summons 
cannot at present be dispensed with even in petty cases. With a view to 
avoid unnecessary inconvenience to persons accused of petty cases and 
also to reduce to some extent congestion in Magistrates’ Courts, provision 
is being made that when the offence is punishable with a fine not exceed¬ 
ing Rs. 1,000, the Magistrate may issue a summons to the accused requiring 
him either to appear in person, or by a pleader on a specified date or, if he 
desires to plead guilty without appearing before the Magistrate, to trans¬ 
mit by post or by a messenger before the specified date, the said plea in 
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writing and the amount of fine specified in the summons which shall not 
exceed Ra. 100. If he does so, the Magistrate may convict the accused in 
his absence and adjust the amount paid as fine, This procedure has been 
recommended by the Commission. 

Clauses 212 and 213.—At present, the duty of furnishing to the accused 
copies of statements recorded by the police and other documents is of 
the police under section 173. The Commission has observed that this ar¬ 
rangement has not worked satisfactorily as the police do not have the 
necessary equipment to furnish legible copies in time and it has led to 
delays in the commencement of proceedings. To remedy this, the duty of 
furnishing such copies in a warrant-case as well as in a summons-case is, 
as recommended by the Commission, being laid on the Court of the Ma¬ 
gistrate who takes cognizance. A further provision is being made that 
where the document is voluminous, the accused may be allowed to 
inspect it personally or through pleader in the Court Instead of being 
furnished with a copy. A provision permitting the police to furnish these 
copies if it is more convenient to do so has also been made. 

Clause 214.—Preliminary inquiries by Magistrates In cases exclusively 
triable by the Court of Session are being dispensed with as such an in¬ 
quiry has served no useful purpose and, on the contrary, it Involves a 
great deal of infructuous work causing delay in the trial of serious cases. 
The abbreviated form of Inquiry provided for by the amendments made 
In 1955 and contained in section 207A has been the subject of controversy 
and opinion is almost unanimous that this procedure while solving no pro¬ 
blems, created fresh problems. Preliminary inquiries are, therefore, be¬ 
ing, dispensed with in cases triable by a Court of Session. However, to 
perform certain preliminary functions like granting copies, preparing the 
records, notifying the Public Prosecutor, etc., provision is being made that 
the Magistrate taking cognizance of the case will perform these prelimi¬ 
nary functions and formally commit the case to the Court of Session. As 
regards private complaints in cases triable exclusively by a Court of Ses¬ 
sion, the inquiry into the complaint by the Magistrate under the existing 
section 202 will serve the purpose of a preliminary scrutiny. 

Clauses 215 to 230.—These clauses correspond to sections 221 to 240 and 
deal with matters relating to charge including joinder of charges. Pro¬ 
vision is being made that when a charge is altered after the commencement 
of a trial, a court may refuse to re-summon or re-examine a witness if 
it considers that the application therefor is made for the purpose of vexa¬ 
tion or delay or for defeating the ends of justice. A provision is being 
added that where the accused himself wants a joint trial or a joinder of 
charges, the Court may allow the same notwithstanding the strict rules in 
the other provisions. This is because the rules in this regard are designed 
for the benefit of the accused and if they work to his detriment, he should 
get relief. 

Clauses 231 to 243.—These clauses correspond to the provisions in Chap¬ 
ter XXin and deal with the procedure in trials before a Court of Session. 
This procedure will be practically the same as that prescribed for the trial 
of warrant-cases by a Magistrate with slight variations. At the first hear¬ 
ing the Public Prosecutor will open the case and the Judge, after going 
through the record and hearing the submissions of the accused, if any, will 
consider whether there are sufficient grounds for proceeding against the 
accused. If, in his opinion, there are no such grounds, he shall discharge

the accused. Otherwise, he shall frame a charge which shall be read out 
and explained to the accused and his plea will be recorded. If he pleads 
guilty, the Judge may convict him. Otherwise, a date will be fixed for 
hearing of evidence for the prosecution. The accused will have the right 
to cross-examine witnesses. Witnesses may be recalled for cross-exami¬ 
nation. If after hearing the evidence and examining the accused and 
hearing the arguments, the Judge considers that there is no evidence to 
support the prosecution, he shall acquit the accused. Otherwise, the ac¬ 
cused shall be called upon to enter on his defence and adduce his evidence 
for which there will be an adjournment. After the completion of the 
defence evidence, the prosecution and the defence will be heard and the 
Court will deliver judgment. If the judgment, is one of conviction, the 
accused will be given an opportunity to make his representation, if any, 
on the punishment proposed to be awarded and such representation shall 
be taken into consideration before imposing the sentence. This last pro¬ 
vision has been made because it may happen that the accused may have 
some grounds to urge for giving him consideration in regard to the sen¬ 
tence such as that he is the bread-winner of the family of which the Court 
may not be made aware during the trial. 

The Jury System which is not in vogue in most of the States is being 
abolished. 

The procedure to be followed in the case of a prosecution for defama¬ 
tion against high dignitaries and public servants now contained in section 
198B has been incorporated in clause 243 with some modifications. 

Clauses 244 to 258.—These clauses, correspond to sections 250 to 259 and 
deal with procedure for the trial of a warrant-case by the Magistrate. 
Under clause 245, if a Magistrate discharges the accused at the initial 
stage on finding the charge to be groundless, he has to record his reasons 
for doing so. A specific provision is being added to confer a power on, the 
Magistrate to summon witnesses. As in the case of Sessions trial the 
accused will have an opportunity to make representations on the question 
of sentence before the Court passes any sentence after conviction. I’d disy. 
courage frivolous complaints, clause 258 enables the court to award com¬ 
pensation to the accused if there was no rea.sonable ground for accusation, 
thereby widening the scope of the existing provision in section 250. Fur- 
ther, the amount of compensation for an accusation without reasonablfr 
cause has been raised from half the amount of the fine to the full amount 
of fine. 

Clauses 259 to 267.—These clauses correspond to sections 241 to 24^ and 
deal with the procedure for the trial of a summons-case. A specific pro¬ 
vision is being made that where a complainant is being represented by 
a pleader or an officer conducting pro.secufion. the Magistrate may dis¬ 
pense with the attendance of the complainant. Provision has also been 
made in clause 320 that where the personal attendance of the accused 
has been dispensed with, his examination by 1he Court may also be dis¬ 
pensed with. 

Clauses 268 to 272.—These clauses correspond to sections 260 to 265 and 
relate to the procedure in summary trials. At present, in a summary trial 
the summons procedure will be followed in summons-cases and the w.ar- 
rant procedure in warrant-cases. It is considered that this distinction 
serves no useful purpose and so the procedure is being simplified by pro¬ 
viding that in summary trials all cases should be tried by the summons 
procedure, whether the case is a summons-case or a warrant-case. The 
scope of the present section is also being widened by including offences- 
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punishable with imprisonment up to one year instead of six months as at 
present. The maximum punishment which may be imposed in such cases 
is being increased to six months from the present limit of three months. 
The procedure to be followed by a Presidency Magistrate (who will be 
replaced by the Metropolitan Magistrate) is not very different from the 
procedure in summary trials and Presidency Magistrates are being in¬ 
cluded among Magistrates who can try cases summarily, omitting the 
special provision in regard to Presidency Magistrates. The Chief Judicial 
Magistrate will also have the power to try cases summarily. The power 
to try cases summarily will be conferred by the High Court and not by 
the Government. 

Under the present law, It is provided that the Magistrate need not re¬ 
cord evidence in non-appealable cases. It is considered that this arrange¬ 
ment is wrong in principle. The appealability or the non-appealability de¬ 
pends on the sentence to be awarded at the close of the trial and the Ma¬ 
gistrate cannot be called upon to make up his mind as to the guilt of 
the accused and the sentence to be awarded even before he hears the evi¬ 
dence (which he must do at present to decide whether or not to record 
evidence). The new provision will provide that the substance of the evi¬ 
dence should form part of the record in every case, as recommended by 
the Commission. 

Clauses 273 to 278.—These clauses correspond to the provisions of the 
Prisoners (Attendance in Courts) Act, 1955 in so far as they apply to 
criminal courts. Some modifications have been made as recommended 
by the Commission. 

Clauses 279 to 290.—These clauses correspond to sections 353 to 364, 
343 and 365 and deal with the mode of taking and recording evidence. 

Provision is being made that in Sessions trial, the evidence should 
ordinarily be recorded in the form of questions and answers. The spe¬ 
cial provision in the case of Presidency Magistrates contained in section 
362 Is being omitted. 

Clauses 291 to 297.—These correspond to sections 503 to 508A and 
deal with issue of commissions for the examination of witnesses, WhetV 
a commission is issued for the examination of a prosecution witness, the 
Court may order the prosecution to pay the expenses of the accused. 

Clauses 298 to 306.—These correspond to sections 509 to 512, 539, 539A 
and 539AA. Certain other officers are being added to the existing list of 
experts In section 510. It is belhg ensured that an expert covered by 
this provision is not to be summoned for oral evidence as a matter of 
routine at the instance of a party; the Court will have a discretion in 
the matter and may summon the witness only if it is satisfied that it is 
expedient to do so for the ends of justice. When oral evidence is to be 
with reference to the report of an expert, an officer subordinate to the 
expert, who is conversant with the facts of the case, may be deputed 
unless the court expressly requires the presence of the expert himself. 
A document of a formal character may be proved without the necessity 

of proof of signature. 

Clauses 307 to 335.—These clauses contain some general provisions as 
to inquiries and trials and they correspond generally to the provisions 
in Chapter XXIV with some additions, alterations arid re-arrangement. 

At present, an accused person has a right to be defended by a pleader 
but there is no express duty on the State to provide a pleader at its 
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expense, if he is unable to engage one. Agreeing with the Commission, 
Provision is being made in clause 311 conferring on the accused the right 
to legal aid at the expense of Government in cases triable by a Court of 
Session and empowering the State Government to extend this facility 
to other cases. 

Under the present law, there is no adequate provision for represen¬ 
tation in respect of prosecutions against associations or corporations llJte 
societies, etc. General provisions have been made in this regard in 
clause 312. 

Clauses 313 to 315.—These correspond to sections 337 to 339 and deal 
with approvers. 

The existing law is being simplified to some extent. The provision 
win apply to every offence triable exclusively by a Court of Session or 
Court of Special Judge under the Criminal Law Amendment Act, 1952 
and to any ofience pimishable with imprisonment up to seven years or 
more severe sentence. The power to tender pardon Is being conferred 
only on the Judicial Magistrates, even if the matter is at the stage of 
investigation. 

Under the present law, all cases involving approvers should be com¬ 
mitted to the Court of Session whether or not the case is exclusively 
triable by that Court; and the Magistrate has to examine the evidence of 
the approver ^d otheh witnesses and djeciido whether the acoused 
should be committed to the Court of Session or not As a consequence 
of the abolition of the committal proceedings, this inquiry Is being done 
away with. It is also considered that there is no need to have all such 
cases committed to the Court of Session even if they are not exclusively 
triable by that Court. Cases not exclusively triable by a Court of Session 
or Court of Special Magistrate under the Criminal Law Amendment Act, 
1052, may be tried by the Chief Judicial Magistrate who generally would 
be a senior Magistrate. Certain points of obscurity in regard to the 
existing provisions relating to the Prosecution of approvers for perjury, 
etc., are being clarified and the requirement of a complaint by the Court 
concerned when an approver is to be prosecuted is being done away 
with. 

To discourage unnecessary adjournments, specific provision is being 
made in clause 316 that the Court may award costs when an adjournment 
is at the instance of either party, whether prosecution or defence. 

The existing provision in section 342(3) enabling a court to draw an 
inference, whether adverse or not, from an answer or a refusal to answer 
a question put to the accused during the examination. Is being omitted 
as it may offend Article 20(3) of the Constitution. 

It is considered necessary and desirable to make specific provision 
enabling parties to file written arguments and clause 321 makes provi¬ 
sion in this behalf. 

In clause 324, the scope of the existing provision in section 540A is 
being extended to enable the proceedings to be conducted in the absence 
of an accused person If he persistently disturbs the proceedings. 
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In clause 327, corresponding to section 345, provision is bejng made 
that the offence of unlawful compulsory labour under section 374 of the 
Indian Penal Code which is prohibited by the Constitution Itself, should 
not be compoundable and that offences under sections 354, 411 and 414 
of the Indian Penal Code (if the value of property does not exceed 
Rs. 250) should be compoundable with the permission of Court. A per¬ 
son liable to enhanced punishment by reason of a previous conviction 
will not be allowed to compound an offence. 

Clause 328 corresponds to section 494 dealing with withdrawal of pro¬ 
secution. As recommended by the Commission, provision is being made 
that consent of the Central Government should be obtained before a 
Public Prosecutor moves the Court for the withdrawal of a case when¬ 
ever the offence relates to a matter to which the executive power of the 
Union extends or was investigated by the Special Police Establishment 
or involves misappropriation, destruction or damage to Central Govern¬ 
ment property or is committed by a Central Government swvant. 

Clauses 307 to 309 correspond to section 403, 493 and 495; clauses 317 
to 319 to sections 539B, 540 and 544; clauses 322 and 323 to section 343; 
clauses 325 and 326 to sections 341 and 351; and clauses 329 to 335 to sec¬ 
tions 346 to 352. Clause 329 enables a subordinate Magistrate to refer a 
case to the Chief Judicial Magistrate for disposal if he cannot himself 
adequately deal with it. This will reduce the load on the Court of Ses¬ 
sion to some extent. Clause 333 enables part-heard cases Ih Courts of 
Session being heard and disposed of by the successors in office; at present 
this facility is available under section 350 only in respect of courts of 
Magistrates. Summary trials are being excluded from this provision. 

■Clauses 336 to 347,—These correspond sections 464 to 475 .and 
contain provisions as to accused persons of unsound mind. At present 
rmder section 471, when a person is acquitted on the ground that the 
accused wgs insane at the time of the commission of the offence, the 
Court has to order him to be detained and it is only the State Govern¬ 
ment that can order the delivery of the convicted person to the relatives. 
As recommended by the Commission, the Court is being given tiie dis¬ 
cretion in such cases to order the delivery of such a person to his friends 
or relatives on their executing a bond with suitable conditions. 

Clauses 348 to 360.—These correspond to sections 476 to 487. Under 
the present law, in the case of offences like perjury, forgery, disobedi¬ 
ence of orders of Court or other types of contempt of court, the Court 
may make an inquiry under section 476 before filing a complaint. If it 
files a complaint, the Magistrate has to follow the procedure prescribed 
for complaints by holding an Inquiry under section 202. It is considered 
that the inquiry by the Magistrate may be dispensed with when the 
complaint is made by a Court after an inquiry under section 476 and 
provision has been made accordingly. 

Clause 353 replaces section 479A which has not had the desired effect. 
Under the new provision, if any person makes statements on oath, which 
are contradictory to the statements on oath recorded by a Magistrate 
under the provisions corresponding to section 164, 200 or 202 in the same 
proceedings, the Court may, if it thinks fit, punish him with imprison¬ 
ment up to six months or fine up :to Rs. 500 or both, after giving him an 
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opportunity to make his representation against the punishment. Pro¬ 
vision for an appeal against an order of this kind has been made. The 
power conferred under this provision is discretionary and it is open to 
the Court to follow the normal procedure of filing a complaint to a Magls> 
trate after an inquiry, if any, under section 476. 

Clauses 361 to 373 .—These correspond to sections 366 to 373 and 848, 
548, 862 and 565. 

The new provisions include the following changes:— 

Where the operative part of a judgment is read out and a oopy 
thereof is made available to the accused for perusal, the Court need 
not read out the full judgment. Where one or more of several accused 
persons are not present, it will be open to the Court to pronounce the 
Judgment in the absence of those persons if it is satisfied that there 
will be undue delay otherwise, and in such cases the sentence on 
the absent accused will take effect from the date he is arrested. Ip 
the case of offences punishable with death or imprisonment for life, 
the Court should record reasons for awarding either of these puni*- 
shmentS. Metropolitan Magistrates should record reasons in every 
case where an appeal lies. 

Clause 36{5 which corresponds to section 545 makes provision for 
payment of compensation to victims of crimes. At present such com* 
pensation can be ordered only where the Court imposes a fine and the 
amount is limited to the amount of fine. Under the new provision, com¬ 
pensation can be awarded irrespective of whether the offence is punish¬ 
able with fine and fine is actually imposed, but such compensation can 
be ordered only if the accused is convicted. The compensation should 
be payable for any loss or injury whether physical or pecuniary and the 
Court shall have due regard to the nature of injury, the manner of inflict¬ 
ing the same, the capacity of the accused to pay and other relevant 
factors, 

power to release first offenders after admonition will be available 
in, r,espect ef offwr laws also instead of being confined to offences under 
the Indian Penal Code. 

Clauses 374 to 379.—^These correspond to sections 374 to 379 and deal 
with confirmation of death sentences. 

CUuues 380 to 404.—These clauses correspond to sections 404 to 481 
and deal with appeals. 

The following changes are being made in the existing law: — 

(i) Against a conviction by a Second Class Magistrate, an appeal 
should Me to the Chief Judicial Magistrate instead of to the Court of 
Session as at present. 

(ii) Against a conviction by a First Class Magistrate (including 
the Chief Judicial Magistrate), or an Assistant Sessions Judge, an 
appeal should lie to the Sessions Judge irrespective of ttie sentence 
Imposed. At present, such appeals are filed directly in the High 
Court if the sentence is one of imprisonment for more than four jwan. 
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(ni) Against a conviction by a Metropolitan Magistrate, an appeal 
shotdd lie to the Sessions Judge. Under the existing provisidns 
■appeals against conviction by a Presidency Magistrate lie diiectly to 
'the High Court and the Commission recommended the retention of 
this arrangement, but it is considered that there is no need to pro¬ 
vide for a forum of an appeal in respect of the Metropolitan JVJagis- 
trate higher than what is provided in respect of even the Chief Judi: 
cial Magistrate. 

(iu) Against a conviction on a trial by a High Court, an appeal 
should lie to the Supreme Court and not to the same High Court as 
at present. 

(u) Where a High Court has sentenced a person to imprisonment 
for lii^ in an appeal, against his acquittal, an appeal should lie to the 
Supreme Court. 

(at) The State Government and the Central Government in respect 
of cases investigated by the Special Police Establishment file an 
appeal against the sentence on Ihe ground of its inadequacy. 

(oil) There will be no right of appeal— 

(a) if a High Court convicts a person on a plea of guilty; 

(b) if a High Court imposes only a sentence of imprisonment 
for a term not exceeding six months or a fine not exceeding 
Rs. 1,000 (as against six months and Rs. 20(0 respectively at 
present) j 

(c) if a Metropolitan Magistrate imposes a sentence of im¬ 
prisonment for a term not exceeding three months or a fine not 
exceeding Rs. 200 (as against six months and Rs. 200 respectively 
at present); 

(d) if a Court of Session imposes a sentence of Imprisonment 
for a term not exceeding three months or a fine not eX(iee<Jing 
Rs. 200 (as against one month and Rs. 50 respectively at present); 
and 

(e) if a Magistrate of the first class imposes a sentence of 
fine hot exceeding Rs. 200 (as against Rs. 50), 

or If the sentence is a combination of imprisonment tpid fine within 
the' limits indicated in (b) to (e) above. 

(viii) The following changes are proposed in regard to powers of 
appellate courts: — 

(a) An appellate court can in an appeal against conviction 
erihance the sentence. At present this pdWer is available only 
to the High Court. 

(b) An appellate court should not entertain arguments on 
grotmos not mentioned in the grounds of appeal. 

(c) An appellate court cannot impose a higher sentence than 
what could have been imposed by the court which passed the 
sentence or order under appeal. 
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(d) A jail appeal shall not be dismissed summarily Without 
recording reasons and before the time for filing a regular appeal 
has expired. 

(ix) A convicting court can grant bail pending orders 01 an appel¬ 
late court even if the offence is non-bailable, if the sentence of Im- 
prlsoninent does not exceed one year. 

(a;) A provision is being made that an appeal against a conviction 
and sentence pf imprisonment will not abate on the death of the 
appellant If his near relatives obtain leave of Court to continue thd 
appeal. 

(xi) It is being clarified that the disposal of an appeal against a 
conviction is no bar to the hearing of an appeal against acquittal or 
for the enhancement of sentence (if such enhancement has not been 
fconsldi^red in the said appeal) arising out of the same case. 

(xii) When ah appeal Is heard by a Bench of two Judges of a 
High Court and they differ and if either of them or the third Judge to 
whom the case may be referred so desires, the appeal shall he heard 
by a Bench of three or more Judges. 

Clauses 405 and 406.—These clauses correspond to sections 43? and 433 
a);;^d deal with references. 

At present while every criminal court can make a reference to the High 
Court on any question of law arising before it as to the validity of any 
Ant or provision thereof, the facility of making such a reference in respect 
of any other question of law not involving any question of the validity of 
a statutory provision is available only to Presidency Magistrates. This 
facility is being extended to Sessions Judges and all Metropolitan Magis¬ 
trates. 

Clauses 407 to 415.—These clauses correspond to sections 435 to 442 and 
deal wSth reYision. 

Powers of revision at the district level are given only to the Court of 
Session (land not to the Chief Judicial Magistrate also as recofnmendad by 
the Commission). 

At iwresent, the High Court can interfere in revision in respect of inter- 
loautory o?rders also. When petitions are filed in this regard,-the proceed¬ 
ings tti the lower court are in most cases stayed in the lower court raud 
this.'holds up matters until the disposal of the revision petition. It may 
be that at one stage it was considered that the facility of having a wrong 
of nhjust order struck down hv the High Court was a guarantee- against 
everfethe slightest injustice at any stage of a criminal proceeding. But 
experience has shown, particularly during recent years, that this facility 
has been so extensively abused that it has become a major factor delaying 
disposal of criminal cases not onlv for months but for years. There are 
Instances where cases have been held up for as long as five years by reason 
of'the stay order during the pendency of a revision petition against some 
ihteHocutory order or the other. This facilitv is availed of mostly by the 
rich men, industrialists, corrupt officials and the like, who ar" able to. delay 
dl^osgl of Cases against them almost indefinitely. Meanwhile, some - qf 
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the witnesses die or lose interest in the case and sometimes even the pro¬ 
secution loses its keenness. These revision petitions against interlocutory 
orders, therefore, not only delay justice but sometimes defeat it. Inter¬ 
locutory orders are, therefore, speclflcally excluded in clause 407. This 
change is not likely to result in apy injustice. The subordinate courts, 
alter separation of the Judiciary, will be manned by judicial officers who 
may be expected to act strictly according to law. Further, If a Magistrate 
has a pronounced tendency to pass wrong orders in the course of criminal 
proceedings, the powers of superintendence given to superior couits would 
be used to correct such tendency. Powers of revision in respect of Execu¬ 
tive Magistrates are being conferred on the District Magistrate at the 
district level. 

Clauses 410 to 422.—These clauses correspond to sections 526 to 528 
and' 192, and deal with transfer of criminal cases. 

At pr^nt, a subordinate court is bound to stop all proceedings on the 
mere intimation by an interested party that it intends to apply to the 
High Court or the Court of Session for transfer of the case. Agreeing with 
the Commission, the provision for a mandatory stay is being omitted; a 
further provision is being added that the High Court or the Court of 
Session shall not stay proceedings in these cases unless it considers that 
such stay is necessary in the interest of justice. 

The Chief Judicial Magistrate' Is also being empowered to transfer 
cases from one subordinate court to another. Sessions Judges can order 
such transfers of cases suo motu. 

Clauses 423 to 426,—These clauses correspond to sections 381 and 382. 
A hew provision has been added for the postponement of execution of 
sentence of death in the case of appeal to the Supreme Court, 

Clauses 427 and 440.—^These clauses correspond to sections 541 and 
547 respectively, while clauses 428 to 439 correspond to sections 388 to 
400. 

In clause 431, it is proposed to provide that a fine shall be reridaed in 
accordance with the law relating to recovery of arrears of land revenue. 

Ctetrtes 441 to 444.—These clauses correspond to sections 401 and 4<0 
and sections 54, 65 and 55A of the Indian Penal Code. 

The Commission has recommended that in respect of cases investfgat- 
ed by the Central Bureau of Investigation or involving riitaapproprintten 
or destruction or damage to Central Government property and offences 
committed by Central Government servants in the discharge of their 
official duties, remission or commutation of sentences should be granted 
by the State Government only after ‘consultation’ with the Central Gov¬ 
ernment. It is considered better to require ‘concurrence’ of the Central 
Government instead of merely consultation with it. 

Where persons are prosecuted for offences, some under laws in the 
State field and some In the Union field and sentenced to separate terms 
of Imprisonment to run concurrently, State Governments sometimes 
remit the whole sentence without a reference to the Central Government, 
although legally the Central Government has to order remission in rela¬ 
tion to offences in the Union field. A provision is being added requiring 
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Specifically that the person cannot be released unless the Central Govern¬ 
ment also remits the part of the sentence relating to an offence m the 
Union field. 

Clauses 445 to 459.—These clauses correspond to sections 496 to 502 
and 513 to 516 and deal with provisions relating to bail and bonds. 

With a view to make it more difficult for persons accused of gi’ave 
offences to get released on bail by an ex parte order, and be in a position 
to hamper investigation, provision is being made that in every case where 
the offence is punishable with death or imprisonment for life, or is triable 
exclusively by a Court of Session, no court shall grant bail except after 
giving notice 111 writing of the application to the Public Prosecutor; if 
this is not done, reasons for not giving such notice are to be recorded in 
writing. 

As recommended by the Commission, a new provision is being made 
enabling the superior courts to grant anticipatory bail, i.e., a direction to 
release a person on bail issued even before the person is arrested. With 
a view to avoid the possibility of the person hampering the investigation, 
special provision is being made that the court granting anticipatory bail 
may impose such conditions as it thinks fit. These conditions may be 
that a person shall make himself available to the Investigating Officer 
as and when required and shall not do anything to hamper investigation. 

A provision is being made that a person who absconds or has broken 
the condition of his bail bond when he was released on bail in a bailable 
case on a previous occasion, shall not be entitled to bail when brought 
to Court on any subsequent date even though the offence may be bailable. 
A clariflcatory provision is being made that the power to grant bail 
includes the power to impose conditions on the person accused and also 
‘'o cancel the bail and order re-arrest. 

The procedure for recovery of penalty under a forfeited bond will be 
the same as that for recovery of fine, 

Clames 460 to 468.—These clauses correspond to sections 516A to 52.5 
and deal with disposal of property. 

Clause 463 confers an independent right to appeal again' orders regard¬ 
ing disposal of property. The party aggrieved by an order of disposal of 
property may not be the same as the party aggrieved by the main judg¬ 
ment and, so, it is considered necessary to give this independent right of 
appeal. 

Clauses 469 to 475.—These clauses correspond to sections 232, 529 to 538 
and deal with irregular proceedings. The ordering of a re-trial on the 
discovery of any omission or error or Irregularity in respect of a charge 
will not be mandatory as at present. 

Clause 476 .—This clause makes provision for those rare cases where 
the High Court has to try an offence. 

Clauses 477 to 483.—These clauses correspond to sections 549, 555, 555A 
556, 557, 560 and 581A. 

Clause 480 is a new provision conferring on the State Government the 
power to allocate by means of a notification and in consultation with the 
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High Court, the magisterial functions under clauses 109 to 111 to an 
Executive Magistrate instead of to the Judicial Magistrate as provided; 
similarly, functions under Clause 146 may like wise be allocated to the 
Judicial Magistrate instead of to the Executive Magistrate as provided. 
This is intended to give a choice to the State Governments as the existing 
position in this regard is not uniform. 

Clause 484 corresponds to sjction 561 A. 

Clauses 485 and 486.—These are new provisions. When a member of 
the Armed Forces of the Union or the State is deputed for the protection 
^f public property in a State or for other such purposes, it may happen 
that one or more persons may do or attempt to do something in regard to 
which such member may be called upon to take action in good faith. Such 
action may expose him to the possibility of being arrested and prosecuted 
by the police. To meet such or similar situations, a qualified protection is 
being given to such member requiring the previous consent of the Central 
Government or the State Government, as the case may be, for the arrest 
of any such member and for the previous sanction of such Government for 
taking cognizance of any case against any such member. 

Clause 487 contains a specific provision requiring the High Court to 
exercise its supervision over subordinate courts with a view to secure 
expeditious disposal of cases. 

Clause 488 contains provisions regarding repeal and savings. 

With a view to make the transition smooth, it is being provided that 
any investigation, inquiry, trial or appeal commenced before the com¬ 
mencement of the new Act in any territory, shall be continued and con¬ 
cluded under the old law. The provisions of the new law would apply to 
the subsequent stages of these proceedings, as also to any proceedings 
commenced after the commencement of the Act. 

The First Schedule .—This corresponds to Schedule II of the Code. 
Column 4 of the existing Schedule has been omitted in view of the pro¬ 
vision that summonses will issue in all summons-cases and warrants in all 
warrant cases. Column 6 will be omitted because clause 327 itself makes 
the necessary provision in this regard. In the last column a simplification 
has been made. At present that column mentions the Court of Session in 
addition to other Magistrates’ courts. As Courts of Session can try any 
offence, it Is considered unnecessary to mention the Court of Session also 
when the offence could be tried by a Magistrate. In the new Schedule, a 
Court of Session is mentioned only when the offence is one which should 
be tried exclusively by that court. 

In column 3 of the table specifying offences which are respectively 
cognizable and non-cognizable offences against State except those under 
sections 124A and 129 of the Indian Penal Code are being made cognizable 
in view of the grave nature of the offences and the heavy penalties pres¬ 
cribed for them. The offence under section 509 of the Indian Penal Code of 
Intentionally insulting the modesty of a woman Is being made cognizable 
in view of the changed social circumstances and in accordance with the 
change made in some of the States by local amendments. 
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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

The BiU, if enacted, would involve expenditure from the Consolidated 
Fund of India only in respect of the provisions of the Bill which are given 
effect to in any Union territory. In the circumstances, the estimates which 
are given in this Memorandum are estimates of expenditure which would 
be involved from the Consolidated Fund of India if the Bill, enacted in 
its present form, is given effect to in the Union territories. 

2. Clause 163 provides for the payment by the police of reasonable 
expenses to every person attending as a witness in response to an order of 
the investigating officer. This will be subject to the rules made by the 
Government. The recurring expenditure on this account is esti¬ 
mated to be Rs. 22,000 per annum. There will be no non-recurring ex¬ 
penditure. 

3. Clause 262 empowers the Magistrate to issue a summons to any wit¬ 
ness, whether for the prosecution or for the defence, to attend or to pro¬ 
duce any document or other thing, and, further provides that before so 
summoning, the Magistrate may require reasonable expenses of the 
witnesses to be deposited in Court. The recurring expenditure on this 
account is estimated not to exceed Rs. 2,000 per annum. There will be 
no non-recurring expenditure. 

4. Clause 291 provides that when a Court orders the issue of a com¬ 
mission for the examination of a witness for the prosecution, it may, in 
its discretion, direct the prosecution to pay to the accused such amount 
as it considers reasonable to meet the expenses including pleader’s fee 
incurred by the accused. The recurring expenditure on this account is 
estimated to be Rs. 10,000 per annum. There will be no non-recurring 
expenditure. 

5. Clause 311 provides for the granting of legal aid to an accused person 
at State expense in cases triable by a Court of Session. Although there 
are some schemes for the grant of a certain measure of legal aid in va¬ 
rious States and Union territories, ini the case of persons belonging to 
the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes, and persons charged with 
offences punishable with death, the new provision would involve addi¬ 
tional expenditure to the State to some extent. The recurring expendi¬ 
ture on this account in the Union territories is estimated to be Rs. 1.5 
lakhs per annum. There will be no non-recurring expenditure on this 
account. 

6. Clause 316 provides that a Court, when granting an adjournment of 
the case, may order a party at who-e instance the adjournment is made 
to pay the cost of the oppo.site party. The recurring expenditure on this 
account is estimated to be Rs. 5,000 per annum. There will be no non¬ 
recurring expenditure. 

7. Clause 319 empowers a Criminal Court to order payment, on the 
part of Government, of the reasonable expenses if any complainant or 
witness attending for the purposes of any inquiry, or trial or other pro- 
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ceeding before such Court. This will be subject to the rules made by 
the Government. The recurring expenditure on this account is estimated 
not to exceed Rs. 1,000 per annum. There will be no non-recurring ex¬ 
penditure. 

8 , Clause 406 empowers a Court to make reference to the High Court 

on any question which arises before it with regard to the validity of any 
Act, Ordinance or Regulation or any permission contained therein, and 
further empowers the Court to direct by whom the costs of such refer¬ 
ence shall be paid. The recurring expenditure on this account is esti¬ 
mated not to exceed Rs. 2,000 per annum. There will be no non-recurring 
expenditTore. ■ ’ ' 

9. Clauses 131, 158, 168, 169, 212, 213, 313, 317, 370 and 373 provide for 
free supply of copies of documents, etc. Such copies would, in most cases, 
be carbon copies. The recurring expenditure which would be involved in 
granting such copies is estimated not to exceed Rs. 2,000 per annum. 
There will be no non-recurring expenditure. 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Sub-clause (2) of clause 15 of the Bill confers power on the Chief Judi¬ 
cial Magistrate, subject to the control of the High Court, to make rules for 
the guidance of Benches of Judicial Magistrates. 

2 . Sub-clause (2) of clause 16 empowers Chief Judicial Magistrate to 
make rule? with regard to the distribution of business among Judicial 
Magistrates. 

3. Sub-clause (1) of clause 19 empowers the High Court to make rules 
specifying the quabflcations which should be possessed by persons in order 
fco be eligible for being conferred with the powers of Metropolitan Magis¬ 
trates. 

4. Sub-dause (2) of clause 20 confers power on the Chief Metropolitan 
Magistrate, rubjeot to the control of the High Court, to make rules for the 
guidance of the Special Benches consisting of two or more Special Metro¬ 
politan Magistrates sitfng together. 

Sub-cla'cse (3) of clause 21 provides for the Chief Metropolitan 
Magistrates to make rules with regard to the distribution of business 
imong Metropolitan Magistrates and Additional Chief Metropolitan Magis¬ 
trates. 

0, Sub-clause (5) of clause 39 provides for rules being made by the 
State Government concerning the recording, by a Justice of the Peace, of 
statements made by persons In certain circumstances. 

7. Sub-clause (3) of clause 43 confers power on the State Government 
to make rules concerning the appointment of the village headman by the 
District Magistrate or Sub-divisional Magistrate, 

8 . Sub-clause (1) of clause 63 provides for the rules being made by the 
State Government with regard to the service of summons by an officer of 
the Court 

9. Sub-Claus'" (4) of clause 124 empowers the State Government to 
proscribe tiie conditions on which a person imprisoned for failing to give 
.sWiirify for keeping the peace and good behaviour may be discharged, 

10 . Clouse 157 empowers the State Government to prescribe the form 
of the book in which non-cognizable cases are to be entered. 

11 . Clause 158 empowers the State Government to prescribe the form •f 
the book in which cognizable cases are to be entered, 

12 . Sub-clause (2) of clause 163 provides for rules being made by the 
Stole Government regarding the payment of expenses to witnesses sum¬ 
moned by the police during an investigation, 

13. Sub-clause (2) of clause 176 empowers the State Government to 
prescribe the form in which a poh-'e officer shall, on completion of investi¬ 
gation, forward a report to the Magistrate empowered to take cognizance 
of the offences on a police report. 
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14. Sub-clause (1) of clause 177 empowers the State Government to 
make rules as to the cases of imnatural deaths which may not be investi¬ 
gated by the poUce. 

15. Clause 271 empowers the State Government to prescribe the form 
in which the particulars in summary trials are to be entered. 

16. Clause 311 confers power on the High Court to make rules, with 
the approval of the State Government, regarding the mode in which legal 
aid wUl be provided to the accused at the expense of the State in serious 
cases. 

17. Clause 319 empowers the Government to prescribe the reasonable 
expenses which may be paid to any complainant or witness attending for 
the purposes of inquiry, trial or other proceeding in a criminal court. 

18. Sub-clause (5) of clause 441 provides for the State Government or 
the Central Government, as the case may be, to give directions as to the 
suspension of sentences and the conditions on which petitions should be 
presented and dealt with either by general rules or special orders. 

19. Clause 477 confers power on the Central Government to make rules 
I egarding the delivery to Commanding Officers of persons’ trial to be tried 
by Court Martial. 

20. 'The matters in respect of which rules may be made are generally 
matters of procedure and administrative detail and it is not practicable to 
provide for th^m in the Bill Itself. The delegation of legislative power 
is, therefore, of a normal character.
